P REFACE. 



I H E Original Author of this Book was the 
Eminent and Learned Dr. Bate, a Man who 
in his Station had been Phyficiati to Two 
Kjngs of England, and a P rot eft or ; and of 
fuch Approved Skill in his Profetfion, that to make any 
Defcants thereon, would be to draw a Vail over his Luftre, 
and blemifh that Excellency, which in this following Work, 
gives a convincing Proof, that he was one of the greateft 
Matters of his Art in the Univer/e. 

If. His Arcana and Prefcripts were Collected, as they 
appear in the Latin Copy, by that ingenious and indefatigable 
Gentlemen, Mr. James Shipton , who had the Happinefs of 
preparing and making the greater part (if not allj of them 
up : And by whofe Care and Indultry the World became 
blelt with luch a valuable Product ion j which exceeds in 
its Benefit and Ulefulnefs to Mankind, (we fpeafc it without 
Flattery) all the Difpenfatorics this day extant, in what 
Language foever. 

III. Thus came out the firft Edition, with general Ap- 
plaufe, which meriting fo well in the World, Mr. Shipton 
was pleafed to make us happy with a Second, wherein he 
added above One hundred more of Dr. Bates Recipes, and 
the Arcana Goddardiana , from the Authors Autograph , who 
being a Learned Man, and they no mean things, advanced 
very much the Value of the Book : So that in a very few 
Years, there were fold of the Latin Copies to the number 
of fat ieatt) Six thoufand. 

IV. The Work obtaining thus exceedingly upon the 
Publick, as having the general Liking and Approbation of 
all the Learned World, more efpecially of the Gentlemen 

A 4 of 
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of the Profeflwn : And among the number of the relt, fail- 
ing into my Hands, upon view thereof, finding it fo vaftly to 
exceed in Uicfulnefs and Learning whatever had been yet 
extanr of that kind before; and that it was entertained 
among Profefiors of Our Art (of what Quality or Educati- 
on ioever) with no common Fiiendlhip or Reception: It 
made me confider it a little farther ; and to draw an Ar- 
gument from its general Ufefulnefs and Entertainment ; 
That if whilit it wandred thro' the World in an unknown 
longue (as to the Vulgar,) and was a Stranger, it became 
io ddirablc and acceptable; how much more, if we indul- 
g’d it, by making it a Free Deni/on, or Native of our own. 

V. Upon iheie Con iterations, 1 immediately fell upon 
the Tran/laeion , which 1 hope you will j;nd done with all 
Faiibfulnefs and Sinceiity : And whereas the Arcana Godd. 
were for the molt part Nominal* without exhibiting their 
Preparations : We have in this Evglijb Edition, added them 
at large, and imerfperlt them for the Benefit of all the Lo- 
vers of this kind of Learning. 

VI. And whilft we were doing this, rbat we might yet 
lay a farther Obligation upon the Generous Lovers of Art j 
we have added to this lmprejfion* the much e (teemed God- 
dard s Drops , and I{ujJirs Ponder (neither of them in any 
printed Work before) the former of which was one of the 
accounted ineitimable Jewels of K. Charles II. The other 
that Fam'd VniverfaU which for thele twenty five Years lalt 
pall has obtain’d a general Reputation, from the Eaft to 
the Weft-Indies* and in a manner thro* the whole World. 
You have alio the Emplafirum Felrtfugum * which, tho* as 
to its Competition; u is a very fimpie thing, and whilft not 
publilhcd, hugg’d as a great Secret, yet truly valuable as to 
irs Vertues, for that it has fcarcely been ever known to be 
applied without the defired Succefs; nor did I ever ufe it 
in vam. And to thefe we have added near half an hundred 
more, of confiderable Recipes, out of the Colleftanea Chy* 
mica, and other valuable Authors, 

VII. We have not here given you a bare Tranflation 
only, but betides that, a large Commcnrupon each particu- 
lar fas the Nature of the Subject would admit, or did re- 
quirej more efpecially upon all the C L) mi cal Procejjes, which 

are 
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are many, and the molt excellent, feledted out of a large 
Farraginous heap ; and made choice of from mighty 
Strength of Reafon, and a long Series of Experiences, 
which has exceedingly added to their Credit and Reputa- 
tion. 

VIII. Thefe We have almoft every where fearcht out, 
from their Original Fountains , and where need required, 
given a clear Explication of the Procefl it lelf, and added as 
a Supplement fto make the Work the more abfolute and coin- 
plea rj a Rationale upon the fame. 

And farther, We have examin’d the Prefcriprs and O 
pinions of the moft Learned Authors who have wrote there- 
of : Shewing, either their Vrocejfcs at large, if nex> ; Or, 
the particular Circutnftances wherein they chief) differ , if 
material ; and fo reprefenring as it were in a Glafs, a 
Summary of all that has been hitherto written of this kind. 

IX. As to the Authors made nfe of in this Book ; tho* 
we cannot have rbe Vanity to obrrude a vaft Catalogue or 
Heap, as is ufual with /everal Writers of Books (podibly 
many whom they never lookt into, to confult, but for O- 
ftentation they enumerate) yet we think it neceflary to give 
an Account of the Chief of thofe We were Beholden to, 
that we may put Our Artifl into a Capacity to make a more 
cxa& and fatisfa&ory Judgment of the following Dif- 
courles. 

X. The Chief of thofe We confulted in this Underra- 
king were either of the more Ancient ; as , Par accrue, 
Crolliut , Hartman , Li bavins , Beguinus , Safa , Faber , 
A iynficbt, Grulingius , Vnt^er, Quercetan, My Hus, Senner - 
tus, &c. Or of the Modern and more La re ; as, Hji wins, 
Schroder , Hof man, Hor flint, Bplfincius , Marggrave , Maets , 
Le Mort y Ludovicus , Ettmuller , % unken, Tacbemw, Glauber , 
Le Febure , T bibaut, Charras , and Lemery 1 with fome others 
of lefler Note, whole Performances in this kind (Tor fomuch 
as they wrote of) have been admirable above all the reft 
of their Fellows. 

XI. This being thus compleated, you may in a little 
time exped the Second Part of the (ame, which is now in 
in the Prefs, vi%. Our Ojficina C bymica, or Cbymical Shop; 
being a com fie of Body of Chymiftry in aO its Farts : Where- 
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ln you mill find Explicated, I. The Principles of Natural 
Bodies, in th-ir received and genuine S'cnfe. 1. The For- 
naces and Inflruments of the Art particularly defcrihed with 
their Figures in Copper Plates. 3. The Operations of Chymi- 
Jlry per lc. abftr ailed from the Preparation of any fet Medi- 
cine. 4. The Preparation of Metals and Minerals deduced 
from all the Operations of Chymtftry. 5. Lajlly, The Prepa- 
ration of certain Vegetable and Animal Subjlances, according 
to ad the more late Difcoveries or Defignations. 

XU. But from hence one Objection arifes to be obviated, 
viz. That I have treated of many things in this Dijpenfatory, 
that I had handled formerly at Urge in my Pharmacopoeia 
Londinenlis and Doron, and therefore might very well have 
been omitted here. To which I anfwcr, 1 . That this is ano- 
ther Man’s Book, and my (elf but the Tranflator thereof ; 
lo that I could by no means with Juftice and Honour have 
gelt the Text, or obliterated any part thereof, without a 
manifeft Wrong and Injury to the Author. 1. That I have 
done no otherwile with refpedt to the aforenamed Books, 
than Schroder did with his Quercctanus fiedivivus when he 
wrote his own Dijpenfatory. 3. That notwithftanding this 
feeming Repetition, or reiterating of the very fame thing 
fometimes, you may pollibly in this meet with that which is 
new concerning it, not contained in the other Books, which 
may recompence the Labour and Painsof a fecond Review'. 

Xlir. If any of the Gentlemen of the Profeifion, think, 
that in this Work or any other, we have done them Wrong 
or Prejudice, in difeovering to the Vulgar, many of the 
Arcana of Our Art : Wc hope (as a Recompence for the 
fame) to make them amends again, in divulging feveral 
other Secrets, which the raoft of them were wholly igno- 
rant of before. However as a general Anfwer to this Ob- 
jection, We think, that all particular Interefts Ihould facrifice 
to the general and that the Publick good ought ever to be pre- 
ferred before the Private how dear and valuable foever. 

XIV. It is my Opinion, -that the Art of Phyfick is not 
any particular Man’s or Societies proper Right, more than 
anothers; but that every Man has an equal lhare in the 
fame. But ’tis like Gold and Silver, he that wins it, or 
takes pains for it, fhall have ir. And as in one, every Man

has a Right by his Wit and Induftry, to get Gold, if he can, 
and having got it, to make ule of it ; fo in the other, eve- 
ry Man has a Right to itudy Phyfick if he pleales; and 
having once made himfelf Mailer of the Knowledge of ir, 
has as great a Right to life it as we. Nor can I fee ought, 
which may entitle any one particular Perfon to an Origi- 
nal Interelt in ir, more than it can another, whatever fome 
felf-ended Men may pretend to the contrary. 

XV. It is generous to do good to Mankind j and the more 
voluntary is is, cbe more acceptable. For my part, I owe 
fo great a Friendlhip to all the World, that I wilh every 
Man underftood the Art as well as I do. And I fliould be 
content upon the Condition, that it would pleafe the molt 
Good and Infinite Being, to blefs the Sons of Men with a 
perpetual State of Health, to leek out fome other way of 
living. And as Health is the molt valuable of all Earthly 
Happinefles ; fo I am of Opinion, all other Interefts fhould 
vail to it. He can be no good Man, who defires to build 
up bis Fortunes from thcMifcries and Calamities of others ; 
or to raife an Eltate upon the Ncceilities of the Mean, and 
the Ruins of fuch as want Bread. 

XVI. For this Reafon fake, I have for thefe Thirty Years 
together exerciled my Art (as well as to live by it) as a ne- 
ceifary piece of Charity. I know no poor Creature that 
ever came to me, in my whole time, that once went from 
me, without my defired help Grans. I have not only given 
them my Judgment or Opinion concerning their Difeales and 
Diftempers; but if curable and Poor J have {applied them 
with all the Medical Neceliaries for the whole Cure, till 
they became perfectly well, without demanding or requi- 
ring one Penny for it afterwards. And I have accounted 
the Rcftauration of fuch poor and wretched Creatures a 
greater Bleifing to me, than if I had gotten the Wealth of 
both the Indies. I can t fo well expreis my felf concerning 
this Matter, as I can conceive it ; but I am fure I fliould 
have been more pleafed. and had a greater Satisfaction, in 
feeing fuch a helplcfs Creature, rertorerl to its defired Health, 
than if I had found a very valuable Treafure. 

XVII. There aie fevcral Hundreds in this Great City, 
can bear me witnefs to this Truth. And for all the part 

Good 
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Good I have done in thole Caies ; as I can never repent it ; 
fo 1 refolve to continue it ; for I certainly know, that I have 
had the (jgnal Bleding of God atiended my Endeavours for 
it : For which, (with all humility) 1 here publickly acknow- 
ledge his Goodnels ; andbleifing his molt merciful^ Hand, 
with bended Knees give Thanks for the fame. Nor (hall 
I cverdeh ! t the doing of what I have for thus many Yeats 
done in this kind, but am refolved thro* the Alfiftance of 
the molt good God, to exercife the fame Charity, and as 
largel) extend it, to all the Poor and Miferable, who ilia! I 
pleale to make ufe of it, whilft I have my Scnfe and Rca- 
fon, and draw Breath upon Earth. 

XVIII. I have begun to render the Arts of Phyfick and 
Cbyrurgery wirh their Appendices, the Materia 'Medic*, Ana- 
tomy and Cbymfiry into Englifh, and in doing of w hich, by 
this prefent Work, and Thirteen or Fourteen other Books, 
I have made a conliderable Progrefs already and intend not 
to defift, till I have fully made them in all their parts, com- 
pleat and inrirc. ’Tis every Enghfio Man’s Birth-right, and 
au unfpeakableWrong to endeavour the keeping it from him. 

XIX. Nor do I know why any (hould be otfended with 
me for thus doing, (incc it is but what Hippocrates and Galen y 
Celfui and Paracelfm , with hundreds more, ail did, writing 
the Syftem of Phyfick. in their own Languages^ ^ ea, and it is 
what the French (out of an Ambition ot Glory) do at this 
day. I am fureweare their great Admirers in moft things, 
and Ape them in whatfoever is vicious and ridiculous: And 
why we (hould not imitate them in a thing of fuchan elfential 
Good I know not ; unlefs you w r ou!d oblige us to follow 
them only in their Vices, and eichew them in their Venues. 

XX. I know rh tl have many Enemies in the World, 
and that the puhlilhing this Work will create me many more, 
and thole powerful ones, and malicious too: But I have o- 
verlookt all this, and have dire&ed my Eye to the Recom- 
pcnce of Reward. If herein I have ferv’d my Country and 
Generation, I have what I aimed at, and I am lure I (hall 
have along with it the Defence of him. whole Mercies are 
overall his Works, and the Bledingsof the Poor and Needy.

of Vitriol or Sulphur : Dole 
is from four to eight drops' 
It is likewife ufed in the 
cure of the Aphtha ovTbruJh, 
i. c. little Cankers in the 
Mouths, for the 1110ft part of 
Children. This Spirit thus 
difiilled with a Itrong Fire 
for three days together, does 
not give place neither in 
ftrength nor quantity to that 
of Vitriol notwithstanding 
that molt Authors affirm the 
contrary, faying, that it yields 
but little Acid. 6. The white 
light Calx , after the laft di- 
ftillation, which we call burnt 
Alum , is ufed to eat fiefiiy 
excrefcences, or proud flefli, 
but that which remained 
before, after the firft diftilla- 
tion, or when the Flegm of 
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the Alum was only drawn off, 
is much more Eicarcotick 
'than the latter, which has 
loft its acid Spirits. 7. In 
the firlt dilliliation you mult 
fill the Retort not above halt 
full, becaule it is apno iwdl 
much, and requires a great 
deal of room ; and the Flegm 
is a 11 come off, when there di 
I tils no more , for the acid 
Spirits being very weighty, 
require a much greater heat 
than that of Sand to raife 
them.

Give it in a Glafs 
of Canary ; having another 
Glaft ready to drink imme- 
diately after it ; for the pre- 
fent heat of the Medicine 
(which yet is without danger) 
is fuch, that the Patient will 
think he has fvvallowed down 
lb much Fire ; nor will in- 
credulous People be fatisfied 
till the heat is over. This 
precious Medicine is above 
an ordinary Commendation.

The Secret against the Falling- 
fick>icfi y the foundation of 
which Cure is taken from 
Vitriol. 1. The Spirit of Vi- 
triol here intended, is not the 
common O) 1 or Spirit of Vi- 
triol, cvery-wher e almoft fold ; 
3Ut the true Volatile Spirit , 
which afeends next after the 
7 Iegm in the diftillation of 
Vitriol, and before our vul- 
gar or common Oyl or Spirit :

In the 
mixing them you mult be 
very cautious,and do it leifure- 
ly and by degrees : youmuft 
not put the Spirit of Wine to 
rheSpirit of Nitre, for then you 
will fet it all in aflame ; but 
youmuft put in the Spirit of 
Nitre Gradatim into the Spirit 
of Wine, fo will you prevent 
the flaming, but the mixture 
will grow fo hot, that you

It is neceflary 
that theSpirit Ihould be coho- 
bated twice at lcaft, fome 
Authors advile thrice ; for 
the oftner it is cohobared, the 
Tweeter it is. Le Mort alfo 
lays, that the diltillation may 
be performed upon the lpot 
of the commixtion ; and that 
if the digeft ion exceeds fe- 
ven days before the dift illa- 
tion, the Union will be lb 
firm that there will be no 
need of a dift illation. § 5. 
The two Spirits mix and u- 
nite with an infeparable U- 
nion, fweet, or at lcaft not 
of lb great an acritude as be- 
fore, and of a very grateful 
odour. § 6. It ought to be- 
an open Vcflel that the mix- 
ture is made in, for fhouJd it 
be in a Glals Bottle, and ftopt 
before the ebulition be over, 
it would hazard the breaking 
of the fame. § 7 - Lcmery 
ad- 
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adviles to make the mixture 
in a Bolt-head let in ltraw in 
the Chimny , without heat, 
letting it be open till theEbu- 
lition is over, taking heed al- 
io to avoid the fumes, anc 
then to put it into a Glals, 
and keep it without diltilla- 
tion for ufe. § 8. This O- 
peration differs not much 
from that of mixing Oyi of 
Turpentine, and Oyl of Vi- 
triol together : for thefe Li- 
quors all'o heat and boyl to- 
gether much alike. § 9. In 
this mixture the Spirit of Ni- 
tre joyns itfelf to the Sulphur 
of the Wine, and both being 
admirably vo!atile,they ftrive 
to mount upwards, whereby 
the mixture is put into that 
mighty motion and efferve- 
fcency > and from whence re- 
fults a complicate Spirit, be- 
ing molt fragrant , and ha- 
ving the greareft volatility. 

§ 1 o. Charms advifes it to be 
diftillcd in a Sand heat in a 
Glafs Cucurbit, covered with 
its head carefully luted, and 
to be repeated three times ;

ful to the tafte, more gentle 
in all its operations, more fit 
for our bodies, and more ad- 
mirably diaphoretick than 
the limpleSpirit of Nitre can 
poifibly be. § u. Rplfincius 



in Cbimia^ Lib . 3. SeH, i. 
Art. 4. Cap. 11. advilcsafter 
four days digettion to diftil it 
in an Alembick ; fo, lays he, 
will the Spirits in tins Ope- 
ration be united, and con- 
trad a Violet kind of odour, 
or fmell, and a fubdulce and 
grateful tafte. § 12. It is a 
molt admirable Diuretick 
and Diaphoretick, quenches 
rhirfts, refills putrefaction of 
the blood and humours, and 
and powerfully attenuates 
and incides : It is a lingular 
Febrifuge, cures all malign 
Fcavcrs, even the Small-pox, 
and Plague itfelf. It abates 
Incarnations , even of the

latile Salt afeend, which in 
the following Flegm will be 
diflolved. Or thus : ltyl Sal 
Am. tty, in fine Ponder : Sal 
Tartar i , or other Alcalious 
Salt t tij. Water frnj. mix 
and diftil with a gentle Fire 
by a glafed Retort, till about 
*xij. is come forth , then 
ceafe. § 3. Where Note, 
That if Calx Vive be uled 
inftcad of the Salt of Tartar, 



the Spirit will come forth 
much more volatile and fu- 
gitive : aifo if it be diitilled 
from Minerals, as Iron, La- 
pis Hematitis , Calaminans , 
&c it comes forth molt pe- 
netrative. § 4. T his is alfo 
to be noted, That if the Sal 
Amm. be mixed with CaJx 
Vive, the Spirit goes forth 
in a molt volatile Liquor,but 
never in a volatile Salt, 
whereas if it be mixt with 
Other Calxes or Salts , rhe 
volatile Salt come firit in a 
dry form, then the liquid 
Spirit together with the

Sale is diilolvcd. § 3. Sal 
Ammon, does feem to be 
nothing elfe, but a mixture 
of Sea Salt , and the volatile 
Salt of Urine, which here is 
reduced into a faline volatile 
Spirit, by the help of a fixt 
Salt/ or other earthy Bodies 
being mixt. § 6.

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each being in Pouder mix

But if you 
would extract the acid Spi- 
rit of the Sal Am. as well as 
its volatile ; the laid Le Fe - 
here does it thus : 1 ^ Sal Am. 
Qtiickrlime A . mix and make 
them into a pap with *Vrine : 
then diftil in a glowing red 
hot Iron Retorc , having a 
Tube with a wide Mouth, 
and an Iron itopple ; put in 
the matter Cocbleatim at the 
Tube> and immediately ftop 
it, lb will the Vapours pre- 
fcntly go into the Receiver 
luted to the fame, which Me- 
thod continue till all the In-

Youth or Child. $ 14. Le - 
mcry makes the urinous Spi- 
rit thus : Sal Am. tty. Calx 

Vive tbiij. Ponder them apart y 
and when you have mixed 
them in a Mortar , put upon 
them %iv. of Water , which 
fut prefently into a Retort, 
whofi half muff remain cm- 
pty : fit to it a large Recei- 
ver, lute thejundures, and 
ditlilinSand, beginning the 
diitillation without Fire, for 
about a quarter of an hour, 
then make a gentle Fire, and 
increafe it gradatim to the 
lccond degree, and continue 
it till nothing more comes 
forth ; take off your Recipi- 
ent, pour but the Spirit im- 
mediately into a Vial, turn- 
ing away your Head as much 
as may be, to avoid the liib- 
til Vapours that continually 
rile : ftop the Glals with a 
GJals ftopple well ground, or 
with Wax. § 15.

That before dift illa- 
tion the Alcali of the Sea Sale 
had in a manner bound up 
the volatile Salt in the Sal 
Am. to looten which, the un- 
flakt Lime is added, whole 
Alcali deftroys the Acid of 
the Sea Salt ; whence it is, 
that as foon as they are mix- 
ed together, the volatile uri- 
nous 
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rinous Spirit begins to arife 
and diltil ; which Vapours 
come forth io plentifully , 
that you could neven be able 
to put the mixture into the 
Retort , Ihould you not turn 
away your Head, while your 
Hands are at work. § 16. 
That the Water is added to 
moiften it, (which Lc Febure 
certainly forgot in ' his Pre- 
feript )* and to liquifie the 
volatile Salts ; for if there 
were nothing to moilten 
them, they would fuddenly 
iublimc to the neck of the 
Retort, and Hopping it alto- 
gether, would break it to 
pieces : but the quantity of 
the Water fcems to be too 
little by half : gviij. of Wa- 
ter is the lead that ought ro 
be ufed. §17. By rcalonof 
the fwelling of the Lime after 
wetting, and the great deal 
of room the Spirits take to 
rarifie rhemfelves in, the Re- 
tort mult not be above half 
full, and the Receiver muft 
be very large, that they may 
circulate with cafe. § 18. 
This Spirit is nothing but a*

Fire, you may make the vo- 
latile Sait afeend white as 
Snow j for it will fublime 
and ltick to the top, and up- 
per molt parts s which fepa- 
rate and keep in a GlaJs dole 
Hope with a Glals liopple. 
This Salt being dry, more 
ealily flics away, than when 
you kept it diiiblvcd in the 
Water, for which caufe fake 
it is belt to keep it in a li- 
quid form. § 1 9. This Spi- 
rit made with Quicklime is 
Hronger than that made with 
Salt Tartar , 8cc. becaule 

the fiery particles of the Quick 
lime , quicken the motion of 
the volatile Salts, much more 
than the Salt of Tartar can do.

§21. When you rake away 
the Receiver from the Alem- 
bick, have in readinels a wet 
doth to Hop irs mouth, that 
its volatile Vapours may not 
ftrike your Noftrils Sc Brain, 
aad fo hinder refpiration. and 
caufe fwooning. § 22. This 
volatile Spirit is alfo an ex- 
cellent Menftruum to make 
preripitations with , it de- 
itroysacids, as do all other 
volatile Alcalics, and precipi- 
F tates 
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rates Gold after it is diflolved. 
§ 23. Charras makes it thus : 
Good Sal Am. tt>(. Salt of 
Tartar tty. or in its place Oal \ 
A floes tt>/V beat them in a 
Mortar, and put them m a 
Cucurbity in Sand: Sprinkle 
the mixture with Water ivuj. 
then immediately , put on the 
Head with its Receiver, listing 
the J until tres well, kjndlc a 
gentle Fire , and continue it 
five or fix hours, or till all the 
volatile Spirit is come over, 
and the Flowers are fublimcd 
partly into the Head, and 
partly to the upper part of 
the Cucurbit, which take and 
keep for ule. §24. Near as 
loon as the Water is put in, 
the Sak of Tartar joyns with 
the Acid of the Sea Salt, lb

§ 25. From all thclc Contide- 
rations it evidently appears, 
that (hould Sal Am. be dial- 
led alone in its own condi- 
tion, when expofed to the 
violence of theFire,rhe vola- 
tile part of the Sal Am: would 
do violence to the acid, and 
fufclime it or carry it upwith 



it,fo that you would have only 
a mixe Flower of Sal Am. 
or rather Sal Am. purified, 
not the pure volatile alcalious 
Salt alone, but mixed with all 
its acid, ( 3 c, § It is alio 
to be oblerved , that tho the 
mixture of Quicl^-lime , or 
a tit Salt , ltops the Acid 
or Marine Salt from ri- 
ling, letting the urinous, vo- 
latile part go alone, either in 
dry Salt or Spiric,yet the acti- 
on would be very flow and 
feeble, did you not mix Wa- 
ter with them , the more 
tirmly to diilblve the marine 
Salt, and the fixed Salt, and 
to mix them together, ma- 
king rheir conjunction the 
more facile. So that it ap- 
pears, the Spirit and volatile 
Salt are podible to be fepara- 
ted without Water; burthen 
it is more flowly , and in 
this cafe, befides ftrong luting 
of the Junvtures, you mult 
leave at lealt three quarters 
of the Cucurbit empty, ( 3 c* 
§ 27. 'Belides all thefe ways 
of diitiiling this Spirit, you 
may fee levcral others in our 
Pharm. Lond. lib. 3. cap. ir. 
fed. 30, 31, 8c 32. the laft of 
which is the Colledge’s own 
Prefcription ; but thofe of 
our Author, and Lemerys leern 
to carry away the Bell from 
all the reil. 628. This vo- 
latile Spirit may be given a 

gut. 
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gut. vj. or x. ad 20. andfome 
Authors allow it given to 30, 
yea to 60, in any proper Ve- 
hicle, as Bavin, or Car duns 
iVater , Aqua Latin Alcxite- 
ria , &c. it is better given in 
fome good or proper Cordial 
or Sudorifick Water than in 
Broath, becaufe Broath being 
taken hoc, the heat would dif- 
fi pace a good pare of the vo- 
latile Spirits, before the mix- 
ture could poJibly be drunk. 
§ 29. It is given with good 
fuccefs in the Cure of Mali- 
gnant Feavers, and all Di- 
leafes where Sweating is re- 
quired. It is of a moft pe- 
netrating nature, revives A- 
popledhcks and Lethargicks, 
relolves and attenuates the 
humours , takes away the 
ftagnation of the Blood, and 
caufcs it to circulate ; refills 
putrcfadlion, takes away all 
manner of Feavers, arifing 
from Obflrudlion, and pow- 
erfully removes the Obllru- 
<flion itfelf : it cures Quoti- 
dians and Tertians, Plague 
or Peflilence, and other Di- 
feafes proceeding from mali- 
gnity. It is faid alio to cure 
the Epilepfie, Palfie, Hyfte- 
rick Fits, Hypochondriack 
Melancholy inveterate Head- 
achs, Heart-burnings, Gouts, 
tSc. It is attenuating, inci- 
ding, refolving, penetrating, 
dilfiparing,and opening, pre- 



talent againll the Scurvy.and 
other Chronicle Difeales a- 
rifing from a morbihek acid, 
making all the humours fluid, 
and putting them into moti- 
on, whereby, what is preter- 
natural, is the more lit for 
excretion. It is given al & 
in Venereal Difeales, and e- 
lpedally where Mercury has 
been given unlealonably, un- 
skilfully, or in too great a 
quantity, for that this Spirit 
drives and forces the laid 
Mercury, lodged in the fe- 
veral parts of the Body thro* 
the pores of the skin. It 
is good againll Vapours a ri-

It is fudoritick, good againft 
the Plague or Peltilencc, Hy- 
pochondriack Melancholy , 
Juming Fevers, French-Pux, 
and the like. Dofe gut. ij. 
or iij. 

Salmon J This Spirit of Sa- 
turn, drawn from its Salt, is 
an inflamable Liquor, and is 
thus made: Salt of Sa- 

uirn, fo much as may fill your 
Glafi 
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Glafi or Earthen Retort two' 
thirds full ; put it into a Fur- 
nace over a very gentle Fire, 
loth to hat the Retort , and 
drive out the Flegm , (which 
comes firjl : ) continue this de- 
gree of Fire , till th drops be- 
gin to have feme tafie > then 
fit to it a Urge Receiver , lute 
well the Junctures, andincreafe 
the Fire gradatim, fo will the 
Spirit come forth , filling the 
Receiver with Clouds : all be- 
ing come off, let the V ffels cool y 
then unlute , and take the Spi- 
rit and put it into a Glafi Cu- 
curbit , to rechfie it , in a very 
gentle Sand heat , drawing off 
about the one half thereof : 
this is the inflamable Spirit of 
Saturn y burning like Spirit of 
Wine, and of a fowre tafte, 
Quemque inter non entia re 
pomt fylfinctus ; but I think 
him to be miltaken. § 2. The 
other half of the Liquor 
which remains in the Alem- 
bick , they call (tho* impro- 
perly) Oyl of Saturn, and is 
ufed to cleanfe and clear the 
Lyes of Horl’cs. § 3. The 
blackifh matter remaining in 
the Retort, being put into a 
Crucible upon a good Fire, 
will reafTume the form of 
Lead, being deprived of the 
Acids which gave it the form 
of Salt. § 4. The Salt of Sa- 
turn may alfo be revived into 
Lead , by mixing it with an

Alcaiy, and melting it asa- 
forefaid in a good Fire, for 
that the Alcali abforbs the 
Acid, and as much enervates 
it, as if it were drawn off ; 
but then it will flame, before 
it revives , becaufe of the 
Spirit of Wine contained in 
the Vinegar, which convert- 
ed the Lead into Cerufe. § 5. 
The Spirit of Saturn there- 
fore is inflamable, becaufe it 
contains fbme Spirit of Wine, 
which remains itill involved 
in the Vinegar, and was car- 
ried with the Acids into the 
Pores of the Lead, when the 
Saccharum Saturni was made. 
This Salt being diftilled, the 
force of the Fire breaks the 
Acid, and fets the Spirit of 
Wine at liberty > fo that the 
Spirit of Saturn has very lit- 
tle of an acid tafie in it. § 6. 
It is alfo to be obferved, that 
if you take ftj. or fxvj. of 
the Saccharum , you will have 
by dillillation in the Retort, 
about ounces of Liquor, or 
Spirit, and yet there will be 
left in the Retort ( which is 
the wonder) about eighteen 
ounces of a blackilh matter, 
fo that here an augmentation 
is evident: Now 16— 3qr ri 
the quantity of Lead in the 
Saccharum : And if you re- 
duce the eighteen ounces of 
black Matter into Lead, in 
a Crucible> you will have of

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Lead li 0*4 ; and §ij. of a yel- 
low Earth , like Litharge of 
Gold, which feems to be an 
impurity of the Lead. § 7. 
Hence it is apparent, that the 
Saccharum , as by diftiliation 
it loles its acid particles, it 
receives others , which are 
igneous, in ; more in num- 
ber, and greater in quantity 
or weight, as appears by the 
operation : but when again 
it is reduced in a Crucible 
into Lead , the particle^ of the 
Lead coming together into a 
Body , expel the fiery par- 
ticles, lb that the Lead revi- 
ving as before, recovers but 
its hrft weight. § 8.

bottom and Retort : fit to the 
necl^a very large Receiver, lu- 
ting the Juncture with all pof- 
fible care > which being dry , 
make a gentle Fire at first , 
and very flowly increafe it , till 
the Receiver is totally filled 
with white Vapours , but by 
degrees augment it to the 
height , and when yon fee hea- 
vy and red drops fall down, and 
that the Recipient grows clear 
of itfelf (winch will be in a- 
bout twenty or twenty four 
hours) ceafe , or put out the 
Fire. § 1 o.

other malign Fcavers ; and 
may be luccplsfully ufed in- 
ftead of the PropbyLitlicl \ 
Water of Sylvius , even againlt 
all the Difeafes for which 
that is commended. § 12. 
Paracelfus accounts this very 
Medicine as the quarter part 
of the whole Materia medic a , 
and by fome it is eftcemed 
as a real Alcahefl , able to 
diflblve totally all Pearls, 
Corals, and liach other like 
hard Subftances, with more 
eafe than any other diflolvent, 
and then quitting them by 
diftillation, is able to diflblve 
more : but without doubt ( as

At length urge 
the Fire to the fourth and la ft 
degree , fo have you the red Oyl 
of Vitriol of Pai acelfus, won- 
derfully correfive ; continue the 
Fire in this degree for twenty 
four hours , till all the Oy 
come forth. All bring cool- 
ed, rake what is duiilled, put 
ir inro a Cucurbit with a long 
neck, and with a molt gentle 
Fire abltrad the volatile Spi- 
rit of Vitriol : what remains 
at bottom put into a Retort, 
and with a moderate Fire 
draw' forth the Flegm ; then 
the acid Spirit of Vitriol, lea- 
ving the ponderous corroiive 
Oyl at bottom. § 6, Le 
Jilort’s Oleum Vitriols mart is. 
ft! Vitriol of Iron ttvr. calcined 
andpoudred put it into a Retort 
fo as it may not be above half 
full , (which thing you ought to 
obferve in the former ) add a 
large Receiver Jut ing the Joynt 
well , and then diflil : Flegm 
comes fir ft , then the Spirit 
and Oy ! , the fign of which is, 
that the Recipient will be full 



of white Vapours : continue the 
Fire in the higheft degree > fo 
in tire Jpace of eight hours you 
will have a pound of Oyl or 
more , according to the goodnefl 
of the Vitriol. §7. Now to 
re&uie this, put all into a 
glafs Retort, and diftil firft 
with a gentle Fire, lb will a 
little Fltgm come forth, with 
a fulphu ous volatile Spirit : 
next conies forth the acid Spi- 
rit, leaving the moft fh*~ r ' 
Oyl, like limpid W 
the bottom. §8. In this ope- 
ration you mult note, that it • 
your Vitriol be not well cal- 
cined, you will have l b much 
the more Flegm, and it will 
need lo much the more red:I- 
iication : befides, in the llrft 
diliillarion it will endanger 
the breaking of the Veilels. 

§ 9. That the Vitriol of Mars 
yields more Oyl, and lefs of 
the volatile Spirit, whereas 
the Vitriol of Venus y ields a 
much Ids plenty of Oyl, and 
a far greater quantity of a 
molt grateful Spirit, like Spi- 
rit cf Sulphur per Campanum. 

§ 10. That the whole quan- 
tity of Od of Vit dol may ac- 
cording to Le Mort be con- 
verted into Spirit after this 
manner : £! Oyl of Vitriol 
f j. Common Water %iv. mix , 
and put them into a glafi Re- 
tort, difiil in Sand , and the 
Flegm will come forth $ then a

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volatile Spirit , leaving a hea- 
vy Oyl in the bottom , a third , 
leajl a quarter part di- 
minijhed : Repeat the diftil - 
l at ion , by mixing more Water 
with the Oyl , and fo often re- 
peat this tv or 1 1 till the whole 
Oyl is converted into Spirit. 
§ 1 1. LeFebure having drawn 
off his Ros Vitrioli from the 
crude Vitriol , fo long till no 
more will come, as we have 
already tanghr, places the 
Cucurbit in a Sand heat, with 
an Alembick Head and Re- 
ceiver* and increafes the Fire 
till the Head of the Alembick 
is filled with white Vapours, 
and continues it till no more 
drops of Liquor will fall 
from it : this acid Liquor he 
alfo laves, being a Flegm of 
Vitriol mixed with fome of 
the volatile Spirit, which, fays 
he, is not to be defpifed, for 
tho it has but little acidity in 
it, yet it participates of the 
volatile, aperitive, andano- 
dyn Virtue of the Vitriol, 
which makes it fuccefsfully 
ufed for deanfing the Reins, 
and healing all inward Cor- 
rofions, quenches Thirit in 
Feavers, and provokes LTrine 
abundantly. If you add a 
little Sac char um Saturni to it. 
it will take away Inflamati- 
ons, Pains, and (harpnels of 
the Eyes, heal malignant Ul- 
cers m them, they being wafht * 



with it warm. And a lktl e 
Sal Tartars being mixt with 
it, it takes away itching of 
the skin, and heals fcabs. 
§ n. Then he proceeds to 
making the acid Spirit and 
Corro/ive Oyl thus : The 

matter lafi left in the Cucur- 
bit , beat it into a gr op Pouder , 
put it into an earthen or glajJ 
Retort well luted , place it in a 
clofi Reverberatory , with a ca- 
pacious Receiver, well luting 
the JunElure , give a gradual 
Fire, as in diflilling Spirit of 
Salt , but higher and longer , 
with the flame of dry Wood for 
the Jpace of three days and 
nights without ceafing, viz. 
till the Receiver ( filled with 
white Clouds and Vapours in the

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traring it through Glafs beat- 
en into fine Pouder, ( for if 
would corrode all other fub- 
(tances) commonly called Oyl 
of V itriol. § 13. Le Febure's 

fweet Spirit of Vitriol, Vi- 
triol calcin'd between yellow 
and red%iij. put it into a Cu- 
curbit in Pouder , add Spirit 
of Vinegar fo much as to reduce 
it to a pafte : ftir without cea- 
Jing putting in flill new Spirit 
ef Vinegar , till it is three in- 
ches high : put the Cucurbit 
into B. Vapor ofo, cover it with 
a blind head , and digejl in a 
gentle heat for three whole 
days : the fourth day decant 
the Vinegar , and add more 
frefh Spirit in the room of it y 
digejl again three days and de- 
cant y thus proceed feven times, 
every time adding frejh Spirit 
of Vinegar : at length filtrate 
all the Spirit er Tincture, put

keep it for ufe. § 1 4. Tills 
Spirit or Oyl, is of a plea- 
lant fvvectilh tafte, having in 
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it the Virtues of the Vitriol* 
mixt with thole of the Spirit 
of Vinegar.lt may be given in 
all Dileaies proceeding from 
a Tarcarous matter, as the 
Stone, Gravel, Scurvy, Gout, 
Rheumatifm.Catarrhs, French 
Pox , and generally in all Di- 
feales proceeding from grofs 
and (harp Serolities, as Le- 
profie. Scabs, Herpes, Itch, 
Tettars, Ring-worms, &c. for 
this wonderful Spirit rectifies 
the whole Mafe of Blood, by 
Urine, Sweat, and infenfible 
tranfpiration. Dofe a 3 j. ad 
9 ij. in Broth, Decodlions, or 
Wine, or fome appropriated 
Syrup. § 1 5. Charras after 
he has drawn his Bps Vitrioli, 
and acid Water following it 
in a Sand heat, Takes the Vi- 
triol in the Cucurbit , beats it 
into Pouder , and fills an ear- 
then Be tort three quarters full 
with a large Bpceiver, and in 
a clofe Bpverberatory with a 
gradual Fire increas'd to the 
utmoft violence, draws forth the 
Spirit. § 16. This Spirit he 
re&ifies, by putting it into a 
glafs Cucurbit covered with 
its Head and Receiver, di-

According to 
Rg! find us : gZ Roman Vitriol 
tfc.v.vv. calcine to whitenefi,and 
the abfumption of its humidity, 
the Vejfels being cold, take the 
mafl which wilt be about 1 bxiv.

tort in a I^verberatory Fur- 
nace, with a large Receiver) 
obferving degrees of Fire for 
the Jpacc of three or four days , 
till all the Spirit and Oyl is 
oome over , which rcFlifie in a 
Cucurbit, Jiparating the Spi- 
rit , Flegm, and Oyl, as before 
dnccled. § 1 3 . %welfer fays, 
That the Retort is to be fil- 
led not above half full, and 
that the Receiver ought to be 
long, and have a large neck 
becaufe of the violence and 
impetuofity wiili which the 
Spirits come forth ; that the 
Fire is to be very genrle 
while the Flegm is a coming 
forth, which ought to diftil 
drop by drop, for the fpace 
of ten or twelve hours : then 
the Fire by degrees being in- 
created , white Clouds will 
break or come forth, which 
will fill the Retorr, and Re- 
ceiver alfo ; and that this di-

Spirit and 
Oyl f improperly lo called ) 
are come forth , and all the 
faid white Clouds ceafe to 
appear. § 1 9. Lemery makes 
it. thus : ^Z Vitriol calcined to 
whitenefl Xbviij. put it into an 
earthen Retort, jfo as to fill it 
about three quarters full: place 
it in a clofe Reverberatory, with 
a very Urge Receiver : give a 
very fmall Fire to make the 
Flegm come forth which re- 
mained yet in the Vitriol. 
When no more will come off 
take off the Recipient , decant 
the Flegm , (which is ufedfor 
biflamations of the Eyes ) and 
refit the Recipient again to the 
Retorty luting the JunRure ;

rous Spirit of Vitriol , which 
keep by itlelf in a GlafscJofe 
ltopt. Change the Receiver, 
and augmenting the Fire di- 
ftil about half the Liquor, 
which remains ; this is the a- 
cid Spirit of Vitriol. That 
which yet remains in the 
glafs Body is the moft acid 
part of the Vitriol, and is 
called Oyl, tho improperly, 
and may be ufed like the a- 
cid Spirit in continual Fea- 
vers, and other Diltempers 
which proceed from a vio- 
lent heat. In the bottom of 
the Retort remains the Caput 
Mortuum , which is called 
Colcotbar , out of which is eli- 
cited the Sal Vitriolic The Sty- 
ptic)^ Water of Isabel , and 
Em Veneris. § 2 1 . As to the 
choice of the Vitriol, Lemery 
advifes to take green Englijh 
VitrioU fuch as (faith he) be- 
ing rubbed upon Iron, does 
not at all change colour , 
which fliews that it does not 
partake of Copper , as the 
German does, that looks a lit- 
tle blewilh, and is more acri- 
monious. § 22. There comes 
alio a great deal of Flegm 
into the Receiver, which is 
known to be all come off 
when there drops no more. 
When the volatile fulphurous 
Spirits come, you muft then 



be very careful of the Fire, 
for they come with a great 
deal of violence, and will 
break the Retort,' if driven 
too furioufly. They being 
come forth , you muft then 
augment the Fire to the high- 
eft and laft degree of ail, for 
the acid Spirit will not part 
with its Earth, unlels forced 
by an extraordinary hear. 
§ 23. From ttviij. of Vitriol 
calcin’d ( lixteen Ounces to 
the pound) you will have of 
Flegm fxvij. of the volatile 
fulphurous Spirit, and acid 
Spirit together ffxxiils. of 
which twenty two Ounces 
and half , there will be of 
the volatile fulphurous Spirit 
about four or live Ounces : 
and in the Retort y ou will 
have tfv.*v. of Colcotbar. § 24. 
That if you ufe German Vi- 
triol inftead of Engiifh , you

of a brown or darker colour. 
§25. That no other Body is 
added to Vitriol in diftillari- 
on, as in the diftillacion of 
Nitre, becaufe its own Body 
contains Earth enough. § 26. 
That the Furnace ought to be 
very thick, that the heat of 
H 2 the 
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the Fire being little or none 
of it iolt through the pores, 
may the better ad upon the 
Retort. §27. That (bene in 
diitilling Vitriol continue the 
Fire for four or five days 
together : and that if it 
(hould be continued for three 
or four days longer, there 
would come forth a congeal- 
ed Oyl of Vitriol, and Cau- 
(tick, which is nothing but 
the more fixe part of the Spi- 
rit of Vitriol , or common 
Oyl. § a 3 . That all acid 
Spirits are only Saks made 
fluid by force of Fire, they 
thereby being di (engaged for 
their terreftious parrs ; and 
that they may .again be revi- 
ved by affuling them upon 
fomc proper AJcali. Thus 
Spirit of Vitriol put upon Lon, 
and remaining there lome 
time, does reincorporare in- 
to Vitriol. And Spirit of Ni- 
tre. put upon Salt of Tartar, 
makes again Saltpeter . § 29. 
1 hat the Cauftick nature of 
the Oyl of Vitriol , and 
its fiery Corroflon , pro- 
ceeds from a repletion of the 
mineral Salt with fery parti- 
cles, without which it could 
never burn nor heat any for- 
reign matter put into it. 

$ 30. If inro a Tindure of 
Violets, or of the Sun-flower, 
you drop Sp. Vitrioli , it will 
prefcntly make it red ; put 



into it Ol. Tartariy or of Pa- 
aftes, and it will recover its 
former colour again. Con- 
trariwife, put to the laid 
Tindure Oyl of Tartar, or 
Spiritof Sal Armoniack, and 
the blew Tinfttcre will pre- 
tty turn green ; put then 
into it a little Sp. Vitriols , and 
it will be an oblcure red. A 
Tindure of red Roles in 
warm fair Water, will be 
very' weak and mean ; if 
thereinto you drop a little 
Spirit of Vitriol , it will im- 
mediately be of a high red : 
drop into it afterwards Ol. 
Tartan, it will become of a 
dirty black. §3/. So aifo, 
a decodion of Brazil, Log- 
wood, or Bra^illetto, being 
very red, if you drop into it 
Spirit of Vitriol, it turns it 
yellow ; and then if you add 
Volatile Spirit of Sal Armoni - 
art it will become black : if 
alio you drop Oyl of Tartar 
into Claret, it becomes gree- 
mfh, but adding a little Spi- 
rit of Vitriol it returns to its 
former colour again , &c. 
Now all thefe changes of co- 
lour made by thefe differing 
Salts, do really arife only 
from the different polition of 
the parriclcsof Bodies ditfol- 
ved in the Liquor, and their 
dilpolition to modifie and re- 
prefent the light feveral and 
different ways, § 31. Some 
Authors 
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Authors put Vitriol into a 
Glafi Cucurbit in an Ajh heat , 
covered with its Head and Re- 
ceiver , and well luting the 
Junctures, with a moderate 
heat they draw off the Flegm 
and acid Spirit , or Ros Vi- 
trioli , as much as they can 
force to afeend i then they co- 
ho bate the diftilled Liquor up- 
on the Farces, diftilling and co - 
hobating J even or eight times 
and redoubling the heat in the 
laft dijhllation, thy at length 
draw forth a Flegm mixt with 
much acid Spirit , which is of a 
very grateful odour , being cir- 
culated in a Sand heat with a 
Fire of digeftion , in a Glafi 
well clofed. § 33. The Vir- 
tues of the volatile fulpbwfous 
Spirit of Vitriol . It is good 
againft Pallies, Aithma^and 
Difeafes of the Lungs, it alfo 
diftipates pains of the Head, 
ealesthe Megrim, and cures 
the Epilepfy, and Apoplexy, 
and indeed molt Difeafes of 
the Head, Nerves, Breaft, 
and Lungs, it opens, cuts, at- 
tenuates, ablterges, relolves 
vifeous humors, relifts putre- 
faction, and heals Ulcers of 
the Lungs, and Spitting Blood. 
But, faith Rol fine ius. Non pof- 
fidct omnes enumeratas virtu- 
tes primario & ex fe,fed mill - 
tas fectindari) ex accidente. 
In Difeafes of the Head from 
a hot caufe it is taken in a 
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cold Vehicle, as Aqua Rpfa- 
rum , &c. but in Dileales 
from a cold caufe, in a hut 
Vehicle, as the Spirituous 
Water of Rolemary, Sage, 
Lavender, ( 3 c. It prevails 
againlt a Vertigo, and is gi- 
ven againft: an Apoplexy in 
Apopledick Waters, as that 
of the Tile-tree, Lillies of the 
Valley, &c. againlt a Phren- 
lie, in Syrup of Poppies, or 
Tindture of the lame : againlt 
the Falling-licknels, in Lime- 
tfower, or Peony-water, £?c. 
againft Convullions, in Sage 
Water. In Dileafcs of the 
Breaft, in Water, Tin&ure, 
or Decod ion of Veronica , or 
Elecampane. Againft Dilea- 
fesof the Stomach in Mint or 
Cinamon- Water. Againlt the 
Droplie in lome Diu retick 
Water, as of Pardy, Arfmart, 
Onions, C?c. Againft the Co- 
lick in Water or Tindure of 
Zedoaiy, or J uniper-Bcrrics, 
againlt the Stone in the Reins 
or Bladder in the la ft afore- 
mentioned Waters , or in 
Strawberry , or Saxifrage- 
Water. Againlt putrid and 
burning Feavers , and to 
quench Thirft in Sorrel Wa- 
ter, or Julep') Rnfaceo. A- 
gainft malign Feavers in Wa- 
ter of Goats Rue, Angelica, 
&c. § 34. The Virtues of the 

acid Spirit of Vitriol . It is 
Diuretick, Diaphoretick, A- 
H 3 perinve. 
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peritive, and Inciding, refifts 
Putrefaction, and allays In- 
carnations, wherefore it is of 
great force againit all burn- 
ing Feavers , occalioned by 
putrid and malignant Hu- 
mours, as alfo againft Ob- 
ltruCtionsof the Liver ,Spleen, 
and Mefentery ; it reitores 
Appetite when loft, ftreng- 
thens the Faculties of the Sto- 
mach, correcting its dcfeCts 
It ealis the Tooth-ache, if 
mixt with White- wine, and 
held in the mouth : and if 
mixt with Water or Juyce of 
Celandine, it cures the Scurf, 
Scab, and Scald of the Head, 
by wafhing it therewith, de- 
ltroying it in its root, and 
killing that fharp, acid, cor- 
rolive and malign humour 
which caufes it : in a word, 
it is a perfedt Cure for the 
Scurvy, and a moft admira- 
ble thing given dietetically a- 
gainft a Gonorrhoea, and the 
Reliqoes of the French Di- 
feale : I fpeak by the Experi- 
ence I have had of it in ma- 
ny Patients, in thofe Difeafes. 
§ 35 . The Virtues of the Cor- 
rrjive Oyl of Vitriol : Le Mort , 
and moft other Authors, fay, 
it is not given inwardly, by 
rca/on of its corrofive and 
cathereric qualify, but 
now wirh us it is daily given 
as the acid Spirit, being mixt 
with fit and appropriate Ve- 



hicles, and has all the fame 
medical Virtues. Authors 
fay, it is improperly called 
Oyl, for that it is neither in- 
flamable nor unctuous j but 
if differing Subitances, many 
have principles of differing 
forms, I know not why it 
may not more properly be 
called Oyl, than Spirit ; and 
forafinuch as all mixt Bodies 
are com poled of Earth, Wa- 
ter, Salt, Oyl, and Spirit, 
there is no realon, that Me- 
tals and Minerals (hould be 
exempted from being repleat 
with a refpeClive Oyl alfo. 
Lemery lays, it may be uled 
like the acid Spirit in conti- 
nual Feavers, and other D 1- 
ftempers that are accompa- 
nied with a virulent heat. It 
is alfo ufed in Chymical O- 
perations, as for the dillolu- 
tion of Metals, fixing of Spi- 
rit, and many other Alchy- 
mical Secrets ; and accord- 
ing to Helmont , is the chief 
Ingredient in the Lapis But- 
leri. It is a molt admira- 
ble Catheretick in iordid and 
rebellious Ulcers, for that in 
a moment it puts -a ftop to 
the purrefaClion, and puts a 
period torhecating,£^c. § 36. 
The Dofe. The volatile fiil- 
phurous Spirit may be given 
a gur. viij. ad x. or xx. ac- 
cording to Age and Strength. 
As for the acid Spirit, and 
the 
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the Oyl , there is no better 
way to limit the Dole, than 
by putting in lb much, or (b 
many drops into the Vehicle, 
till the lharpnefs be plcaling 
to the Palate. Ail thele Spi- 
rits of Vitriol are good to 
kill Worms, have a peculiar 
faculty to Itop internal fluxes 
of Blood , to cool Inflamati- 
ons of the Eyes, or any other 
part, and to reflit and deltroy 
the malignity of Plague or 
Peltilence, and all other ma- 
lign Feavers, as alfo the pu- 
trefadtion proceeding from 
the Bitings of Vipers, Rattle- 
Snakes, Mad Dogs, or any o- 
thcr venemous Creature, in- 
wardly given as before di- 
rected, and outwardly ap- 
plied to the Wound. §37- A 
iweet green Oyl of Vitriol. 

Coperai Stones , <]. v. beat 
them finally and lay them in a 
cool Cellar , an cl in twenty or 
thirty days they will at craft 
the Air, and look, black ? and 
after fourteen days more be- 
come whitijh and fweetifh,then 
diffolve them in diftilled Rain- 
water, filter and evaporate the 
Water, fa will they f hoot into 
green Cryflals : thefe bear fnall 
and diffolve in a Cellar per 
deliquium, by laying them on 
a marble ft one. This is a kind 
of oily Liquor, which foine 
Authors affirm to be Para- 
ie/fm’s famous Medicine for 
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the Falling-iicknels, a few 
drops being taken in any 
appropriate Liquor. Beware 
in making, that the Liquor 
comes at no Itrong Fire ; lor 
then, faith Paracelfits, it loles 
its greennefs, and as much as 
it lofes of that , lb much it 
lofes of its virtue : from this 
Liquor a Spirit may be 
drawn by an ingenious Ar- 
tift, which will fmell like 
Musk or Ambergrife.

Oyl will alfo drop through, 
which you may keep for ufe : 
Or you may redifiQ it by 
mixing it with as much Sand, 
Bone -a foes, or Tobacco p ipe- 
Clay in Pouder,as will make 
it into a Palte, and then put- 
ting it into a Retort, place 
it in a Furnace in a naked 
Fire ; you may draw off rhe 
Oyl by a moderate Diftilia- 
tion , which will be much 
more pure than it was before. 
§ 5. If you make the Spirit 
by § 2. it ought to be redi- 
fied in a Glafs Cucurbit, over 
a Sand heat, with its Head 
and Receiver ; and having 
feparated the almoft infipid 
Water, which will firft a- 
feend, receive and keep apart 
the Ipiritousand volatile acid 
and fair part, which will fuc- 
ceed, and be attended with

tile Salt, and may alfo be fe- 
parated and kept apart as 
well as the acid, and be ad- 
miniltred inwardly , being 
mixed with fine poudered 
Sugar, and given in any fit 
Liquor. § 6. After the very 
lame manner and method 
you may diltil a Spirit and 
Oyl from the Cortex , which 
may alfo in the fame manner 
be rectified, having all the 
fame Properties and Virtues 
of the Wood. § 7.

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§ 9. The Spirit of Goajacutn 
is nothing but a difiolution 
of the ellential Sait of the 
Wood in a portion of its 
Flegrn. It is Sudorifkk and 
Nephritic!; ; it is much ap- 
plauded in Dilcafes of the 
Bladder, to purifie the Mate 
of Blood , io that fome af- 
firm, that by continuing the 
ufe of it for leveral Weeks a 
3j. ad iij. plus-minus , in its 
own Water , from four to 
eight Ounces, it is able to 
expel and carry off, through 
the pores of the skin, the Ve- 
nereal Venom, efpecially if! 
not too inveterate, without j 
making u(c of Mercury. It 
is good for the Cure of Ve- J 
nereal Ulcers which happen 
in the Mouth, or other parts, 
being mixt with Aqua McB/s. 
It isdiaphoretick from its be- 
ing repleat with volatile Salt, 
and is given againft all forts 
of Rheumatifms, Scurvey, 
Gout, &c. from half a Drain 
to two or three Drams, in a 
Glafs fill! of the Decovtion 
of the fame Wood, efpecially 
when it is required to expel 
the (harp Seroiities by Sweat, 
or infallible Tranfpiration. 
§ 10. The Oyl (links above 
meafure, and therefore is lei- 
dom ufed inwardly by rea- 
fon of its ill feent ; but out- 
wardly it is fuccefsfully ufed 
for the cure of all forts of 



Uicers, chiefly Venereal, to 
cleanle Wounds, and con- 
lume proud Flelh, as allb for 
the opening and exfoliation 
of Bones, and to relitt Putre- 
faction. It is plainly of a 
fiery nature, and has both a 
Cathartick ScCauftick force : 
but mixed and prepared 
with S. V. rectified, it may 
be taken inwardly with o- 
therSudorificks, and Alexi- 
pharmicks againft the Plague 
and malign Feavers , as alfo 
againll the French Pox, Pal- 
fie, Apoplexy, Epilepfy, Hy-

Where 
note, That tins Spirit thus 
diftilled by a Retort, is a vo- 
latile urinous Spirit, which is 
followed by a copious Sul- 
phur, or oleaginous infiama 
ble fubftancc : this urinous 
Spirit is indeed diaphorerick, 
and by its exceeding fubtihy 
in penetrating, caules Sweat. 
However this is not the Spirit 
intended by our Author, but 
rather fome one of the for- 
mer of a fulphurous, or ful- 
phurous faline nature diftilled 
as aforefaid in a Cucurbit. 
§11. One Preparation more 
remains, which becaufe (ome 
may value before all the reft, 
we (hall be willing to infert, 



Water, tljen fir am and caft the 
filth or feces away : to this add 
another gallon of fair l^ain- 
water : add Sugar, or Meluf- 
fos tt.z'u. and a good Leven ; 
dijfolve , and being warm , caufe 
the Licjuor gently to ferment 
for fome days, till it becomes 
of a vinous J cent ; then put all 
into a Copper Vejica with its 
Heady Serpentine and Recei- 
ver, difiil and draw off %viij, 
or ix. of Spirit , which keep for 
ufe. What remains in the 
Velica pour out, and in an 
earthen Pan evaporate to the 
confiltency of an Extra#, 
of which you may make 
Laudanum. § 12. TheAf*- 
gma left at the end of the di- 
lt illation, at § 2. may be ab- 
ftradted to the thicknefs of 
an Extra# for the making

altogether the fame ftrength 
and virtue, becaufe many of 
the volatile faline particles are 
carried off by the Spirit. The 
Magma aifo at § 4. may ferve 
as an Ingredient for Lauda- 
num, lb alfothofe at § 5, 

& 7, 8, Sc 11. as at the end 
of the faid 7, 8c 1 1 Para- 
graphs we have hirted. § 1 3. 
i From hence it appears, that 
\ the Spirit drawn only with 
fub 
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Sulphurous Spirits, or that 
Spirit drawn only with acid 
or faline Spirits, cannot be 
altogether io forcible as Tin 
#ures drawn with the lame, 
for the firlt contain only an 
Opiate Sulphur , with little 
or none of the volatile Salt : 
and the other contains chiefly 
a volatile opiatick Salt, with 
little or nothing of an opiate 
Sulphur. But that Spirit 
which is drawn with a ful- 
phurous acid Spirit , or ful- 
phurous faline Spirit , con- 
tains both an opiatick Sul- 
phur, and an acid volatile 
or urinous volatile Salt , a I- 
moft in the fame proportion 
that theTindiure does, whe- 
ther it be made with a ful- 
phurous, acid, or faline Men- 
ltruum. § 1 4. Thcle Spirits 
are all of them much plea- 
santer than either the Tin- 
dhires or Extra# of Opium, 
or any preparation of Opi- 
um which contains the Body 
of the Concrete ; for they 
never make rhedtomach fck, 
as thole other ofrentimcs do ; 
nor yet dilturb the Head o- 
rherwife than it is pollible 
Spirit of Wine may do, which 
is a considerable advantage 
in their Operation. And al- 
tho 3 they are not altogether 
So Strong and forcible as is 
Tin#ure or Extra# of Opi- 
nm, yet they operate with 



much more Speed and fafety 
than poifibly the others can ; 
for they fly like lightning 
through the whole Body,and 
give eale and relief not only 
to the Spirits, but to the 
whole Body almoft in a mo- 
ment. § 1 5. Thele Spirits are 
not capable of thefe ill effc#s 
which uluai/y happen from 
other Preparations of Opi- 
um y they fupprefs not the 
excretion of Excrements, nor 
flop the paflages of Urine, 
they benumb not, nor ener- 
vate the Limbs, nor change 
the natural complexion of 
the skin to palenels ; they 
neither cau/e cold fweats nor 
yet fhortneis of Breath , or 
difficulty of breathing, with 
a perturbation of the Senfes, 
drowfinefs and ftupefa#ion 
of the Animal and Vital Fa- 
culties ,* but they have all 
the good efle#s which are at- 
tributed to the mod excellent 
Laudanums, tho not with the 
Self-Same Arength and force. 

§ 1 6. They appeafe all per- 
turbations, inrcAine and vio- 
Ien [Commotions of the Body j 
Difquietings,Rage, Fury,and 
Madnefs of the Archeus, (the 
principal Dire#or of the Spi- 
rit of Life,) restoring again 
Peace and Concord, and 
maintaining it between the 
Faculties and Motions of the 
Body ; fo that after they have 
foft/y 
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foftly and fileritly (as it were) 
appeafed the pain, and allay- 
ed the Grief, they procure a 
quiet and pieafant relt and 
llecp, reftore Nature to its 
priltine hate, and repair the 
decayed iirength , whereby 
unthought-of Health comes 
on, with a violent carrcere, 
and takes poffehon of its an- 
cient Habitation: Extinguilh- 
ing in ail Ages and Sexes, and 
in what Condition loever the 
fliarpnefs and anguifh of Di- 
feafes. Dofe h 3&. ad j. ij. iij. 
yea, to 3iv. according to 
Age, Strength, Cond ition, and 
NecefTity of the Sick. § 17. 
Thefe Spirits are of fuch an 
amicable and kind nature, 
that Icarce any Cordial IhGuJd 
be given without them : they 
may alfo themfelves be made 
more Cordial , if after the 
laft cohobation,they be drawn 
off with thefe following ad-

The Spi- 
rit is an excellent Aperitive , 
and is fuccefsfully given a- 
gainlt all the aforeiaid Di- 
itempers, but chiefly againlt 
the Epilepiie, Jaundice, Stop- 
page of Urine, Ulcers in the' 
Neck of the Bladder, Scur- 
vey , Cachexia , Droplias , 
Rheumatifms, and other the 
like Difeafcs; for that this 
Spirit is only the Volatile Salt 
of Amber, dillolved in fome 
of its Flegm, and may be gi- 
ven ^ gur.xij. ad xxx. in lomc 
convenient Liquor. The Oyl 
may be dillolved with the 
Yolk of an Egg, by grinding 
them together, whereby it 
will cafily mix with any Wa- 
ter, Wine or Broath. § 9.

creafing it gradatim , and at 
l aft giving a fire offupprejficn ; 
you will have the fulphurous 
m K 2 ftU 
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Jpnituous and volatile Spirit of 
Amber , equal in quantity to 
the Spirit of Wine, and a blacky 
fetid Qyl , equal to half the 
weight of the Amber, which you 
mutt feparate. § 1 3. This 
lulphurous volatile Spirit has

ness of any lingular Parr, the 
Cold Gout , and all manner 
of Aches and Pains proceed- 
ing from a cold Caufe, and 
Bruifes or Hurts of the 
Nerves, it is^of very thin 
and fubtil parrs, and by rea-

It heats, in- 
cides, is anodyn, and an ex- 
cellent thing againd the Epi- 
leplie, and Pain of the Teeth. 
Gut. ij. iij. or iv. taken with 
Crums of Bread, kills Worms 
upon the fpot , and brings 
them forth bv Stool.

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Salmon .] § I. Bplfincius, 
lib. '4. feft. 2. art. I. cap. I i. 
makes it after this manner : 
1£! Uayel-tvood rajped , or in 
pieces , <f. v. fill an earthen Re- 
tort therewith , fit to it a Re- 
ceiver, and difill with degrees 
of an open fire , fo will you have 
Spirit and Oyl : fe par ate the 
Oyl from the acid Spirit by fil- 
tration, and re tli fie the Spirit. 
This Oleum Heraclinum Ru- 
landi , ( faith he ) Quercetanus 
judges to be Oyl of Box ; 
but Li bavius, Hartman, Kj- 
fier, and Beguintis , fay it is the 
Oyl of the Haqtl-wocd ; the 
Spirit and Oyl being re&i- 
fied, both cure the Epileptic, 
and Apoplexy, being inter- 
nally taken : Outwardly , with 
Cotton or Lint, fome drops 
of the Oyl applied, it cures 
the Tooth-ache ; and anoint- 
ed upon the Navel , kills 
Worms , eafes the Pains of 
the Colick , and drives forth 
both Birth and After-birth, 
asalfo the dead Child. They 
are confirmed in the Opinion, 
that the Oleum Heraclinum is 
Oyl of Ha^el-wood, becaufe 
the Ha^el-nuts are,called Nu- 
ces Heracleotica.

§ 2. Some Authors order the 
Wood to be ground into Pou- 
der, and then put into the 
Retort and diftilled in Sand :

Pradlical Chymiltry, faith, it 
is more rightly diltilled per 
Defcenfmn , or per Teficam.

Some, fays he, 
will have Rydandus^s Oyl of 
the Wood Heraclcum to be 
the Oyl of Hazel-wood : for 
that the Ha^el was firll tran- 
sited from Heraclea Ponti in- 
to Greece where it was cal- 
led Heracleotica feu Pontica , 
and the Nuts, Heracleotica : 
Tho* others again will not 
allow it, but affirm it to be 
the Oyl of the Box Wood, 
as Qf/ercetanus , Te trade affect, 
capitis, pag. 214, 215, 216. 
where he (hews, that the Oyl 
of Bex- wood, abounds with a 
very ? Narcotick Sulphur, and 
commends it againft the E- 
pilepfie and Tooth-ache , 
Worms in the rotten Teeth, 
and hollow Teeth, a Tooth- 
pick being put into it, and 
then put to the bottom of 
the hollow Tooth. §4. But 
if vve may be guided by the 
name 
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name of the thing, adding 
alio the Authority of the 
greater number of the moft 
Learned, we are obliged to 
conclude, that the Oleum He - 
raclinurn F^tilandi , and which 
our Author here intends, is 
truly the Oyl of Ila^el-wood, 
and not of Box , to which the 
appellation has no relation.

Salmon.] It is didillcd af- 
ter the way and manner as 
Oyl of Paper, at Set}. 5. a- 
foregoing , to which I refer 
you ; and the Virtues and 
Ules are alfo the fame. And 
an Oyl iikewife may be di- 
ftilled from the Hemp or Flax 
after it is peeled from the 
Bun, before it is fpun or hac- 
kled, having the fame ufes 
and effeds to every intenti- 
on and purpole. 



VIII. Oleum Ludi, Oyl of the 
Gravelly Subitance llicking 
to the bottoms of Cham- 
ber-pots. 

Bate.] 1)1 The Tar tar cut 
matter adhering to the bottoms 
and fides of Chamber-pots , 
which calcine and dijfolve per 
deliquium, S. A. [that is, by 
paffing it through a Big in a 
cool Cedar , or other moifi place.]

It is difiilled in a 
Sand heat from Earth-Worms 
tvafhcd in Span ilh Wine , S. 
A. It wonderfully prevails 
in the Cure of the Pal- 
lie. 

Salmon] § 1. The Worms 
ought to be carefully dried 
with a very gentle heat be- 
forehand, that they may be 
diverted of the greatelt part 
of their flegm, lb will theO- 
peration be the looner per- 
formed. § 2.

To 
make the Oyl of the Seeds 
by expredion : Let them be

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fine as for Muftard, then put 
them into a Bag of neu* Jlrong 
Canvafi ; tie the mouth of it 
fift, and put it between two 
Tin-plates , or Plates of iVood 
lined with Tin , which place in 
an Ahnnid-prefiy fifueefyng it 
at firfi very gently , but after- 
wards with a very great force, 
leaving the Bag in the PreJJ, 
till the Oyl has time to drop 
forth. § 5. Now here is to 
be noted, that if the Seeds 
be heat in an Earthen Pan, or 
Frying- pan, cii! they be pret- 
ty warm, before they are put 
into the Bag, (which ought 
to be wetted and wrung hard 
out of hot Water) you will 
have the more of Oyl. 2. That 
if you prels itrongly at firft, 
lbme particles of the Seeds 
will be apt to come through 
the Bag, whereby your Oyl 
will be thick and filthy, which 
other wile would be pure and 
clear.

§ 8. Our Author thinks this 
Ballam to be little inferiour 
to Natural Balfam, for that 
it moderately heats and dries 
and preferves from Corrupti- 
on. It is highly recommend- 
ed againft Difeafes of the 
Breft and Lungs, as Coughs 
Colds, Afthma's , Pieunfies, 
and Ulcers of the Lungs.

It is al- 
io good againft the Plague 
or Peftilence, and all Epidc- 
mick Dileafes, continual and 
intermitting Feavers.

linc part of the Sulphur, and 
is found cryftailized. 

§6. In this Operation the 
Oyl draws with the colour 
the odour alfo of the Sulphur, 
fo much, as almoft tolofe all 
its own feent. 

§ 7. Le Mort firft mixes 
the Flowers, p. ij. with Salt 
of Tartar, p. j. by exatftly 
melting them together, till 
they are of a blackilh purple 
colour, then poudering the 
Mafs, 
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Mafs, adds to it double the 
weight of the Flowers of the 
Oyl of Turpentine, and then 
boy Is them in a Glafs Ma- 
trals in Sand for three hours, 
after which being, cold, he 
leparates the clear Ballam for 
ufe. 

§ 8. And this addition of 
Salt of Tartar may feem ne- 
ceffiry, for that’thereby the 
Body of the Sulphur is in a 
great meafure opened, where- 
by it the ealicr ditfoives and 
yields its Tindure to the Oyl : 
and tho* without the Salt of 
Tartar rhe fubftance of the 
Sulphur will diflolve in rhe 
OyJ ; yet by the help there- 
of, the Ballam is made much 
more efficacious. So that this 
Balfam thus made, is nothing 
but a conjunction of the Sul- 
phur, or its oily parts, with 
dillilled Oyls, which by the 
addition of a fixed Salt is ac- 
celerated, for that it breaks 
the Chains of theacid, which 
holds the particles ot the Sul- 
phurous Body together.

§ 1 o.Modus Utendi. Of 
this Balfam q. v. mix with it 
fo much double or treble refined 
Sugar, as will make it into a 
kind of a rough moift Bonder : 
to which add fo much fine 
frejh Butter , as may make it 
into the Body of a Balfam fit to 
be cut like Butter , of a ferfeH 
bright golden colour. 

$ 11. By this means the 
Balfam is rend red plealant 
both to the Eye and Palate, 
fo that the moft delicate Sto- 
mach will hardly refufe it, it 
having loft all rhe (cent both 
of the Sulphur and the Oyl, 
and acquired by the mixing 
of the Sugar, the true lccnt of 
Lime-Juyce, or Juyce of Li- 
mons : but that it may have 
this fmell certainly , it is rc- 
quilite that in the firft: making 
of the Balfam, you never give 
it fo great a heat as to make 
it boyl. Of this Balfam thus 
compounded, the Patient may

§ 12. The Balfam of Sul- 
phur may alio be reduced to 
the Confidence of an Un- 
guent, by evaporation, and 
then it is of ufe to clean (e 
and heal Wounds, efpeciaily 
of the Nerves and Nervous 
parts, and to cure old Ul- 
cers, Running Sores, arfd Fi-

Bate.] fyCT HE Spirit us dr- 
dens, *r burning 
and inflamabie Spirit di- 
stilled from the green fer- 
mented Herb %xij , diftillcd 
Oyl of the fame Zij. of the thick 
Ex trait of the fame , Salt of 
Wormwood, A. $J1. digeft them 
S. A. till they are united, then 
filter and keep them for ufe. 
After the fame manner you 
may prepare EJfcnccs of other 
Vegetable Productions. 

Salmon . ] § i . The Ardent 
or Infiamable Spirit of Worm- 
wood is thus made : A 

good quantity of Wormwood 
newly gathered , bruife it, and 
put to it ( in a wooden VcffcL ) 
a good quantity of Wormwood - 
Water , or rather 'fuyee of 
Wormwood , in every tfczy. of 
which dijfolve tty. of Sugar , or 
rather as much Manna, or FJcr 
ney, let them lie to ferment , 
till they have acquired a Vi- 
nous feent , then diftil in B. M.

believe the belt parts of it are 
loft > and therefore it behoves

tract.

Thtfe A(hes you muff 
make a Lixivium of with 
Wormwood-Water, or Spring-

it to a lubtii Pouder, mixing 
it with four or fix times the 
quantity of line Pouder of 
Bone-alhes j and then imme- 
diately to put all into the 
Spirit, with the Oylof Worm- 
wood , (b will the Oyl joyn 
with the Spirit, and together 
extra# the Tin#ure out of 
the Salt, which by long dige- 
(tion will be of an iotenfe red 
colour.

§ 9. It gently purges down- 
wards, and is a Specifick a- 
gainft Tertians, which it is 
laid radically to take away : 
It is indeed a kind of Uni- 
verfal Remedy, warming, 
drying, ft rengthning, evacua- 
ting, altering, and comfort- 
ing, and may be given in ail 
Difeafes, in all Ages, and to 
all Sexes. Dole a 3 j. ad 3 iij. 
or more. 

§10. Hitherto we have 
been (hewing you how it is 
made dulcid, or without an 
Acid, we (hall now fhew you 
how it is made with an acid 
from Lemery. Myrrh, Aloes, 
A. lij. Saffron fi. S. V. [0 
inuch ai may overtop it a fin- 
ger s height above it , put all 
into a Bolt-head, which flop 
well , digest two days , then add 
Spirit of Sulphur , till the Li- 
quor is four fingers above the 
matter, Jhake all well together , 
and fit another Bolt-head to the 
former , making thereof a Ctr - 
x:ulating Veffel, digeft in Horfe - 
dung, or a gentle B. M. for 
four days , then decant t he Tin- 
Slur e, fir am, and keep it for 
ufe. It fortifies the Heart, 



purifies the Blood, and works 
by Sweat. Dole a 5 j. ad 
3 ij. 

§n. From the remaining 
feces you may draw more 
Tincture, but it will not be 
fo itrong, nor fo good as the 
former, becaule it has alrea- 
dy parted with its more vo- 
latil and pure pans ; yet this 
lecond Tincture may lerve to 
make new withal. Lemery 
alio allows but f j. of Saffron, 
becaule it not only takes up 
much room by its lighmeis, 
but is withal iufficient to fill 
the Pores or Body of the Men- 
ftruum, fo that if more Ihould 
be added, it would receive no 
more. 

§ 1 1. He firft infixed the 
Ingredients in S. V. thereby 
to draw there more Sulphu- 
rous parts ; then he adds the 
acid Spirit, which being 
fweetned by the ramous parts 
of the S. V. it will have no 
more power or force, but on- 
ly to load itfelf with theTin- 
dure. And by this mixture 
of the S. V. with the Spirit of 
Sulphur, the Elixir acquires 
a very plealant fmell.

§ i ^ Ir alters and rectifies 
the Mais of Blood, cures the 
Scur v y, Jaundice, and Green- 
fkknefs, opens all Obftrucfti- 
ons, cures Pal lies and Atro- 
phies, and is a molt admira- 
ble thing againlt Hypochon- 
driack MelanchoIIy, and Hy- 
fterick Fits. Dofckgut. x. 
ad xl. or sj. in the Morning 
fafting. 

§ 14 Par ace f us was the 
Author of this Medicine ; but 
the Prefcript of Crol/ius y which 
makes it with Spirit of Sul- 
phur, has been beft approved 



of, tho* without much rea- 
son, lince that Spirit is enough 
to bum the pure fubftanceof 
the Ingredients : Others as 
much dilapprove of alcholi- 
zate Liquors, made with Ve- 
getable Salts , for that they 
think their Acrimony does e- 
nervate the mod pure and ef- 
ientiaf parts ; both which 
Obje&ions may in part be 
true, and as ea/ily removed 
on both hands, if a wife Man 
has it in managing. 

§ 15. Charras makes it 
thus : ^ Saffron, Myrrh, A- 
loesy A. m fine Pouder y mix , 
and flight ly Jprintye them with 
a fmall quantity of Spirit of 
Sulphur , mixt with equal parts 
of rectified S. V' to which put 
Baum- water, fo much as may 
over-top the Ingredients three 
fingers : mix well , and cover 
the Cucurbit with a Vcffel of 
Rencounter , well luting the 
fund ure, digeff in B. M. for 
fifteen days, fining them from, 
time to time ; then decant the 
Tmdure ; putting in a third 
part more of Spirit of tVme, 
than you put before of Bawm - 
water : lute the Vcjfels together 
again , and digeft for two

Spirit 
of Wine r edified (accuatedand 
digeft ed with a quarter part of 
the be ft Spirit of Nitre or Sul- 
phur, before-hand J fx. mix, 
digeft a Month, then decant 
the clear, and keep it in a 
Glaf clofe fiopt for ufe. Thele 
three laft ways, are not only 
new Methods of making this 
Elixir, but alfo the belt ways, 
and much exceeding all the 
for- 
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former, as they who (hall 
pleafe to make cryal will cer- 
tainly find.

This is from 
Febure , and is the fame 
preparation with what we 
have before declared at § iz.

that no more need be (aid of 
it in this place. 

§ z. But if you would 
make it an abfolute Anti- 
peftilential Medicament, you 
ought to make it thus : 
Englifh Saffron , Myrrh, Aloes, 
Camphiry A . %i. Powers of 
Juniper %xij. accuated with 
Spirit of Nitre %i. mix , di- 
geft, decant , filter and keep it 
for ufe . 

§ 3. This has more than 
treble the Virtues and Force 
in curing the Plague, and all 
forts of Malign and Peltilen- 
tial Difeafes of what kind 
&ever, for it ftrikes at the 



root of the Difeale, and ener- 
vates the Poyfon to a Mira-* 
cle : it not only cures, bur 
alfo preferves from all kinds 
of contagious Difeafes what- 
ever, in the time of their 
greateft rage and violence, 
fo that he that takes this Me- 
dicine, needs fear no danger. 

§ 4. It expels Wind, and 
is a lafe and fure Remedy a- 
gainft the Colick and Griping 
of the Guts, how vehement 
(oever ; it kills Worms, and

§ 3. If it be objedled, that 
by this way of Le Mort\ 
you will have a Tinfture of 
a Salt of Tartar , extradled 
with the Tindlure of the other 
Ingredients, and fo that up- 
on the matter, it will be the 
lame thing ; we anl'wer, No. 
For the rectified S. V. will 
firll act upon the Vegetable 
Ingredients, by which ic will 
be enervated , or weakned, 
and clogged, that it will 
have no ability to extradl the 
Tindlure of the Salt, which 
is the defign of the Pre- 
feript.

of refined Sugar may ferve as 
well to dulcifie the Mixture, 
for that ail Melaginous and 
Saccharine Bodies are very 
apt, and that naturally to 
loofen the Body.

§ 8. It is a good Purga- 
tive, and by realon it is made 
with a Spirituous Menftruum ? 
it is the more apt to inlinuate 
itfelf into the Blood and Hu- 
mors, and lo to Gleanfe and 



depurate rhem : Ic cures the 
Scurvy, Dropfie, Gout, and 
Jaundice; isgood againftthe 
Sciatica, Kings-Evil, Scabs, 
and all manner of Breakings- 
out in the Body ; it opens 
Obdrudiions in the Stomach, 
Gall, Liver, Spleen, Reins, 
and other Vifcera ; it is Pe- 
doral, and prevails after an 
eminent mariner againft Di- 
(eafe s of the Lungs, asCoughs,

§ 4. it is good againft all 
manner of Infedious Difea- 
fes, as Meades, Small-pox, 
Spotted Feaver, Purples, and 
the Plague itfelf : It prevails 
againft Faintings, Swoonings, 
Sicknefs at Stomach, anu all 
other Difeafes of the Heart 
and Prarcordia.

Oyl of Vi- 
triol tty . extract a TmBure ly 
digeftmg it twenty days S. A. 
then filter , and keep it for ufe.

§ 4 . Le Mort makes it 
with fu^eet Spirit of Salty ad- 
ding only a few drops of Spi- 
rit of Nitre : But that the Ni- 
tre docs little, I am very well 
fatistied, for putting the Spi- 
rit of Nitre alone upon the Pon- 
der of tlx Vitrum , it snakes no 
alteration at all, whereas if to 
the Spirit of Nitre you add as 
much Spirit of Vitriol , it will 
fo diffolve the Vttrmn, as the 
whole will become a Pulp , and 
drinl^ up ail the humidity , and 
this it will continually do, till

The 
Tindure of the Salt of 1 ar- 
tar, which more powerfully 
opens the Body of the mixt. 
The Powers of Cardamoms, 
which as it is a Menftruum 
more homogene than the linv 
pie S. V. lo will it more ex- 
alt and elixivate the prepa- 
red Medicament.

§ 6. It is an admirable 
Cardiack, depurates the whole 
Mats of Blood, and preferves 
it from corruption : it is a 
Medicament of great ufe a- 
mong Chymical Phyficians, 
but chiefly for the conferva- 
cion of the Health of Hu- 
man Bodies : it is alto good 
againft all forts of Feavers, 
elpecially fuch as are burning, 
putrid, or malign, as alfo the 
Plague itfelf. 

§ 7. There is alfo a prepa- 
ration of this Tin&ure with 
the acid Spirit of Guajacum ; 
and Holfincius , lib. 4. feci. i. 
art. 5. cap. 3. Art. Chym. pre- 
pares it with Juice of Ci- 
trons, in rhe fame manner as 
we prepare it with Juice of 
Limons, the work of which 
being fo plain and eafie, we

§ 3. Our Author here ad- 
viles to digelt only for two 
days, but I, who have many 
times made it, can tell you, 
that the longer you digelt it, 
the better it is ; and if it be 
digelted two Months, yea, 
four or iix Months, it will be 
yet fo much the better* and 
more efficacious to the pur- 
poles intended. 

§ 4. It not only opens all 
manner oFOblirudions, but 
molt eScdually cures the 
Green -ficknefs in Virgins; 
and it performs this Cure lo 
admirably, that it is even to 
a wonder,for the Perfon who 
even but now 7 lookt pale, 
wan , and thin , obltruded 
in the Bret and Lungs, fo 
that they could hardly breath, 
without Stomach , loathing 
all manner of Food, fcarce a- 
blc to move or Itir, without 
much uncafinels or trouble, 
nor hardly able to go up 
Srair s, without blowing, as 
if they (trove for Life, wcak- 
ned in an extream manner, 
rnJ fecmingly as it were in a 
very deep Con fum prion ; fuch

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a Perfon as this, has been re- 
trieved, as it were, out of

fes, forcing them down, 
tho many Months llppt; it 
opens ObllruCtions of the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Mcfentery, and 
other Bowels, more efpecial- 
ly if it is given with Gum 
Ammoniacum , Sagapenum, 
Myrrh, or other aperients, 
and exhibited in the form of 
a Pill.

§ ii. The Virtues of this 
are the fame with the former, 
but by him etteemed more 
excellent i for it is an excel- 
lent Remedy to evacuate in- 
ienfibly Water in a Dropfie. 
Dofe adviij. in Broth, 

or White-wine, or in any pro- 
per Vehicle. 

§ 13. Laftly, Thattho we 
have declared theT inFture of 
pure Luna ( if free from all 
mixture of Venus ) to be co- 
lourleft , yet it .many times 
contracts an adventitious co- 
lour to it, from the quality of 
the M enftruum uied in the 
Extraction : for the Law*, as 
fine Luna only , has a tixt 
Body, and a bxiMercury,wiih 
a white Sulphur , void of all 
TinElure , whether Blew or 
Green , yet it is apt to admit 

of different appearances, from 

the differing Particles of thofe 
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Saline Men ft ruums , whether 
of Sal Arm. Niter , Aqua For - 
tis , or Vitriol , 8cc. being after 
a new manner joyn’d with 
it, in molt Minute Parti- 
cles. 

XXIV. T inclura Martis , Tin- 
cture of Mars or Iron. 

Bate.] It is extracted from 
Flowers of Sal Arm Sublimed 
from Mars , by the help of the 
Alcohol of Wine, S. A. It has 
the fame Virtues with the 
TinCture of SaL Armoni- 
ack. 

Salmon. ] § 1. How this 
Sal Arm. is to be fublimed 
from the Mars , you may fee 
in Our Pharm. Lond. lib. 3. 
cap . 1 1. feft. 28. where you 
are to note, That you may as 
well make ufe of Filings of 
Iron corroded with the Salt, 
as of the Martiatcd Salt, fub- 
limed from Gads ot Iron ; 
for that the wSalt fufficiently 
enough opens the Body of 
the Mars, fo as it may eafity 
yield its TinCture to other 
Menftruums. 

§ 2. Mynftcht has another 
Preparation , which differs 
fomething from this of our 
Author, yet in the main is 
very like it. See it in Pharm . 
Lond. lib. 4 - cap. 7. feci. 34 - 
which is only the Body of 
Steel or Iron opened with the 
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Sal Arm. and cxtraded with

Horfe-dung three Months ; then 
in a Glafi Cucurbit with its 
Alembic 4., 4 very gentle 

heat , dratr cj[f the Spirit , 
which will be watery and fiery, 
and ferves principally to draw 
the TinElures from calcin'd 
Metals. This Spirit is able 
to draw from the Crocus of 
Sol a yellow Tindure, which 
being freed from the fame 
Menftruum by diftillatiori , 
till it comes to the form of an 
Oyl, will then yield its Tin- 
dure, by digeftion to the Al- 
cohol of S. V. with which it 
will unite, whereby you have 
an Aurttm Potabile of great 
Virtue ; but this by the 
way. 

§ 4. After the fame man- 
ner from Crocus Mart is (made 
by the Vapours of Vinegar, 
or otherwifcj you may ex- 
trad a Tindure with this 
Menftruum , which being ab- 
ftraded by diftillation, you 
may then with the Alcohol of 
S. V. draw forth a very fine 
Tindure of Mars, called by

§ 5. Some make an A- 
(tringenc Tindure thus : ^ 
Scoria of Mars m Pouder q. v. 
to which affufe Spirit of Vine- 
gar to over-top it four inches : 
digeSl fourteen or twenty days , 
or till the Spirit has contrasted 
a blood-red colour, then decant , 
it from the Feces, filter , and 
keep it for ufe. This is A- 
ftringent, and cures Spitting 
of Blood, or other Fluxes of 
Blood, whether in the Bow- 
els or Womb, after an admi- 
rable manner. Dofe sj. ad 
3ij. 

§ 6. An opening Tindure 
from Le More. Vitriol of 
Mars calcin'd to rednefi, q. v. 
affufe thereon Sp. Aceti, fo as 
to over-top it two inches : 
which digefi till it is of a 
blood-red colour , decant , fil- 
ter, evaporate totheConfifience 
of Honey, and with tartan-' d 
S. V. extraS all tlx TmFlure , 
which S. V. abflracl in B M. 
till only one third , which is the 
TinFlure of Mars remains. 

§ 7. This Tindure of Mars 
is a Sperifick againft the 
Worms in Children, the Ca- 
chexia and Chlorofis in Mai- 
dens, and the Dropfie, and 
Suppreilion of the Terms in 
Women. It opens Obftru- 
dions in Liver, Spleen, and

tranlplantcd into theiVme. It 

opens all Tartarous Obllru- 
dions, and fweetly cures 
both the Dropfie, and Yel- 
low Jaundice i and is profi- 
table againft Tertian and 
Quartan Agues. Dole a Si], 
ad if!, in the Morning Fad- 
ing, at Noon before Dinner, 
and laft at Night going to 
Bed. 

§ 9. In the next Chapter 
he makes the faid Tindure 
in the fame manner ( which 
he calls his Black. Effence) with 
Wine-Vinegar : this, he fays, 
has a fingular Virtue of open- 
ing, diffolving, inciding, and 
removing all Obftrudions 
from thick and melancholly 
Humors, purifying alfo the

§ 10. In the nest Chapter 
he prepares it after the fame 
manner, by a gentle digeftion 
in the depurated Juyce of Sor-

or fomembat letter feeing mixt 
together, whofe Virtues and 
Ufe is like the former. 

§ 11. In the next Chapter 
ae prepares it with recent 
Juice of Apples [but Cyder to 
my knowledge will do as well) 
in which digefting the Filings 
for feme days, andflirring the 
mixture often with a wooden 
flick, or Iron pin, he at length 
decants the Tincture, filtrates, 
and hops it for ufe : but he 
extracts continually with frejh 
Juyce, till he has Tintlure e- 
nough, or the Sulphur is wholly 
extracted, conjoyns the extra- 
ctions, and abftraCls the humi- 
dity to the half, or better : 
and then to make it the more 
penetrating, he takes of this 
TinCture %vj. Anifated Spirit 
of Wine Vj. Spirit of Scurvy- 
grafl V . mixes them together ,

§ 1 1. This Tindure [faith 
he) is of great Virtues ; it re- 
vives thick and feculent Hu- 
mors, which are mixt with 
the Mafs of Blood, expels 
thofe which are acred and fe- 
rous, and cures the Soir- 
vy. Dofe a Si. ad Sty. in 
Wine. 

§ 1 3. And in his twelfth 
Chapter following, he makes 
it of the Scoria of Antimonia! 
Regulus of Mars , thus : 
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J>£ Scoria of Antimmial F{cgtr 
lus in fine Pouder , Sal Arm 
A partes equates ; by fublima- 
tnatum raije the Salt into 
Flowers: extra El from the Ca- 
put Mort. in fine Pouder with 
film- water, a Lixivium: this 
Lixivium exhale , but very 
gently, not calcining it to dri~ 
vefi : upon this Coagulum af- 
fufie S. V. fo trill it extract a 
yellow Tinclure, which opens , 
incides, and cures Hy pochon- 
driack Melancholy. Dofe h. 
9fs. ad 9j. 

§ 14. From what has been 
faid, it appears that the Bo* 
dy of Mars is apt to be pene- 
rrared and diflolved, not on- 
ly by corroding Spirits, and 
by volatile and hxed Salts, 
bur alio by Dew, by Wine, 
and orher Juices of Vegeta- 
bles, provided, that being in 
fmall filings, the Mcrfirimms 
may be allowed a due time 
to work upon, penetrate and 
diflblve the parrs. 

§ 15. And tho neither Wa- 
ter nor l Vine can totally dif- 
folve Mars , nor operate up- 
on it wrh that force and ce- 
lerity as corroding Saks and 
Spirits ; yer neverrhelds rhey 
are able ro diflblve a confide - 
rabJe quantity of its parts, of 
which the ralte of the Tin - 
Fture by them extracted, is 
an evident demonflration. 



§ r6. Water with which 
Filings of Mars are penetra- 
ted, converts them into Ruft, 
which you may afterwards 
dillolvc in a larger quantity 
of Water, and change into a 
yellow Tincture , of great ufe 
to open Obit ru# ions. 

§17. But Filings being di- 
geked ( tho* cold ) for lome 
weeks in White-wine or Cy- 
der , in a double Glafs well 
flopped, will extra# a much 
better Tincture than could e- 
ver be poflible to be drawn 
by Water j for the Acid and 
Volatile Salt of the Wine, will 
make a larger diflolution of 
the parts of the Mars, and fo 
thereby extra# a ftronger, 
deeper, and more effe#ual 
TinEture ; which may be gi- 
ven from one fpoonful to two 
or three fpoonfiils in the 
Morning fading (to be conti- 
nued for many days) againft 
all forts of Obflru#ions of 
Liver, Spleen, and Womb. 

§i3. Or you may make 
a Syrup of it with fine Sugar, 
which may be given ab j/. ad 
Ihj. at a time, cither alone 
by itfclf, or mixt in a Glafs 
of White or Rhenifh, or Ma- 
laga Wine, or Cyder. But 
to make the TinEture rf Mars 
by thefe Menftruums, it will 
be long, and that is the chief 
rcafon that we ufe other 
ftrongcr 
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ftronger diflolvenrs, as is a- 
bove declared. 

§ 19. The Prefcriptofour 
Author is exactly from Mdrg- 
grave, whofe words are theie : 
Batitur<e Martis , vW /to 
moniacttm in fine Ponder, A. 
f iv. rnix\ and from an earthen 
Cucurbit on a nailed Fire , d 
Glafi head being applied , fub- 
lime for a while what will a- 
feendy fo will the Mars be vo- 
la taliped, and afeend with the 
Sal Armoniac of a reddifh 
yellow colour , which are com- 
monly called , Fiores Salis Am- 
moniaci Marria/es : and from 
thefe it is, that with S. V. he 
extracts his Tmtlure. 

§ 2o. Hof man in his Notes 
upon Schroder us, gives us this 
caution, That if we would 
extradl a Tindure of Mars 
with S. V. from Crocus Mar- 
ti s, that it will not well fuc- 
ceed, unlefs the Crocus made 
by reverberation be firft dif- 
folved in lome Saline Alen- 
ftruum, as Spirit of Salt, Spi- 
rit of Nitre, Spirit of Verdi- 
grife,or Venus, G?c. and then 
reduced to a Crocus again. 

§ 21. Bafil Valentine' sTin- 
Flure of Mart, which you may 
fee in my Pharm.Lond. lib .3. 
cap. 4. fed. 20. made of Fi- 
lings, red Spirit of Vitriol, 
and Spirit of Vinegar, £?c. 
is commended alfo by Hof- 
man , ( Meffis medico Spagyrica , 



pag. 248.) as a prefent Reme- 
dy againft the Megrim, Epi- 
Jepfie, Stone, internal Ulcers, 
to cleanfe them, and to puri- 
fie the Blood. But, faith he. 
Buffs Find ure may be better 
made thus : Vitriol of 

Mars calcin'd to rednefi , or 
Caput Mure. thereof 9 q. v. and 
with repeated affufiens of Spi- 
rit of Vinegar, extrads all its 
faline particles ; thefi Extra - 
d ions filtrate , and in an Alem - 
bicl^ extrad in B. M. to the 
thicktiefi of Honey : with this 
mix Sand , put all into a Glafi 
Be tort well coated , and with a 
naked Fire (augmenting it by 
degrees) difiil a mod rubicund 
Liquor. But by this Learned 
Man s favour, I take this to 
be rather a diftilled Spirit of 
Vinegar , than an extra&ed 
and digefted Tin&ure of 
Mars. 

§ 22. It is evident then, 
in the Preparation of this 
find tire, that acid Salts, and 
fuch as are purely Salt, dif- . 
folve Men s with equal force ; 
and that Mars thus difloJved 
before-hand, and prepared, is 
more fit to be given into 
Man's Body, than that which 
is Crude ; ‘ forafmuch as the 
Crude Mars can do nothing in 
the Stomach , till it , by its 
acid Juices has difTolved and 
opened it, fo that the Sto- 
mach and its Juices muft 
> firft 
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firit prepare and cure the 
Medicine, before die Medi- 
cine can prepare the Hu- 
mours, and cure the Di- 
feafe. 

$ 23. So that by being firft 
diffolved by an acid (aline 
Salt, it is prepared afore- 
hand to remedy more effe- 
ctually the Disorders of the 
Microcofm, produced by Ob- 
ftrudh'ons, and the Scorbu- 
tick taint of the Blood and 
Juices ; and this Tindhire is 
lb much the more able to o- 
pen all the ObftrucHons of 
the Vifcera , and their Veffels, 
by reafon of the Auxiliary 
help it receives from its Dif- 
(olvents, which not only open 
the Body of rhe Mars , bur 
without diminifhing any of 
its good qualities, ftrengthens 
all the parts through which 
the faid Tinfturc pafles, and 
thereby helps alfo to diffolve 
the obftru&ing matter, and 
to carry it off by the ordina- 
ry ways. 

§ 24. The Tincture alfo 
which is extracted from the 
Crocus which Alcohol of S. V. 
is a more particular Spccifick 
in the Dropfie, to comfort 
and ftrengthen the Tone of 
the Bowels, weakned by the 
long continuance of the wa- 
try humor; for it reftores the 
Lymphatick Veffels, (now as 
it were relaxed] by which 



they let Ioofe the Serofitieso- 
ver the whole Habit of the 
Body. 

§ 25. Laftly, By putting 
Filings of Steel into an Iron 
Pot , Kettle, or Pan , and moi- 
flening them with Vinegar, 
drying it over the Fire, and 
ftirring it often with an Iron 
Spatula , with fever al repeti- 
tions of this operation , the Bo- 
dy of the Mars will he Jo well 
opened , that by being digefled 
Jome days in Canary, (flirt ing 
it once or twice a day) a very 
goodTinclure will be epetr acted, 
which may be given from 
one fpoonful to two or three, 
every Morning fading , a- 
gainlfc the Grccn/icknels in 
Virgins, and all the Obftru- 
dfions of Womankind. 

XXV, Tinftura Martis Au - 
rea y The Golden coloured 
Tin&ure of Mars. 

Bate.] Crocus of Mars \i. 
Spirit of Salt %iv. infufe two 
days , often ftirring of it : then 
add rectified S. V. %iv. digelt 
warm for three or four days 
more , then filter ; and the Tin- 
cture will be of a Golden co- 
lour.

TheOnly dif- 
ference between this and the

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Filings , or Filings ruftcd with 
Water, and the difference of 
the Saline Menftruum , this 
being Spirit of Salt. 

§ 2. Qvclfer Mantijfe Spa - 
gyric<e> par . 1. c^’3. makes 
it of the Crocus , with Spirit 
of Venus, thus: I)i Crocus 
Martis Cacbefticus q. s. to 
which affufi Spirit of Venus Jo 
much as may over-top it three 
or four inches : digeft in a gen- 
tle heat y till tie Spirit is im- 
bued of a rubicund colour , 
which decant y and ajfufe more 
fre/h Spinty and that fo often 
as need Jhall require , till the 
Spirit will be tinged: put all 
thefe tinged Spirits together, 
and in B.Af, abftraEl to an 
oleaginity. To the remaining 
thick' Matter put Tar tanked 
S. V. and extras a Golden co- 
loured Tin&ure, which abfiraFl 
in part again, leaving the yel- 
low Tmclure at bottom. 

§ 3. This Golden Tin&urc 
<f Mars made by either way, 
is a moft excellent thing a- 
gainft the Cachexia, Green- 
ficknefc in Virgins, and all 
Obftru&ions of the Vijceray 
being taken a gut. xij. ad 
xxx. or more in any proper 
Liquor: but this is peculiar 
to the TinEturc of the Crocus , 
more than to the other Tin- 
ctures, that they ftrengthen 
( in Dropiies, and other like 
Difeafes) the Bowels more 
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than the other, as Hof man has 
oblerved ; See § 24. of the 
former Sedion. 

§ 4. KjJler makes this Tin- 
dure of the Crocus with Sal 
Armoniack ; but Quercetanvs 
with A. F. the Preparations 
of which you may lee in our 
Pharm. Lond. lib. 3. cap. 4. 
fetl. 19, 22. 

§ 5. But in making this, 
and all other Preparations of 
this kind, you are to take 
heed, that your acids be not 
too extream ; for fo Etmul - 
ler , Tom. 2. pag. me* 606. has 
advifed, by rcafen that being 
lb prepared and taken into 
the Body , they little or no- 
thing operate. Pari ratione ' 
(lairhhe) TinHura mart tales 
nimis acidi fr rep are tee intra 
corpus ajfumptce parum aut ni- 
hil operantur, fi verb cum al- 
kalibus aut blandic acidulis 
pr.cparentur , fuam merentur 
laudem . 

§ 6 . Equal to this Tin- 
dhire of the CrocuSy %welfer> 
accounts his Ttnfture of the 
Vitriol of Mars , which is pre- 
pared from the faid Vitriol 
with Terra foliata Tartars , 
which is indeed a Medicine 
of great u fe, and preferred 
before moft others. 

§7. There is a preparation 
of the Crocus with Sp. Vitriols; 
but this, faith Hofman, is no- 
thing but the Vitriol of Mars 
dilfolvcd, 
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ditlolvcd, and extracted with 
Spirit of Wine, which opens 
Obltrudlions, and after an 
admirable manner relieves 
the Hypochondriacal : but 
that which is made from the 
Vitriol of Mars , and Cryftals 
of Venus y ana, dijfolved and inr 
fpijfated to the thicknefs of Ho- 
ney, and then extracted with 
S. V. is accounted by Ett - 
muller , Pyrotecbnia Rational is, 
lib. 2. feci, x . cap. 1. parr, me * 
606. as a moft excellent 
thing againft Affedtions of the 
Reins, Bladder, and Urinary 
Parts. Dofe k gut. x. ad 
xxx. or more, in a lit Vehi- 
cle.

tarifata , Tartar ifed Tin- 

dture of Mars. 

Bate.] K White Tartar in 
Pouder %ij. Up It of Mars tt/. 
mix and boyl in an Iron Veffel 
or Pot > with fair Water t bxvj. 
for twelve hours , firring it 
continually with an Iron Spa- 
tula, and adding as need re- 
quires more Water boiling hot , 
at laft> letting it fettle , filter 
the Liquor , and exhale to a 
convenient thicknefs , S. A. Dofe 
3 j. ad Ziij.

§ 2. Nor docs this differ 
from that of Cbarras, par. 3. 
lib. 3. cap. 53. of his Pharma- 
copoeia, fave in the matter of 
the Body of the Mars : for 
whereas Lemery preferibes 
fyifl of Mars to be taken, 
Ch arras takes the pure Filings , 
making it after this man- 
ner : 

§ 3. ^ Filings of Mars tt f. 
white Tartar in fine Pouder 
tfc/y. put them into a large Iron 
Pot , or Kettle, > filled almilt 
quite full of Water : boyl , fir- 
ring the Matter from tim! to 
time , to facilitate the diffolu- 
tion of the Mars , adding fill 
more Water , as you fee need , 
from its boiling away: continue 
this boiling for ten or twelve

§ 4. This is indeed a good 
Preparation of the Tar tanked 
TinElure of Steel ; but if you 
follow Letnerfs Method, to 
ufe I{u ft of Irony inftead of 
the bright FilingSy and fo to 
proceed in all refpeds as is 
before declared, you will 
fooner and more eafily ac- 
complifli the Preparation ; 
for by fo much as the Filings 
are rafted, by fo much the Bo- 
dy of the Mars is opened 
befbre-hand, in order to the 
work. 

§ 5. This Operation and 
Solution will be fo much the 
more accelerated , if a little 
Spirit of Nitre be added ; or 
if the Filings and Tartar be-

fmall price, yet not withftand- 
ing this Tindure is of great 
value, for it is a Specinck in 
Pleurifics, and a prelent cure 
for a Dy (entcry, or Bloody- 
S 3 flux \ 
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flux y it alfo ilrengthcns the 
Joynts, and is good againft 
the Gout, being anointed. In 
Clytters it cures Ulcers of the 
Guts. 

§ 5. Bplfincius in Art. Chym. 
lib. 4. fed. \..art. 4. cap. 2. 
makes the Tincture of Sul- 
phur after this manner : IJc 
Liver of Sulphur q. v. Caput 
Aloft, of Vitriol q. s. mix 
them to a more folid confidence ; 
difiil by Retort fir (l a milky 
Liquor , then a blood-red Oyl. 
But this , with that learned 
Man’s leave, is rather a. Spirit 
' than a TmElure , and with 
out doubt he only called it 
a T inti ure from its red co- 
lour, not its way of ma- 
king. 

§ 6 . This, faith he, cures 
a Phthifis, orConfumprion of 
the Lungs, and purifies the 
whole entire Body, even as 
Antimony purifies Gold : it 
cupes a lib Epilepfies, and o- 
therDifeafesof the Brain, 

§ 7. The fecond way of 
cur Author is Le Mon's Tin - 
ftura DiafulphuriSy where he 
advifes the Balfiam only to be 
made thick,: Yet doubtlels if 
it be abitradled to drincis, 
the S. V. willextrad: a more 
excellent Tincfhire. 

§8. This, fays he, is a 
molt admirable Nephririck ; 
it provokes the Terms, gently 
loofens the Belly,cures all Di- 



lea fes of the Bred and Lungs, 
Phthificks,Conlum pcions, and 
the like : if it be farther pre- 
pared with Honey , ft be- 
comes an excellent Antiafth- 
matick. Dole a gut. x. ad 
xxx. See our Pharm. Lond l 
lib. 3. cap. iz. feci. 1 6 . And 
Sett. 17. of the fame, where 
you have two other ways of 
preparing it, both from Clop 
ficus. 

§ 9. Begttinus makes it af- 
ter the fame manner as Le 
Mort. But his Commentator 
will have it to be made thus : 
$£ Flowers of Sulphur q. v. 
melt them in a Crucible ; but 
that they may not grow hardy 
put in gut tat im Oyl of Tartar

This is 
nothing but a Tin&ure of 
3 enjamin precipitated with 
Water ; for the Tindiure 
made with the Alcohol of 
Wine, being mixed with a 
great deal of Water, makes a 
kind of Milk, ( which by 
lome is caJ/ei Virgins-Miik, 
and ferves for a Walh for the 
Face and Skin ) becaufe the 
Water weakens the S. V. and 
makes it quit what it held up 
diflolved, if you let this Milk 
be It ill a while, the Rofin or 
Magiftery precipitates to the 
bottom of the Veflel, and the 
Water becomes clear.

Putties, Buds, or rcdnels in 
the Skin, and didipating ail 
harlh, virulent, and malig- 
nant Serolities, with which it 
is many times infeited.

Impurities in the Bilmuth, 
you mull put into it twice as 
much Water and niter it, for 
if you fhouid filter it without 
Water, it would coagulatein 
the filter like Salt, and not 
pals through. This Coagu- 
lation proceeds from the acid 
Spirits of the Nitre, included 
in the Panicles of the Bif- 
tnutb , whichhaving not room 
or moifture enough to fwim 
in or difperfe, do gather to- 
gether when the Diflolution 
is cold, intoCryftals. 

§ 9. The Impurity which 
commonly fwims upon the

great quantity of Fountain- 
water into the DilTolution, 
without any Salr> but it is 
made the quicker when you 
do it with Salt, and the Pre- 
cipitation is the better , be- 
caufe the Salt Particles do 
encounter and break the 
Acids, which Water alone 
was not lufficiently able to 
enervate or weaken.

muft flop up the top of the For- 
nace with Bricks and Limey 
leaving fome holes in the fidcs y 
which are called f{egifters , and 
It f the Cucurbit enter a third 
- t art 
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part of its height into the For - 
nace ; then make a Fire /mail 
at firft , and encreafe it by de- 
grees, till the bottom of the 
Cucurbit is red hot , which Fire 
continue till nothing more Will 
fublime, which you will know 
by the Heads growing cold, and 
then the fublitnation will be at 
an end ; the Flowers willfticl <.

§ 3. Thefe Flowers are 
nothing but (bme Particles of 
the Tin, raifed up by the vo- 
latility oftheSal Armoniack, 
and at the bottom of the 
Body you will find feme of 
the Tin revived. 

§ 4. But that this may 
be the more effectually done, 
your Tin ought firft to be 
reduced into a Calx by the 
means of Fire, for the better 
mixing it with the Sal Ar* 
moniack, which is thus done :

§ 8. Now, fhould you 
take equal parts of Tin and 
Sal Arm. the Tin would re- 
main almolt ail at the bot- 
roin of the Aludel: Nor is it 
to be wonder’d at, flnce it is 
impoiTibIe.*o make %fera!$ 
afeend in Flowers, without 
the aflittance of 3 or 4 times 
their weight of volatile Salts 
mixed with them, or at leaft 
without feverai confiant Co- 
hobations, directed to be 
made ufe of.

um, Jo will it become a kind of

§ 2. It is ufed for a Fu- 
cus, like Btfmtith, and it is 
likewile mixed in Pomatums 
for Tetters, Ringworms, Pu- 
tties, and other breakings out 
of the Face and Skin. 

§ 3. Here is to be noted, 
that if you fhould ufe only 
Water, you would make but 
a kind of Virgins Milk, and 
the Saturn would not diflolve 
but precipitate, leaving lome 
particles of its Body yet in 
the Water; wherefore it is 
better to take equal quanti- 
ties of Water and Spirit of 
Vinegar , for thereby the Salt 
will oe dilfolved, into which 
dropping the alcalious Gyl of 
Tartary the edges or points 
of the Acid are deftroyed, 
which held up the Salt, and 
the matter precipitates by its 
own weight 

§ 4. In this Operation 
there is no effervefcency, for 
the Acids of the Vinegar be- 
ing broken and weakened, 
ic has not ftrengtb nor activi- 
ty enough left to enter the 
Pores of the Salt of Tartar, 
fb as to make fuch an opera- 
tion ; and it is the fame in all 
other fubftances diflblved by 



Vinegar ; but if the Diflblu- 
tion be performed with Wron- 
ger Acids, as OyJ* of Vitriol 
or Sulphur, Spirit of Ni- 
tre, (3c . -an Ebulicion is 
made. 

§ 5. This Pouder being 
walht and dryed, is nothing 
but a Cert/fe made exceeding 
pure and fine. It is ufed by 
lome for Paint ; but this 
Cofmetick, as well as others 
made of merallick Subftan- 
ees, fuch as Tin, Bifmuth,( 3 c. 
do often black the Skin, after 
having whiten'd it, becaufe 
the heat of the Flefh garne- 
ring together thefe merallick 
Particles (which owe all their 
whitenels to their alcoholiza- 
tion) docs often make them 
revive. 

§ 6. Bur Le Felur makes 
a twofold Magiftery of Sa- 
tu rn ; 1 . T hefalfc made from 
Red Lead, with Spirit of Vi- 
negar, as our Author heredi- 
reds, but precipitated with 
Oyl of Tartar. 2. The true 
Magiftery y which he makes 
thus : I# Cerufe %ij . in fine 
pouder. Spirit of Venus %vj. put 
it in by little and little, and 
fiir tlyem together , that the 
Spirit may penetrate to the bot- 
tom ; place tl* Matrafi in 
B. Af. and digeft warm for j 2 
hours, then filter, and let the 
filtrated Lirjuor reft ewe night 
in a cold place, fo trill you find 
it 
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it coagulated into white Cry - 
ft a Is y ft par ate the fuperfluous 
liquor, and abftrati the Spirit 
by dift illation in Balneo todry- 
reft, fo will you have at bottom 
the Mtgiftery of Saturn , dift 
fiiuble in all kinds of liquors , 
and like unto the firft which 
was in Cry dais, in rejpeft of 
its Vcrtue j which dry in a 
gentle heat between two Pa- 
pers. 

§ 7. This Magidery may 
be given in aU Difeafes for 
which the Salt of Saturn is 
given, and you will find 
from it much better and 
quicker effects than from that 
made with Vinegar, but the 
Dofe is lefs, and may be gi- 
ven agr. ij. advj. yea,toxij. 
fays Febur. 

§ 8. You are alfo to note, 
that the Spirit of Venus ufed 
in this Operation, and drawn 
off again by dillillation,isyet 
good for the fame Work 
again, or any other for which 
it is proper, having loft but 
very little of its Power and 
Vertue. 

§ 9 It is alfo to be noted, 
that you may indifferently 
make u(e of Litharge Minium , 
White- Lead, Cerufc, or other 
Calces of Lead, for this Pre- 
paration ; for it is fufficient 
to have a Lead that is open, 
and in a condition eafily to 
be diffolved by Spirit of Vi- 



negar : But becaufe this 
Medicine calcin’d to whire- 
nefs comes neareft to the co- 
lour of its Salt and Magifte- 
ry 4 it is better to make ule 
of Ccrufe , or fome other white 
Lead, but be lure to chule a 
true Cerufc of Lead , fuch as 
we call Venetian Cerufe y and 
not that which is counterfei- 
ted, as being mixed with 
Chalky, Whiting, or other like 
Subftances, having neither 
the brittlenefs, weight, nor 
whitenefs of the true Cerufe, 
or that of Venice . 

§ lo. This Magiftery of 
Saturn may alfo be made by

explicated at large in our 
Pharm. Lend. lib. 3. cap. 1 2. 
fcR 8. from Quercetans Pre- 
fcription: Clcjfaus has ano- 
ther done with QuickTime, 
and precipitated with Pifs, 
which you may fee in the 
lame place. 

§ 2. Lemery and Charras 
makes it alfo almoft exadlly 
according to this Prefcript of 
our Author ; but to dijfolve 
the Flowers , he boils 5 or 6 
hours with Watery %ii. to every 
ounce of Sal * , or Salt offixt 
Nitre, and fo drys it in thefhade. 

§ 3. Now here is to be 
obferved, that as (imple Wa- 
ter is not able to diflolve the 
Sulphur, but an alcaliousSalt 



is made ufe of, to divide it 
into imperceptible Particles ; 
lo on the contrary the Acid 
afterwards pierces the Alcali, 
and by feparating its parts, 
makes it let go its hold of the 
Sulphury whereby it falls 
down in a white Pouder, 
which being edulcorated, 
may be faid to be only Flo- 
wers of Sulphur Alcoholiz'd. 

§ 4. And the change of 
the colour into a white, comes 
from its being more rarified, 
and obtaining a fmoother 
Surface than it had before, to 
refiedl the light in a direcfr 
line to our Eyes.

be as good and as pure as 
before, and lerve for the 
fame operation, or any other 
that Salt of Tartar is fir 
for.

§ 14. This Remedy is 
called the* Balfam of the 
Lungs , which confumes and 
drys u pall malignant, ferous, 
and watery’ Superfluities, for 
which reafons it is exhibited 
in melting and fuftbeating 
Catarrhs, Afthma’s, Phthi- 
ficks, and to fuch as are 
affli&cd with old and inve- 
terate Coughs, Colicks, Ven- 
tofities, or Wind, malignant 
Humors and Serofities in the 
Joynts*, it hinders and dilli- 
pates Vapors, facilitates Ex- 
pectoration, and wonderful- 
y ftrengrhens the Breft and 
Lungs.

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§ 1 5. Dole fo much as 
will turn Ba'wm or ‘Cinna- 
mon- water milk-white, and 
may be given every day 
morning and evening. 

§ 16. But fays Cbarras, 
by realbn of the various al- 
terations happening to the 
Sulphur in its dijfolution and 
precipitation, the ill qualities 
which it receives from the 
Subltances with which it is 
mixt, (and of wTiich the ill 
feent remaining after the 
wafhing is a lign) it will be 
better to lay it afide, and 
make ufe of the .Spirit of Sul- 
phur in its place. 

§ 17. And Le Febur fays, 
Tho* this Remedy is highly 
Celebrated *bv Authors, it is 
better rather to truft to the 
'XinHure extrj^d-Trorn it, 
tjian to this body, yet too 
courje and material, to hope 
from it ail the good and com- 
mendable effeds which are 
attributed unto ir. 

' § 18. However we can-, 
not rely wholly upon what 
thefe Gentlemen fay, for the 
Medicine is nor fo defpicable 
as they would make it, tho* 
it be none of the higheft Pre- 
parations ; and notwith lan- 
ding Le Febur fays, it is yet 
too courje and material, we 
fay it is much more fubtile 
than a thoufand other Medi- 
camentsmuch efleemed above 



it, and will do that by tou- 
ching only outwardly with 
it, which other more cflee- 
med liiblimc Medicines will 
not do neither by inward nor 
outward application. 

§ 19. By limply rubbing 
it on an Itchy perfon, it will 
ablbJyrcly cure him ; which 
/hews the great fublimity of 
irs Subftances, and what it 
may do and dFe# if it be pru- 
dently given inwardly. This 
very thing (hews, there is 
fomething more in the tex- 
ture of its parts than Artitts 
are ordinarily aware of, and 
tfat it has a fubtilty in irs 
nature able to penetrate the 
whole human frame, and an 
alexipharmick Property able 
to overcome and ruinate the 
moft inveterate, malignant, 
and rebellious Humors what- 
fbever, deftroying them in 
their Crafis, and undoing 
them in their very Eflence 
and Being.

Spirit 
of Vinegar thiv. ftir them toge- 
ther till the Salt is well dtftoi- 
ved, place the Cucurbit m a 
Sand or Afto heat, and abjlratt 
the humidity , which will come 
off Jt aft left as fair Hotter ; put 
on more Spirit of Vinegar , and

§9. And this appears in 
our prefent Magiftery, in that 
the 
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the Vinegar lofes all its acidi- 
ty, and rums into an infipid 
Water ; and this volati!c-acid 
Salt of the Vinegar ( for inch 
it is) checks, and turns the 
edge and ill tafte of the A/ca- 
li , or Salt of Tartar , and 
makes it to become an extra- 
ordinary Remedy. 

§10. We cannot chufe 
therefore but recommend this 
magisterial Salt in thehigheft 
manner, confidering the won- 
derful effects it is able to pro- 
duce, for it is beyond moft 
other Remedies in opening 
the Obftruiflior.s of all the 
Vilcera, or in any other part 
of the Bodv, ( for which rea- 
iop it; is an excellent thing 
againft the Palfie) and to eva- 
cuate gently any morbifick 
matter lodged in the laid Vi- 
feera, and parts adjacent to 
the fame. 

§ 1 1. It purges gently, and 
without violence, through all 
tbeEmundloriesand prevails 
againit all chronick and de- 
lperate Difeafes, which have 
been of fo rebellious a nature, 
as to yield to no other Reme- 
dies.

Salmon.] § i. Mynficht is 
the Author of this Prelcript, 
and calls it Turpethrm Mine- 
rale Vcrum, but he adviles the 
folution of the Mercury to be fe- 
ver al times fi/tred, and the 
precipitation with the Oyl of 
Tartar to be made Guttatim , 
and then to be edulcorated with 
common Water, till it be freed 
from its fharpncfl and faltneft 
and after that , that it fhould 
be coMated with the beft 
Aqua Mellis , ret} 1 fed fix or 
J even times , fo often , till th 
pouder is become exceeding fub- 
tile y and laftly, ajfufmg there* 
on the beft Alcohol of S. V. that 
B b 3 ft 
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it may be well moiftened , , to de- 
flagrate it , continually it ir ring 
it round with, an Iron Spatula 
till all the S. V. is confumed. 
The Dofe of which he limits 
to be a gr. iv. ad vj. or vij.in 
fome proper Vehicle. 

§ z. But the latter part of 
ibis Preparation of Mynficht 
would be better done* in my 
opinion, by abliradion of 
the S. V. in B. M. two or 
three feverstl times, from the 
Magiftery , rather than by de- 
flagration, becaufe the ad ual 
heat of the fire in that Opera- 
tion is apt to vivifie fome of 
the Particles of the Mercury; 
for being very fmail and fub- 
tile, a fmail Fire has a great 
power over them. 

§ 3. Tilingius in Prod. Chy- 
mic. Chap. 3. Tit. 24. 
Pag. 899. gives us another 
Prefcript made with fimple 
red Precipitate, which is this. 
PC Simple, red Precipitate 
upon which afl'ufe Oyl of Tar- 
tar per deli qu non, as much ; 
digefi for one or two days, then 
edulcorate with fimple fair wa- 
ter , and calcine it a little with 
a very gentle fire : Lafily , af- 
fufe thereon Alcohol of S. V. de- 
flagrate and keep the Magiftery 
for ttfe. Dole a gr . iv. ad 
vij. 

§ 4. Here is to be noted, 
that for want of Salt of Tar- 
rar, you may do the work

with Sait of Pot-a flies, or a 
Lixivium thereof ; arid lome 
do it with a Lixivium of 
Quicklime. 

§ 5. The iirlt Water 
which is decanted off after 
precipitation, you may re* 
lerve as a Jewel, for it cures 
even to a Miracle all old 
Ulcers , running Sores, and 
inveterate Filtulas, only by 
walking them therewith, and 
laying aCloth wet therein up- 
on them ; and this it per- 
forms, though of never lo 
many years handing, with- 
out any ocher* Medicine for 
any pain or difeompofure. 

§ 6 . A man who had a 
foul filthy Ulcer upon his 
Leg, and been troubled with 
it for near 30 years, and could 
get no Remedy, but was de- 
clared by all hisChyrurgions 
to be pait cure, was herewith 
cured perfectly in Ids than a 
months time.’ And a Ser- 
ving-maid, who had been 
troubled with alike ftubborn 
Ulcer for about 1 2 years, I 
cured) only by walking here- 
with, and laying a Cloth wet 
therein over the Sore) in Ids 
than 6 weeks time. So that 
for fuch-Iike purpofes this 
Water is almoft above va- 
lue. 

§ 7. As ro the Precipitate 
itfelf, it works hrongly, and 
mult be given with caurion ; 

but 
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but therewith a wife man 
may cure the French Diteate 
with all its Symptoms. 

§ 8. If it be given in any 
great quantities, or often, it 
will certainly Flux* but that 
may be prevented, if the next 
day a Catharrick Dole be gi- 
ven, or it felf be firft mixt 
with a Catharrick Dofc, and 
then exhibited with Caution, 
that the Sick fhould beware 
of taking cold. 

§ 9. Mixt with Oynt 
mentsor Balfams, or Hogs- 
Lard,and outwardly applied, 
it cures Tetters, Ringworms, 
Itch, Scurf, Morphcw, or 
any other Breakings out, or 
deformities of the Skin ; and 
this it has done after all other 
things have failed and proved 
fruitle fs.

in like manner to drynefi; this 
Wort °f dijfelving, filtering , 
and di filling, continue till the 
Alum is truly freed from all its 
terrefreities,and its pure fub- 
flance wholly afiends in difl il- 
lation.

§ 2. Tiiis, fays he, is a won- 
derful Medicament againft 
Fevers, and a Remedy even 
for the quartan Ague it felf ;

for the Bloody Flux, and 
other Fluxes of the Bowels : 
Let it be given in fome ap- 
propriate Vehicle, fome hours 
before the Fit of the Ague : 
The Author advifes, in Aqua 
Nicotian a, or dfftilled Water 
of Indian Tobacco, provo- 
king Sweat withal, ifpofli- 
ble. 

§ 3. Charras his Aluminous 
Febrifuge is this : Burnt 

Alum q. v. fut it into a GlaP 
Cucurbit , which place in afand 
heat, and qffttfi thereon as 



much good Vinegar as is need- 
ful to dijfolve it i filter the 
dijfolution, and evaporate in 
the fame bath till a film cover 
the top of it, then fit it to cry - 
ft alii %e in a cool place, which 
fiparatc, dry, and keep for ufe. 

§ 4. Ic is given for the 
cure of Tertian Agues, a lit- 
tle before the Fir, d gr. xij. 
ad xx. in fome proper purg- 
ing Liquor. The Author had 
ic doubrlels by report, for he 
profelles to know nothing of 
# it by Experience: Yet this is 
certain, that it is cooling, and 
excreamty flyptick, and as 
fuch, ic may be eftccmed a 
good thing againtt Agues of 
ail forts, foralinuchas Expe- 
rience has confirmed to us, 
that flyptick Medicaments 
are the chief profligators of 
tbofe Difcafcs. 

§ 5. Le Febur makes it 
after this manner : Pure 

Bpcb-Alum %iij. calcine it in 
an unglafd earthen pot, in a 
moderate heat, till all the flegm 
is vanifhed away , then encreafe 
the fire by degrees, till the Pot 
and Alum grow red hot, which 
done, have in a readinefi in a

fluotti humidity to the confifien- 
cyofa Syrup , thenfetting the 
Veffel in a cool place for 4^5 
days, it will cryftali^e, which 
fcparate.dry , and keep for ufe . 

§ 6. Thefe Cryftals arq 
ludorifick, diuretick> and flo- 
matick, and therefore a good 
Remedy againft the Scurvy ; 
but their chief intention is for 
the care of Tertian Agues.be- 
ing given d gr. x. ad xx. 
in decoClion or Juice of Net- 
rle-roors, or Chervil well de- 
purated and mixed with a 
little Whitewine, a little be- 
fore the Fit : In other cafes it 
may be taken in like manner 
in the morning falling.

Bate.] - It is made of A lu- 
men Duke Iff fufed or melted 
Sale Ivj. being mixed together 
and reverberated, and ivafhcd 
with Water S . A. The Ver- 



mes arc the fame with thofe 
of the Alrtmen Du Ice, or Sugar 
of Alum. 

Salmon.] § 1. This is only 
Sugar of Alum, yet more 
purified and corrc&ed, by 
the fufed or melted Salt, which 
Salt is afterwards feparated 
from it by wathing, the Ar- 
canum Aluminis precipita- 
ting. 

§ 2. It is efteemed better 
than the A/umcn Dulce, and 
thought not inferiour to the 
ElTcnce of Chalybs or Iron, 
Loadftone, &c. and is given 
a gr. x. ad xx. in any proper 
aitringent Liquor. 

§ 3. It is (aid to perform 
all the Operations of a good 
Styptick,and is not only good 
againft Fevers and Agues, 
but alio flops all immoderate 
Fluxes of the Bowels, and 
Fluxes of Seed, Gonorrhoea's 
in Men, and Whites in Wo- 
men,or heat of Urine from a 
venereal caufe, the Pocky 
taint being firft taken off by 
forne proper and ipecifick 
Remedy, according as the 
Prudence of the Phyfician 
fliall direeft.

Loti, 
lib. 3. cap. 7. fed. 23. which 
is with red Precipitate and 
Spirit of Salt, which is from 



T hibaut. And in Sett. 27. 
following you have another 
Coralline Arcanum from 
Schroder , in rhefe or the like 
words. 1^ Fine Quickjiiver , 
r edified Spirit of Nitre, A.$iij. 
digeft till dijfolutton , draw off 
the Spirit in Sand, with a long - 
necl^d Gfafi ; to the Mercury 
left and ponder'd add as much 
frefij Spirit , viz. 5 iij. more , 
draw it off again , and repeat 
this with \iij. of frejh Spirit 
of Nitre the third time,(o will 
you have a fine corallated Mer- 
cury , which calcine with a gen- 
tle fire , and it will be fweet 
without any corrofion. 

§ 2. Now the difference 
between this Prefer ipr, and 
that of our Author is only 
this ; that whereas Schroder , 
or rather Hartman , prefer ibes 
but an equal quantity ofSpi- 
rit with the Mercury, and rhe 
operation to be three rimes 
repeated with the fame quan- 
tity of frelh Spirit. Our Au- 
thor preferibes a trebble 
quantity of Spirit at once, 
and the fame to be 3 times 
cohoba ted, which to me feems 
to make the Preparation the 
better by all theCohobariqns, 
though Lemcry leans to be of 
another opinion. He makes 
it thus. 

§ 3. I$£ Mercury rev bed 

from Cinnaber %viij . Spirit of 
Nitre Iviii . or ix. mix, and 
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dijjolve, put the d’JJolution in- 
to a Vial or Matraft with a 
fhsrt Neck , , Jet in Sand, and 
evaporate all the moifture with 
a gentle heat , until there re- 
mains a white X] aft >then quic- 
ken the Fire by little and lit- 
tle , to the third degree, and 
keep it in this condition till all 
th e matter is turned red , then 
take it off from the Fire , let it 
coo!, and breaks the ViaI,fo will 
you have %ix. of Precipitate. 
Some put this, red Precipitate 
into an earthen Pot, and pour 
upon itS. V. well rectified, then 
fire it, letting it burn till it 
is confitmed, and then adding 
more , and burning it off as be- 
fore : They repeat this Opera- 
tion of deflagration fix times, 
and call it Arcanum Coralli- 
num. 

§ 4. Now here is to be 
noted, that Lemery is of opi- 
nion, that the diltilling Spirit 
of Nitre three times off from 
rhe white Mals, or cohoba- 
ting of it, to the encreafe of 
its rednels, is of no ufe, and 
as I apprehend him, adds no- 
thing to the Vcrtue of the 
Medicine. 

§ 5. But that it reduces 
the Mafs into fmaller Parti- 
cles, is apparent ; for if $Hj. 
of Spirit of Nitre will reduce 
the Xlercury into Particles fo 
fine, lix. of Spirit, from rhe 
fame reafon, mull reduce it 



into Particles three times as 
fine. And this was the Opi- 
nion of Paracelfus ; and that 
the Particles at length might 
be made fo fine, as to become 
Oily, elfe in vaiv was the 
Engine of Joel Langelot made, 
for the grinding of Gold, 
thereby to reduce it into Oil, 
if the fmalnefsof rhe Particles 
added not fomething to that 
Reduction. 

§ 6. And if the reducing 
of the Mercury into fmall Par- 
tides accidentally add to rhe 
Venue of the Xlercury, by 
enlarging the furface thereof j 
if then by adding three times 
the quantity of Spirit, the 
Particles be made three times 
as fmall, it follows by parity 
of Reafon, that its Venues 
mult be three times as great. 

§ 7. The white Mafi which 
remains after the firft evapo- 
ration of the humidity, is a 
mixture of Mercury with a 
great many acid Spirits , for 
it weighs three ounces more 
than th e* crude Xlercury did ; 
and it is extreme corrofive 
and fiery, if applied to the 
Fiefh. 

§ 8. But according as it 
is calcin’d, to make it red, the 
Points of the Spirit of Nitre 
which caufed rhe conofion, 
do ftrike off, and fly into the 
Air ; whence it comes to 
pafs, that the more it is ca{- 
rin’d,

cin’d, the more we encreafe 
its rednels, and th£ more di- 
minilh irs weight, and the lefs 
it corrodes even in outward 
application. And therefore 
lome Chyrurgions obferving 
this, when they would make 
an Elchar quickly, chuie the 
Precipitate that is lefs red, or 
left red than ufual, the more 
red ieing lefs elcharotick. 

§ 9. Therefore being con- 
tinued for fome hours under 
the red Mafs, will caufe it to 
fublime, and yet ftili retain 
its red colour, but this [ulti- 
mate is not fo corrofive as the 
other ; from whence it ap- 
pears, that the Points or Acids 
of the Spirit of Salt are nccef- 
fary to make a fublimate very 
corroding. 

§ io. And the reafon why 
it will fublime, is, bccaule 
the Mercury being freed from 
many of the acid Spirits , 
which did fix it, has power 
to fublime with thofe that re- 
main ; but becaufe thole re- 
maining Spirits do a little 
clog it in its career or volati- 
lity, it commonly makes its 
ffation in the middle of the 
Vial. 

§ 11 . Le Mort makes it 
in all refpeds as Schroder or 
Hartman does, but after the 
difiolution andabttradion of 
the Spirit of Nitre, he affufes 
Spirit of Vinegar, fo much as

to overtop in 4 inches, di- 
geffs two days, after evapo- 
rates to dry nefs, then aflfules 
rartarized S. V. to overtop it 
3 inches, digefts and abltrads 
in Sand to drynefs, cohoba- 
ting the fame Spirit upon the 
Mercury, fo long till it ac- 
quires an acidity. Laffly, 
affufes frelh Spirit of Wine 
upon the mattered abllrad: 
again, fo have you an Arca- 
num Corallinum , which you 
may keep under the name of 
Aurum Horizontal is. 

§ li. It brings forth all 
noxious humors in the French 
Pox.Leprofie, Kings-EvifGfc. 
b ring given a gr. /. ad vj. It 
is a fpeciHck Purge in all ul- 
cerous AfFeds, or any vene- 
real Relique; and if pru- 
dently given with proper 
Catharricks , it cures the 
Dropfie, and all Difeafcs 
proceeding from cold glaffy 
Flegm and water)' Humors. 

§ 13. Marggrave makes it 
of crude Mercury, and but 
double the Spirit of Nirre, 
with one fingle diffolution 
and abftradion of the Spirit 
and calcination to rednefs, 
abftrading fevcral times from 
it the Alcohol of S. V. to re- 
move from it irs Acrimony. 

§ 14. Charras makes it 
thus : Qiiick-flver %iv. 

( revived from Cimiabcr) Spi- 
rit of Nitre Siv. put all into a 
Ma- 
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Matrafi, being firfi placed in a 
gentle Sand- he at the 5 being 
dijfolved, end in e the neck of 
the Matrafi a hide, and by cn- 
creafmg the fire , evaporate the 
Spirit 5 this repeat three times 
with equal quantities of Spirit 
of Nitre, and at lafi encreafe 
the fire, till the matter looks 
perfectly red , ponder it , ajfufe 
thereon the Left reds fie d S. V. 
a little to overtop it, then de- 
flagrate, and repeat the defla- 
gration fix times pouder it, 
and keep it for ufe. 

§ 1 5. He not only gives 
it againft all venereal Di- 
ftempers, but alio againft 
Droplies, Rheumatifms, and 
intermitting Agues, it purging 
univerfally bad Humors, 
chiefly Fiegtn, which it dif- 
lolves and carries off by the 
itioft commodious ways. 

§ 16. It is given in lorue 
Conlerve or Confe<fhon,from 
gr. uj. f faith hej ad gr. viij. 
or x. Ir is u(ed outwardly 
for the cure of old Ulcers, 
Filtula’s, (Sc. chiefly luch as 
are venereal ; and in Poma- 
tums, to take away all forts 
of Scabs, Leprofles, Scurf, 
Morphew, and other defeda- 
tions of the Skin. 

§ 17. I^e Febur takes to 
Mercury purified fiv. Spirit of 
Nitre %ivfl. diffolves in a gen- 
tle Afh-heat , in a floor t-nec kg 
Matrafi, and alftrafts the Spi- 



rit to drynefi \ and repeats this 
fame woi\ ludee more with 
frejh Spirit of Nitre %ivfl. each 
time (by which means the Par- 
ticles are made much finer than 
b an ) of the former Operati- 
ons) then pondering it finely m 
a Glafi Mortar, calcines it in 
a Crucible by degrees 01 an 
open fire, till it is red hot \ be- 
comes of a fine red cor affine co- 
lour, and injipid in tafte. * 
Lafily, being m fine pouder, 
deflagrates rectified S. V. from 
it jeven times, as is before 
taught.

/fwgzw, commonly called the 
Frankfort Pill ; which you 
may lee in our Pharm. Lond.

mors, Gouts, Sciatica’s Rheu- 
matifms, Kings-Evii, inter- 
mitting Fevers or Agues, 
feirrhus 
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icirrhus Tumors, whether in- 
ward in the Bowels, or out- 
ward in other parts of the 
Body ; it refolves Fluxions, 
and Catarrhs, and is good 
againft the malignity of the 
Plague. 

§ zo. Outwardly no Re- 
medy furpafles it in the cure 
of corrolive, or eating and 
malignant Ulcers $ it is good 
againit Itch, Scabs, Leprolie, 
and all irruptions of the skin 
if mixed in Pomatums Bj. 
of it to %j. of the Oyntment 
and fo the Pull'es in the 
Write, Feet, Fingers, and 
other parts be anointed there- 
with. 

§ 21. One rhing I 

have to remind you of here, 
which is, that being taken in- 
wardly, but 6, 8, or 1 o dofes, 
it is a Specifack in removing 
nottifrnal pains .which it lb ab- 
lolutely cures,that they never 
return any more from that 
occaGon. You may give 
it a gr. iij. ad v. or vj. mixt 
with Bj.of Cinnabcr of Anti- 
mony , or native Cinnaber in 
fine ponder, which being mixt 
with the Pap of an Apple , is to 
be /wallowed at night going to 
led , and repeated in like 
manner the next night, then 
intermitting 2, 3 or 4 nights, 
(as the flrengthof the Patient 
requires) to be in like man- 
ner repeated again for two 



other nights, and this courle 
to be followed till 8 or 10 
Doles are taken, at the end of 
which courle you may pro- 
bably (thro* God’s Bleifing) 
find your Patient perfectly 
well.

§ 23. Dofe^r. /. with Ex- 
tract of Treacle, and Pouder 
of Liquorice, enough to make 
it up into Pills. In every 
Dffcafe, after taking ir, the 
Sick may drink a draught of 
Wine, repeating the Dole if 
neceliity urge. Note, that 
the white iubftance of Gold 
remaining in the bottom of 
the Phioi, which is wont to be 
called fixed Silver, recovers 
its priftine colour, if precipi- 
tated

it in red Oil of Vitriol, till it

Gout by his Coralline Arca- 
num , he faith, Podagricuc pri- 
mo fleyie , perfect que per Ar- 
canum Corallinum purgandus 
eft. Per hoc fluxus podagrici 
tijqj ade'o expurgantur , wf /ocw 
i#/ werio amplius non detur :

Lihavius alfo denies ic to be 
his, becaufe the genuine Pre- 
paration is no where in any 
of his Writings ; therefore 
Hartman queftions whether 
Lihavius ever faw Paracelftus *s 
Key (which he lent in Wri- 
ting to a certain Friend, and 
us lain bid among fbme few, 
Cc as 
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as tfpecially with Heujerus , 
who lee forth Pardcqtfus his 
Works, and afterwards by 
Rfenantts it was in part divul- 
ged) or had yet read Geber 
Jc Foruacibus, or the Ninth 
Qiapterof the fame; or whe- 
ther he underllood how Mer- 
cury with Saltpeter is fubli- 
med, red, and fplendid. * 

§ 7. In this Preparation 
the crude Mercury ought to be 
purified, which is done with 
a Lixivium of Calx Vive, and 
Potafkes, 6 or 7 times repea- 
ted , and afterwards trajh'd 
with Salt and Vinegar Jo long, 
till it has a ccclcftial colour, jo 
will it be fit for full imatinn. 

§ 8. Or thus : Crude 

Mercury , put it into a long 
Glaft tin part cut cjf, put on it 
ti e heft S. V. jo much as to co- 
ver it 2 inches ; keep it well 
ft opt with your* 'Thumb , and 
(hake tie Gift between your 
hands very welly jo will the 
Mercurial blacknefi be Jepa- 
rated in the Spirit of Plane , 
and to the /ides of the Veffel ;

§ 9. The Saltpeter or Ni- 
tre mult be alfo dihgently 
purified, and feparared from 
all vulgar Salt, otherwife the 
Sublimate or Arcanum will 
be above mcafure corrofive. 
Now a Trial whether the 
Salt be duly feparated, is thus 
made: If the Nitre be put 
upon a red-hot Iron Plate, .and 
tt all burn up and fly away /ca- 
ving noftgn. of that rema mingy 
it is fine and pure, and fit for 
this W 0 )\, otherwife not :

§ 15. Hartman has ano- 
ther Arcanum Coralinum of 
his own, much of this kind, 
whichffays he)is more eafie to 
make, and more excellent 
than the former of Paracelfus, 
and it is thus : 1 ^ Salt (ex- 
tracted out of the Caput Mort, 
of AF. made of Vitriol and 
Nitre) 3 ay. and Mercury well 
purged lij.

§ 2. It is drawn forth 
with warm Water, becaule 
by realbn of the hear, it melts 
the Salt, and fo both more 
ea/ily and lboncr makes the 
Extraction. 

$ 3. Mynficht feems to be 
the Author hereof, and calls 
it Arcanum Duplicatum , but 
he calcines the elicited Sal, 
(being firtt ground in roPou- 
der on a Marble) in a Glati 
Cucurbic, well luted, by a 
good gradual encreafe of the 
Fire for 1 2 hours, fo that at 
length the bottom of the Cur 
curbit becomes red hot, which 
Work of poudering and cal- 
cining he repeats to the third 
time. 

§ 4. And from Mynjicbt 
Bylfincius adorned it, who 
makes the Calcination in a 
Glafs Retort, affirming Geor- 
gius Buff us to be the firtt In- 
ventor.

§ 5. Mynjicbt faith it is a 
Secret again tt Melancholy, 
Madnefs, alienation of the 



Mind, Fevers, Plague, and 
Epidemick Difeafcs ; and it 
works varioufly, by Sweat, 
Stool, and fometimes induces 
Sleep. 

§ 6 . Marggrave calls it 
Kit rum Vitriolatum , or Sal 
Ducis HolJatiiV , and prepares 
it only by a fimple folution and 
digeftion for 24 hours, then fil- 
tration, evaporation , ad curi- 
culam, or to drynefi by which 
you have a very white Salt en- 
clining to greennefs: This Salt 
he trell dries upon Paper in hot 
Sand , till it becomes hard and 
white, and fo bleeps it for ufe 
without anyfartlxr calcination , 
as the other Authors advife. 

§ 7. He afcribes alfo the 
fame Vertucs to it, and wichal 
fays, it is very acute and pe- 
netrating, conducing to the 
cure of acute Dilcafes, the 
Scurvy, and Hypocondriack 
Dittcmpers : It is to be given 
in Broth, in the morning fa- 
tting. 

§ 8. Schroder depurates the 
Salt by many Solutions and 
Coagulations , till it is white, 
then ponders it , and puts . it in- 
to a luted Cucurbit or Still , 
calcines and melts , and for t 1 ?e 
better melting , adds fome Sal 
Nitre , to make it melt the ea- 
fier , which m rk, he repeats four

§ 9. Others, to make it 
melt, inftead of Sal Nitre, 
take Sal Prunella: p. j. to the 
Salt of the Caput Mort. p. ij. 

§ 10 . Joel Langelot lays, 
he has proved it by a thoufand 
Expenence$,in Fevers, Agues, 
Melancholy, Stone, Scurvy, 
&c. And Schroder fays, he 
has often oblerv’d it to caufe 
Sleep chiefly in melancholy 
Pcrlons*, alto that it colt his 
Prince five hundred Dolavsor 
Crowns, and that they fpent 
fome pounds of it every day. 

§ ir. Some add to the 
Salt p. vij . Calx of Gold right- 
ly prepared p. j. then mixing 
and grinding them together 
upon a Crucible , keep the mix- 
ture as a great Treafure . 

§ 12. Le Feburc puts the 
Caput Mort, to digeft in boi- 
ling dijlilled Rain-water, and 
stirs it often the better to ex- 
tract the Salt; then filters and

§ 15 . Briefly^/*/* he, there 
is a certain hidden Myltery 
in it, whereof it is very diffi- 
cult to render any rea(on,un- 
lefs it be, that this Salt has re- 
ceived the Eradiations of the 
Anodyn Sulphur cf Vitriol, 
by the mighty power and 
force of the Fire, or diffident- 
ly opening the Gold, makes 
it yield and communicate its 
falutiferary Influences and 
Vertues, &c.

are to digeft them together

§ 2. In this Preparation, 
the/ the Spirit of Nitre opens 
both the bodies, and alio in 
fome meafnre unices them, 
yet that is but a parr of the 
work, for the body of the 
Mercury is alfo in a great 
mcafure fixed by the fub- 
itancc of the Jupiter, lo that it 
is noc lo apt to fiy upwards 
and cauic Salivations as other- 
wife, nor has it half the dan- 
gerous and pernicious conie- 
qucnces, which attends moft 
other Preparations of Mer- 
cury . 

§ 3. It is a great Secret in 
the cure of the J? ox, and all 
Jorrs of Pocky Symptoms, as 
alfo Lepro/ies, Ringworms, 
rebellious Herpes, Rheuma- 
tifms, Scurvy, G ?c. in any 
part of the Body. If it be 
given in a finall dofe, it po- 
werfully provokes Sweat, but 
if in a larger dofe, as 'tgr.viijj 
ad gr. xij. ad xvj. or xx. in 
very Itrong People it does 
Wonders in a Chore time. 

§ 4.1 am not awarethatl 
ever obferved it ro flux any 
one, but it powerfully pro- 
vokes Sweat, if given in 
a moderate dole, as 9 /?. or gr. 
xij . for fometimes it cures al- 
moft incurable Djfeafes, and 
that by an infenfible way. 
I deny not but it may cauic 
fpirting in fome, but *ti$ very 
rare, and what I never found 
Cc 4 by 
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by the ufe of the Medicine. 

§ 5. It is a Specifick a- 
gainit the Worms in Chil- 
dren, the King’s-Evil, though 
ot many years ltanding,Can- 
cers in Womens Breaiis, or 
elfewhere, and a confirmed 
Lcprofie. 

XVI IT. Arcanum Scriptorium, 
A Secret for Writing , or 
The Sympathetica! Ink. 

Bate.] It is made of the 
Salt of Saturn 5 j. diffolved in 
an ounce cf Water , for the 
Writing Liquor , and of Arfe- 
met^or Orpiment in ponder , 
mixed with Quicklime, A. J /}. 
digefied in Water \iv. for the 
oblineatory Liquor. 

Salmon.] § 1. The Procefs 
from Le Mort , who calls it 
Atramentum Sympatheticum. 
It is compofed, lays he, of 
two liquors the firft of which 
is thus made : Litharge 

of Gold y. Spirit of Vinegar 
yij. mix and boil a little , till 
tie Spirit of Vinegar grows 
Jweet , or has extracted the fait 
of the Lead , then let it be fi- 
tted, and kept for ufe . 

§ 2. The fecond Liquor 
is thus made: Aunpig- 

ment in fine ponder y. Calx 
Vive about yj. mix and boy l 
’em well together in a fufficient 
quantity of Water, till the Li- 
quor acquire a fubvirid colour , 



then filter , and keep it for 
ufe. 

§ 3. Whatfoever is writ- 
ten with the firit Liquor will 
not appear, unlefs the fecond 
be put to it, or over it, near it, 
for then the inapparent Wri- 
ting done with the lirit Li- 
quor appears black, yea, al- 
tho’ fome others Bodies be 
inter po fed between them ; as 
fuppofe it be a moderately 
thick Book, fothar the writ- 
ten Paper may be on the up- 
per part of the Book lying 
along, and another Paper 
moiltened with the latter Li- 
quor, be put on the under fide 
or the Book, and fo preft hard 
together for fome little time. 

§ 4. Lemeryhas it fome- 
what more expliriteJy, with 
the additions of a third Li- 
quor; firfi get an impregna- 
tion of Saturn with Spirit of 
Vinegar , or dijfolve fo much 
Saturn as a quantity of Wa- 
ter is able to receive. 

§ 5. Secondly, Bur* Cork, 
and quench it in Aqua-vita, 
then diffolve it in a fufficient 
quantity of Water , in which 
a little Gum-Aralick has been 
melted , in order to make an 
Ink. as black <* s common Ink : 
The Cork that wont diffolve 
and mix , fe par ate, and if the 
Ink be not black enough , add 
more burnt Cork > as be- 
fore . 



§ 6. 
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§ 6. Thirdly, Tal{eQt/ick ■ 
lime f/. Orpiment in fine pou- 
rfer mix them together, put 
the mixture into a Mat raft 
and pour upon it water %v. or 
vj-fo that it may be three in- 
ches above the pouder ; flop 
the Matrafl with Corl Wax , 
and a Bladder , and fit it in 
digefl ion in a gentle fund- heat 
for io or iz hours, fl:a kjng the 
Matrafi often ; then let it fit- 
tie, that the liquor may become 
clear , hhe common Water . 

§ 7. T be firft Experiment . 
Write with the hrft Liquor or 
Impregnation of Saturn on 
Paper, with a new Pen, and 
rake notice of the place 
where you wrote, and let it 
dry, then nothing at all will 
appear. Write upon the in- 
vifible Writing with the Ink 
made of burnt Cork, and let 
it dry, which will appear as 
if it had been done with com- 
mon Ink. Dip a little Cot- 
ten in the third or laft Li- 
quor, being firft filtred, or 
very clear, and rub the place 
you wrote upon with this 
Cotton, fo will that which 
before appeared, being writ- 
ten with the Cork-Ink, im- 
mediately difappear ; and 
that which was written with 
the Impregnation of Saturn, 
and not to be feen, will im- 
mediately appear, and be vi- 
able. 



§ 8. The ficond Experi- 
ment. Take a Book four in- 
ches in thicknels, or thicker if 
you pleafe, write on the firft 
leaf with the Impregnation 
of Saturn, or elfe lay a Paper 
which you have written in 
the fame place, then turn the 
other fide of rhe Book, and 
having obferved as near as 
may be, the oppofite place to 
your Writing, rub the laft 
leaf of the Book, or another 
Paper, with the third Liquor 
made of Quick-lime and Or- 
pimenr, which lay in the 
place of that laft leaf, and 
leave the Cotron on i he place, 
clap a folded Paper pretcntly 
upon it, and fhurting the 
Book quickly, ftrikeupon it 
with your Hand 4 or 5 good 
firokes, then turn the Book, 
and put it into a Prefs for 
half a quarter of an hour,take 
it out and open it, and you 
will find the place appear 
black, where you had wrote 
with the firft Liquor or Im- 
pregnation of Saturn : And 
the fame thing would be done, 
was the thicknefs of 2 or 3 
Ream of Paper between, pro- * 
vided they were in like man- 
ner preft, to hinder the eva- 
porating of the Spirits.

It is nude of Sol 
diffolved in A. and precipi- 
tated with Oyl of Tartar per 
deliq. then edulcorating and 
dryingyS. A. They u/ua/Jy 
give 3 or 4 grains thereof ro 
provoke Sweating. 

Salmon. ^ § 1 . Maets 

makes it in this proportion ; 
5 ^ Filings of fine Gold , p.j. 
A qua: F^egitc p. iij. or tv. dtf- 
folvc the Sol in a gentle fund - 
heat , to which diffolution affufe 
Oyl of Tartar per deliquium, 
drop by drop, till the ejferve- 
fccnce of the Salts Jhall ceafe. 
This is made a regeneration 
of Nitre, for the moft fubtile 
parts of the Nitre intimately 
mix themfelves with the Par- 
ticles of the Gold, in fuch 
iort, that if they be affe&ed 
with too great a heat, they 
break forth into a flame with 
a thundering noile. 

§ 2. Lcmcry makes it thus. 

Gold tn thin Plates or 
Ltavcsy q. v. put it into a 
Vial or Matrafi \ and affufe 
thereon gradatim, 3 or 4 times 
as much A. !{. digefi on warm 
Sand till the Gold is diffolved , 
or the A. !{. has fwallowcd up 
as much of the Sol as it can 
hold , which you may know by 



the ceafing of the Ebulition. 
Decant thefilution into a Glafi 
Vejfely and affufe thereon five or 
fix times as much common wa- 
ter, then drop into this mixture 
Gutatim , volatile Spirit of Sal 
Armoniack' or Oleum Tartars' 
per deliq. Jo will the Gold pre- 
cipitate. After a good wink 
fettling, that all the Gold may 
fall doum, decant off the Water 
by Inclination , wafh the Preci- 
pitate with warm Water, till 
it grows infiptd, and fodry it 
in a Paper at a gentle fireffe- 
caufe it n apt to take fire , and 
fly away with a noife and vio- 
lence like Thunder and Light- 
ning. 

§ 3. Now here is ro be no- 
ted that Plates or Leaves of 
Gold are ufed in this Opera- 
tion, that its diflolution may 
the more eafiiy be perfor- 
med : And you muft put on 
the A. R. gradatim, to avoic} 
the mighty cflerve/ccncy, 
which would poifibly drive 
it out of the Matrafs ; which 
effervefcency proceeds from 
the violent diviflon of the me- 
talline Particles, for when it 
finds no more Particles to 
work upon, having divided 
the body of the Gold into as 
many Atoms as ’tis poffible, 
the Ebulition ceafes, and the 
Sol remains in the A. R. im- 
perceptible to us, fo that the 
Water feems not to be chan- 
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ged from what it was before, 
it is fo perfectly clear and 
tranlparent, except that it has 
received a golden colour,and 
is become yellow. 

§ 4. This diflolurion of 
Gold isonly a fujpenfion of the 
Panicles of the Metal in the 
Water, made by the Points 
of* the A. R. for it is not 
enough, that, the A. R. does 
divide the Gold into (ubtile 
Particles, but it is farther re- 
queue that the laid points or 
edges fhould hold up the A - 
tom$, otherwife they would 
alwaies fall to the bottom in 
a Pouder, though never fo 
fubrile. 

§ 5. Thefe acid edges are 
bodies exceeding light, in 
com pari ton of the Particles of 
.Gold, and they have their fu- 
perficies more extended, con- 
ftquently rake up more room 
in the flegm, and this is that 
that holds them up, and makes 
them fwim ; for as a piece 
of Wood will fwim in Wa- 
ter, and a piece of Metal fink, 
yet if the Metal be fixton the 
Wood, or ful pended by it, 
they both will fwim toge- 
ther. 

§ 6. The Oyl of Tartar, or 
Spirit of S 'll Armoniacl^ uled 
in this Precipitation, contain 
each of them an alcalious Salt, 
which being mixed with A- 
dds, cau/es an immediate 



fermentation, in which the 
Parts of the A.R. which held 
up the Particles of the Gold, 
do grow weak, and fo weak, 
as to be able to hold them no 
longer ; by which means, 
through their own weight, 
they precipitate . 

§ 7. Now the reafon why 
the volatile Spirit of Sal Ar - 
moniack weakens the A. R. 
which is compounded of Sal 
Armoniacl is this ; The 
itrength of the A. R. not pro- 
ceeding fo much ftom the vo- 
latile part of the Sal Armo- 
niack , as from the Sea-falt , 
which in great plenty is mix- 
ed with it, and from which 
indeed the mighty force of 
the A. R. proceeds, it follows 
thatas the only Sea-falt which 
is a fixed Acid, can ftrengthen 
it, fo whatloever is opptfite to 
it, fuch as is a volatile Alcali, 
(and fuch is the volatile Spi- 
rit of Sal Arm.) mud in like 
manner weaken and deftroy 
it, by abforbing in fomemea- 
fure its acidity : And indeed, 
both Sca-falts and Sal Gem 
may either of them be indif- 
ferently fubftituted in . the 
place of Sal Armoniacl ^ for 
making Aqua Rpgis , as I may 
ellewhere obferve and de- 
monltrare. 

§ 8. From what has been 
faid it appears , that this Ope- 
ration is only Particles of 
Gold, 
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Gold, impregnated with acid 
Spirits, which caufes it, when 
fee over the Fire, to give fuch 
a loud or thundering crack. 

§ 9. And it is alfo obfer- 
vable from the precifc weigh 
ing the Gold, that from Ziij, 
of tine Gold, you will have 
liv. of Aurnm Fulminant , 
when well dryed. 

5 10. Now the rcafon 
why the diffolvent quits the 
Body it diflolved and held 
up, is the adding fome Body 
which by its motion and fi- 
gure is able to engage the 
Acids, fo much as to break 
them, whereby the Particles 
of Gold being at liberty, 
through their own weight 
they lubfide ; and this is done 
through any alcalious Salt : 
And luch are Oyl of Tartar. 
and volatile Spirit of Sal Ar- 
moniacl^, which being very 
active Salts in their kind, and 
finding Bodies at reft, pre- 
fently move them, and by a 
quick and rapid motion 
lhake them fo violently, as to 
break the Points by which the 
metalline Panicles were lu- 
f pended ; which fragments 
of Points being thus difenga- 
ged from the Gold, ad now 
upon the alcalious Salt , pier- 
cing and dividing their Par- 
ticles afunder , which arc 
much more foluble in rfieir 
nature than the Gold ; and 



from hence proceeds this new 
Ebulition, &c. 

§ 11. By this means the 
remaining A. R. is rendered 
uncapable of dillolving any 
more Gold, becaufe it has no 
more power left of making a 
penetrarion: And the precipi- 
tated Gold is impregnated 
with lome parts of the DilTol- 
venr, for that the fharpejl part 
of thefe points remain within 
the Particles of the Precipi- 
tate, in which they are fo 
clolely lock’d up, that though 
it be leveral times wafhed in 
warm Water, they cannot 
poflibly bedifengaged from 
their hold. 

§ 12. And this is plainly 
apparent, when put upon the 
fire, from the great detona- 
tion or noife which is made, 
which can proceed from no- 
thing elfe but the enclofed 
Spirits, which violently break 
the moft compad body of 
Gold, to get fpeedily out, 
when they are forc’d to it by 
the vertue of Fire. 

§ 1 3. This Aurnm Fulmi- 
nant has a force valtly ftron- 
than Gunpoudcr , vi%. as 
f. to 200. for s j. of this Ful- 
minant Gold put into a Silver 
Spoon or Ladle, and held 
over the Fire, will give a lou- 
der bounce than 3 200 or 
*xxv. of the finejl and heft 
Guy? ponder. 
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§ 14. But from this Vio- 
lence no Fear need to arife ; 
as to the taking of it inward- 
ly, cho* much heated by the 
Stomach, for the humidities 
thereof mixing with it, hin- 
der it from making fuch a 
thundering noife , as when fet 
over the Fire in a Spoon j 
for fo much the more moi- 
lture^ comes to it, fo much the 
lefs noile it docs make. 

§ 1 5. This Medicine cau- 
fes Sweat, and drives out 
malign and peftilential Hu- 
mors by tranfpiration, and 
may be given in the Small 
Pox d gr. ij . ad vj. in Con- 
ferve of Roles, or Electuary , 
or fome proper Syrup : It 
/tops Vomiting, and mode- 
rates the activity of Mercury ; 
and fome Authors think it to 
be the belt Medicine in the 
World to expel Mercury out 
of the Body by Sweat, when 
it has been given by unskil- 
ful Hands : And as Gold re- 
press the violence of Mer- 
cury , becaufe it does amalga- 
mate with ir> fo Aurum Fill - 
minans does it much better ; 
for being volatile, it is more 
ealily carried through all the 
Body, and fails not to find 
our the Mercury , where-ever 
it lies. 

§ 1 6. And as taken in- 
wardly it caufes Sweat, be- 
caufe the heat of the Body 



volatilizes it, and forces it 
through the Pores ; lb alfo,if 
the Pores are very open, it 
will only caufe an inienfible 
tranfpiration , for from the 
clolenefs of the Pores, it re- 
mains a longer time before 
it can pals through, whereby 
the vaporous humidity which 
accompanies it condenfes up- 
on the Skin, and is that which 
we call Sweat. 

§ 17. That the Gold and 
Spirit of Nitre, jointly toge- 
ther, caufes this Operation, is 
almoft manifeltly apparent , 
for ’tis very probable that 
thefe Spirits do carry with 
them fome parts of the Gold, 
with which they are fo inti- 
mately mixed ; and being 
thus armed (as it werej with 
the Particles of the Gold, it is 
made the more powerful, to 
conquer and overcome what 
foall oppofe in its PalTage,than 
if it w ere lingly given of it 
felf. 

§ 18. Chary as fays it muft 
not be vvalhed above once or 
twice, if you intend to pre- 
ferve the Purgative faculty, 
which the Salts impart to it : 
It is, fays he , very diaphore- 
tick, and may be given a g r . 
iij . ad vj. in fome Conferve 
or Confection. 

§ 19. The violent and 
wonderful effects of this Au - 
rum Fulminant ought to o- 
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blige the Artift to great cir- 
cumlpcdlion in the drying of 
it, as alio in the keeping and 
giving of it. ’Tis true alio, 
that its fulminating or thun- 
dering force may eafily be 
obrunded, by moiftening it 
with Spirit of Vitriol , Salt, or 
Sulphur, before it be wholly 
dryed, becaufe thole Acids 
joyning themfelves to the Par- 
ticles of the other Acids, 
which were intimately mix- 
ed with the Precipitate of 
Gold, break the Union , and 
hinder the violence which 
they would exert in taking 
fire. 

§ 2o. By this means you 
may afterwards dry this Pre- 
cipitate over the fire without 
any danger, yea, and make 
it red hot in a Crucible, or 
melt it without fear of any 
fulmination ; but then it 
would be a queftion whether 
it would be fo efficacious to 
the purpofes intended, as it 
was before ; and therefore, 
in my opinion, it is better to 
have it according to its ge- 
nuine proportion, though it 
cofts more care and circum- 
fpedlion in the performance 
thereof.

V. S.A. It is laid 
to excel, and is preferred be- 
fore all other kinds of Ca- 
tbarticks ; it kills Worms, 
cures the French Pox, and 
overcomes the Spotted Fever, 
Plague, Quartan Agues, £S?c. 
Dole dgr. Hj . ad vj. vel viij . 
in Sugar of Roles, or in the 
yolk of an Egg, or in Broth, 
or in Pills, more efpecially if 
mix’d with Scammony, and 
moiltened with burnt Aqua 
Vita:. 

Salmon.] § i. We have gi- 
ven you feveral Preparations 
of this Medicament , from 
divers Authors, as from Bo- 
vins, Hartman, and Scnncrtus, 
all which you may fee in our 
Pharmacop. Londinenfisjib. 3. 
caf.T./ea. 37, 38, 39. but 
this of our Author differs 
from them all, as we lhall 
anon (hew. 

§ 2. Others makes it thus: 
$£ Fine Gold in Filings or 
Leaves 
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Leaves $ij. Aqua l{egis %viij . 
mix and diffolve , peeping the 
dijfolution in a hot place : Take 
alfo crude Quickrfilver wed 
clean fed $xij. common A. F. 
tbij. lx xiv. mix and dijfolve; 
mix the Solutions together, and 
in a little time all will appear 
very blacl ^ ; by an Alembicl^in 
Sand diftil it with a gentle 
heat , encreafmg the fire gra- 
dttally , till what is in the hot - 
torn begins to be red, and the 
Spirits are feen to evaporate, 
afterwards enc v eafe the heat , 
that the Cucurbit in the bot- 
tom may be very hot ; this 
done , take it out , and if any 
thing fh all be fnb limed, take it 
alfo and mix with the other , 
put all into a Crucible, and cal- 
cine it till the Spirits be well 
feparated, fiirringit with an 
iron Hod, then edulcorate it by 
wafhing it in warm Water , 
and draw off from it reHified

§ 3. This of our Author 
is thus to be done : The Gold 
5 /)*. is to be dijfolved in the 
A. R. I iv. deferibed in the 
afore-cited Chapter , ft}. 27. 
Thefe two Solutions you are to 
mix together , and perfefl the 
Precipitate by dift illation, cal- 
cination, ablution, and accenji-' 
cn ofS . V. as th: Prefcript di- 
rects. 



§ 4. The difference of all 
thefe five Prefcripts has rela- 
tion either as to the manner of 
making, or to the Proportions : 
As to the manner of making, 
Bovins, Hartman, Bate, and 
the Prefcript aforegoing,agvee , 
in diffolving the Gold and 
Mercury apart : Sennertus 

alone makes lirft an Ama/ga - 
m.t, and then dillolves it in 
A. F. As to the Proportions, 
they ail differ ; Bovius has 
p. j. of So! to p. iv. of Mer- 
cury ; Tilingius and the Pre- 
fcript we have here infer ted, 
has 1 of Gold to 6 of Mer- 
cury ; Bate, our Author, has 
1 of Gold to 8 of Mercury ; 
Sennertus has 1 of Gold to 1 o 
of Mercury,* JaftJy, Crollim 
and Hartman have one of 
Gold to ix of Mercury. 

§ 5. Without doubt, as it 
lias the fuffrage of the grea- 
ter number, to dilfblve each 
Metal apart by it felf, fo it 
feems to be the more natural 
way , notwithftanding the 
inaallnefs of the Particles, 
which fomc think the Mer- 
cury by amalgamation reduces 
the Gold to, the A. F. only 
atfling upon the Mercury in 
this Preparation, and not up- 
on the Gold at all ; whereas 
in the other Preparations the 
Gold receives a lingular vola- 
tility and opennefs from the 
A. R. as upon occafion I am 
able 
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able to demonftrate, and has 
iuch a union with fome parts 
of the Armoniack Salt, as can 
fcarcely ever be feparated 
from it again, without lofs of 
fome pans of the Gold. 

§ 6. As to the proportions, 
if it be made after Sennertus's 
way, the longer proportions 
^ are the better ; but in the 
other methods, that in a mean 
between 4 and 1 z, is in my 
judgment to be chofen,which f 
is the proportion aligned by I 
our Author ; for if you amal- 
gamate, the more the Mer- 
cury is in quantity, the more 
minute Particles it reduces 
the Body of the Gold into ; 
but if you diflolve apart in 
Strong- waters, you do two 
things at once, in fome mea 
fure volatilize the Gold, and 
make more fixt the Mercury , 
by a unition of dilToIved Par- 
ticles in their Menfiruums , 
and a gentle fixation toge- 
ther in a calcinatory heat. 

§ 7. The Vertues of this 
Medicine are many ' and 
great, ("take which Prepara- 
tion you pleafe) it eafily, 
fafely, and fpeedily roots out 
any old, malign, rebellious, 
or deplorable Difeafc ; it 
cures the French Pox, with 
all its fymptoms, to a won- 
der, kills Worms in old or 
young, cures the King’s-Evil, 
Dropfie, Gout, Sciatica, Le-

Salmon.] § 1 Some make 
the mixture with Flowers of 
Sulphur, and crude Mercury, 
ana. But a lare Writer will 
have it to be Flowers of Sul- 
phur 5 vj, crude Quickcfilver %j 
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to be only mixed together in a 
Mortar , by grinding till the 
Quick^Jilver difaff ears, and is 
reduc'd into a fubtile brown 
pouder, which grows very black. 
This thus made, and in this 
proportion, he gives agr.xxv. 
ad xxx. Morning and Eve- 
ning (gently purging the Bo- 
dy the fourth day) to kill 
Worms, for which *ris doubt- 
ids a good Medicine. 

§ 2. But that it may be 
alwaies given lately, without 
danger of fluxing or faliva- 
ling, I dare not affirm ; for 
my felf, who have tiled it 
above this twenty years with 
extraordinary fuccefs, ( pre- 
pared only by grinding toge- 
ther) altho’ I often ufed it 
without any fear of Salivati- 
on, yet fometimes, contrary 
to my expedition, it would 
raife a gentle Flux or Spit- 
ting. 

§ 3. My ufual proportion 
was this : Crude Quick? 

fiber. Flowers of Sulphur, ana. 
mix them together by grinding 
in an Iron or Marble Mortar , 
till the Mercury diftf fears, and 
becomes with the Sulphur an 
impalpable Ponder, as black as 
Jet, which by much rubbing in 
this Mortar it will eafily be 
made. 

§ 4. The firft Light I had 
for making this Medicine, l 
received from the Learned 



Bar bet, by reading of his 
Clyrurgery, and lbme little 
hint I gave of fuch a like Me- 
dicine (made of Sulphur and 
Mercury by grinding,) about 
ten years fince in my Doron. 
Med 1 cum, lib. 2. cap. 21. 
fcH. 16. printed anno 1683. 

§ 5. And this Medicine 
made of the two Ingredients 
in equal proportion, I have 
all along uled, and do fill, 
not efteeming it much infe- 
riour to many other Prepara- 
tions of Mercury, much more 
famed than it ; but where I 
meet with fluxile and tender 
Bodies , and where the Hu- 
mors are apt to be put into 
motion, I alwaies rake the 
Proportions of our Author, 
but compleat it without de- 
flagration, thus : Flowers 

of Sulphur lij. crude Quick? 
fiber §/. mix by grinding in 
an Iron or Marble Mortar, till 
the Mercury di faff ears, and 
with tlx Sulphur becomes an 
impalpable ponder of a deep 
black, colour. 

§ 6. The Medicine made 
according to this laft Fre- 
feript, 1 take to be very fafe, 
and have given it often with 
all the defired effeds imagi- 
nable ; nor do I remember 
that it ever produced a Sali- 
vation, or any thing like ir, 
in any perlon I ever gave it 
to, whether old or young. 

Dd § 7. 
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§ 7. If you iliall yet fcru- 
ple to ufe this mean Prepara- 
tion, but rather make choice 
ot that of our Author, made 
by deflagration, you have 
your liberty, and may do it, 
but for my parr, I (hall al- 
waies ufe that made by Am- 
ple grinding, 

§ 8. That with double 
quantity of Sulphur I give 
a Bj. ad Bij. but that with 
equal quantities d Bj. ad 3fi. 
and according as the Patient 
is Itrong, and able to bear 
Medicines : The Dofcs of 
each may yet be cncreafed to 
9/1 more, but this is to be li- 
mit ted and directed accor- 
ding to the Prudence of the 
Phylician. 

§ 9. Befides the killing of 
Worms in Children, and ci- 
der perfons alfo, it is an ex- 
cellent Remedy againft the 
Trench Difeafe, and all its 
Attendants, cures Pocky Scabs, 
Ulcers, Impetigo, Serpigo, 
and other defedations of the 
Skin , proceeding from a 
Pocky Venom : It is a Ifb 
good againft Nodes, Gums, 
Tophs, Nocturnal Pains, and 
the like ; for being taken in- 
wardly, fconftantly for feme 
time) in fome proper Con- 
ferve or Bolus, it gives relief 
almoft like Opium, and makes 
that Herd of Symptoms va- 
nirtij as if it was done by 



Enchantment. It is excel- 
lent againft the Scurvy, pre- 
vails againft the Gour, and 
all tartarous Difeaies through 
the whole Body, and per- 
fectly cures a Rheumatilm. 

§ lo. Where note, that 
fudi as cannot rake it in a 
Bolus, may make it up into 
a Pill or Pills, with the Pap 
of an Apple, or a little Cy 
prefly or Chid Turpentine , 
which may be taken as be- 
fore directed. 

XXII. Antifebrile Concha- 
rum ; The Antifcbritick 
ofMufclc-fliells. 

Bate.] 1)1 Mufcle-JheHs, 
ajfufe thereon Vinegar, and 
macerate them 24 hours , then 
tvafh away the external Mucus 
and dry them, after which re- 
duce them into ponder , often 
Jprinkjing in , in the time of 
pondering, a fpoonful of Car - 
duu$-water,by which means the 
mere fubtile ponder will be re- 
tained , then dry and keep it for 
ufe . Dofcs;. it is a noble 
Febrifuge , and provokes 
Sweat powerfully. 

Salmon.] §1. It is an 
Antifcbritick, like thofe pre- 
pared from Pearls, Oiiter- 
flidls, Crabs Claws, Crabs- 
Eyes, and luch-like, and may 
be given in the fame manner, 
and to all the fame purpofes 
which 
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which thole Preparations are 
given for. 

§ 2. It is a notable fixt 
Alcali> and abiorbs Acids ad- 
mirably, destroying the Root 
of all inch Difeafes, which 
proceed from acid Humors ; 
and therefore lince it is belie- 
ved that Fevers proceed from 
Acidities, it is very probable, 
that atfaulcing them in their 
Root, it may lo undermine 
them, as by degrees, and at 
length, totally to overcome 
and extirpate them. 

§ 3. This Operation, ’tis 
probable, may be molt per- 
spicuous in the beginning of 
Fevers, and while they have 
been of no long Handing, fo 
as that the whole mats of 
Blood and Humors are not 
yet infedled ; but then you 
muft have recourfe to {Wron- 
ger Remedies, vi%. to vola- 
tile AJcalies, and fuch as by 
the liability of their Pans, 
and volatility of their Efflu- 
vium$,areable to pervade the 
whole Human Frame, and 
undo them not only in their 
Root, but in their very Ef- 
fence and Exigence ; of 
which kind are volatile Spi- 
rit cf Sal Armoniac^y Horns,

Bare.] It is made cf Re- 
gulus of Antimony, of Mars 
and Lnghfh Tin, ana. mel- 
ting and detonating them 
with a treble quantity cf Sal 
Nitre , and edulcorating with 
IVater , S. A . Dofe gr. vj\ 
ad xx. in the Pox, Dropfie, 
Scurvy , Conlum ption. 

Salmon . ] § i . This of 
equal Proportions of the Re- 
gulus of Antimony and Tin, 
agrees with Maetis firft 
way, where he makes the 
Detonation and Calcination 
with but a half part of puri- 
fied Nitre. 

§ 2. His fecond way is 
thus : §£ fiegulus of Antimo- 
ny Ixij. Englijh Tin | vj. melt 
them together, and being cold, 
reduce them into a fine pon- 
der, to the which add an equal 
weight of pure Sal Nitre , viz. 
fxviij . beat and mingle them 
well together, and make the de-

It is given in the beginning 



of a Hedtick, and in Obttru- 
dtions of the Womb ; in each 
Body it operates according 
to the habit and dilpofition. 

§ 5. Methcdus Exhibendi. 
Firlt begin with four or five 
grains, and encreafe the dofe 
gradually, till it begins to 
nauleate the Stomach, then 
diminith that larger dole a 
little, and proceed in the ufe 
of it in that proportion for 
leveral days.

lor a Dole. Its ufe is to pu- 
rifie the Blood in Cachexies, 
Droplies, the Scurvy, French 
Pox, (3 c . 

Salmon ] § i. Having 

pondered and mixt the Ingre- 
dients well together , and ha- 
ving a Crucible heat red-hot in 
the Coals , in a readme fi cafi 
into it a Jpoonful of the mix- 
ture^ which will prcfcntlymake 
a thundering noifi ; which be- 
ing done , cafi in another Jpoon - 
ful , and this continue till the 
whole quantity of your Ponder 
is done j then make a great 
fire about it fir about z hours , 
after which cafi the white 
matter into an earthen Pan , 
almoft full of fair Water , 
where leave it for 12, 14, or 
1 6 hours , that the Nitre may 
dijfolve tn the Water , which

§ 4. This Medicament is 
ludorifick, refills -Malignity 
and Poylon, and therefore is 
laid to be good againlt the 
Meades, Small Pox, Spotted 
Fever, Plague, and all other 
malign Contagions, andpclli- 
Jential Diftempers. Dole 
dgr. io ad 30. and by a gra- 
dual encreale to 3/. in to me 
ipecifick or appropriate Li- 
quor. 

§ 5, It is ordered to be 5 
or 6 times waflied, butlhould 
the Lotions be never (b ma- 
nifold, they could never waih 
away all the Salt which had 
j.oyned it felf to the Antimo- 
ny , for each Particle of Anti- 
mony is fo dofely united to 
as many Particles of fixt Ni- 
tre, that they can never be 
feparated therefrom, without 
recourfe to lbme redudive 
Salt, which is the rcafon that 
this Preparation is (aid to 
be not at all vomitive, but on- 
ly ludorifick, tho’ in my opi- 
nion this latter Effed is not 
very lenfibly apparent ,* but 
all Authors affirm it, and fo 
we fubmit : And pofiibly 
Dd 3 fcir> 
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fome of its Sulphur may be 
fepa raced by the heat of the 
Body, which nor being ftrong 
enough to be emetick, may 
have a force by Tranfpira- 
tion, either fcridble or infen- 
fible,asthe Pores of the Body 
may be more or lefs open. 

§ 6. Some will have this 
Antim. Diaphoreticum to be a 
fixt A; ca!i, like Pearl, Coral, 
calcin’d Hartshorn, Chalk, 
Crabs- eyes, G?c. and fo like 
them, to abforb fharp and 
acid Humors, which are the 
Caufes of many Difeafes 
But in this doubtlcfs they are 
miftaken, for put any Acid 
upon ir, it will never diflolve 
at all, nor abforb the Acid, 
though after a long Infufion, 
but let ir remain as ftrong as 
ever ; which is a demonftra- 
tion ftrong enough, that it is 
no Alcali. 

§ 7. It may be queried, 
why a treble quantity of Nitre 
being mi xt^ will not make fo 
qrcat a detonation , as if it was 
mixt in equal quantities with 
the Antimony ? But this isea- 
fily anfwercd ; for that there 
is too lirrle Sulphur in the 
Antimony, for fuch a great 
proportion of Nitre, and that 
fome parts of the Sulphur of 
the Antimony remain unatftive 
in the fixt Nitre , which ad- 
mits not of ftagration, the 



burning, but according to the 
proportion of Sulphur with 
which it is mixt. 

§ 8. There is another Pre- 
paration of this Medicament 
in our Pharm. Loud. lib. 3. 
cap. 8. fe&. 57. with double 
Nitre , and a treble Calcina- 
tion t, and that either with 
crude Anthmny , or w ith its 
[{egiilus ; which fee in the 
place cited. 

§9. Macts takes firR: equal 
parts of crude Antimony and 
Nitre, and therewith maizes a 
Crocus Met all or nm ; this Cro- 
ats , in fine pouder, he again 
mixes with an equal quanti- 
ty of pure Nitre , and calcines 
as before , by which repeated 
calcination , fays he , the Sul- 
phur and volatile Salts cf the 
Antimony are made to fiy 9 
whereby the remaining Calx of 
the Antimony becomes totally 
deprived of its Emoticl 1 and 
Cathartic 4 Properties. After

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ponder, and make the detonati- 
on as before dircfted, keep it in 
the fire for half an hour , but fo 
as it may not flow or melt , then 
cafi it into a Pot almoft full 
of tv arm Rgin- water fo will the 
Salts upon the Spot be diffol- 
ved, which with the fuperna- 
ting Water are to be poured off, 
and new or freflo Water is to

§ n It ought not to be 
too long detained in the Fire, 
becaufe the longer it is cal- 
cin'd, ft is not made the bet- 



ter, but rhe worfe, for then 
the Nitre will degenerate in- 
to an alcalious nature, and the 
Antimony be apt to a fufion, 
from the fufion and coalition 
of which, fbme reguline Par- 
ticles will be formed, which 
will caufe a revivification of 
the emetic k Property of the 
Antimony , which in this Pre- 
paration we ought by all 
means to avoid. 

§ 15. The more pure the 
Mineral of the Antimony is, 
the purer and whiter will be 
the Antjmonium Diaphoretic 
cum ; from whence it is, that 
that which is made of rhe 
Bcgulus is judged to be better 
than that which is made of 
the crude Antimony. 

§ 16. Le Feburc rakes to 
pure crude Antimony p. j. mofh 
pure Nitre p. ij : mixes them in 
fubtile Pouder, and deton it es 
in a red-hot Crucible , as before 
directed ; by which Operation 
( lays hej the Nitre docs forci- 
bly carry away and expel the 
impure Sulphur of the Anti- 
mony , and its Mercury is di- 
gefied, ripened , and forced by 
the property of the fixt Salt of 
Nitre> and the a ft ion of the 
Fire : Being thus once calci- 
cined , he adds another like 
quantity of pure Nitre , to what

keeps it one or two hours, which 
paft, letting the Crucible cool* 
and freeing it from all the 
filth hanging to it, he puts it 
into a Pot full of boiling Wa- 
ter, which dijTolves tlw whole 
mafi, from which he feparates 
the Antimony Duphoreticum, 
as is taught at § 1 n aforego- 
ing, then dries it, and beeps it 
for ufe. 

§ 17. The decanted clear 
Water containing rhe fixed 
Sait of Nitre, which is im- 
pregnated with the internal 
Sulphur of Antimony , and is 
of a penetrating and igneous 
nature (but not corrofive) 
is a cruly-fixt and Solar 
Sulphur, well conceded and 
digeited by the adion of the 
Fire and Nitre. This Wa- 
ter, 1 lay, containing a Salt 
impregnated with fuch a Sul- 
phur, tho 5 it appears clear, 
has a weight and foJid fub- 
ftance in it, which with Spi- 
rit of Vinegar may be preci- 
pitated, (the Water turning 
whitens Milk, and of a plea- 
fing acid imeJi ) 



§ 18. This Precipitate, 
which is called Cerufie of An- 
timony alfo, is a Diaphoretic k 
proceeding from the fixed in- 
ternal Sulphur now mentio- 
ned, (Dole a gr.iij . ad xx.J 
whereas the Sulphur Auratum 
precipitated with tfie like 
Spirit of Vinegar, has a very 
unpleafing fine!!, becaufe it 
is nothing elfe but the exter- 
nal, impure, and volatile Sul- 
phur, which rhe Salt had 
drawn to its felf, not being 
able to force it away, or fix 
it, the parrs in the Nitre and 
Antimony to make the Crocus 
MetaBorum being equal j 
whereas in rhis Preparation 
there is three parts of Nitre 
to one of Antimony, which 
does perfed the maturation 
and fixation of the remaining 
crude and indigefted Sul- 
phur. 

§ 1 9. And it is this Au- 
thor s opinion, that whatever 
muft fix a volatile fubftance 
ought to be in triple pro- 
portion to what is to be fix- 
ed ; and conrrariwife, vvfcac 
is to be volatilized, mu ft in 
the fame proportion be lefs 
than that which is to volati- 
lize it, and fomccimes the 
proportion is to be quadru- 
plicated, as 3 iij. or Hi/, of 
Spirit to volatilize of Salt, 
and 3 iij. or iiij. of Sale to fix 
f/.of Spirit, '( 3 c. 

§ 2o,. 
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§ 20. This Diaphoretic^ 
Afitimony, faith be Febure , is 
faid to be. fixed only compa- 
ratively to other Antimonial 
I^emedie j, which are violent- 
ly Cathartic^ or Emetic k , 
this being fudorifick by an 
irradiation of vertueand effi- 
cacy, ftrengrhening the inter- 
nal Archxuis, which is the 
principal diredor of all the 
functions of Life , both in 
Health and Sicknefs , for 
which caufe its ule muft be 
continued, without irruption, 
for the fpace of 40 days, fince 
in that time it is able ro alter 
and change the habit of the 
whole humane frame j for the 
better. 

§21. It refills Corruption, 
redifies the whole mafs of 
Blood, and is capable to open 
the moll inveterate Obftru- 
dionsof the Liver, Spleen, 
Lungs, Pancreas, Mefentery, 
and "all the other Vtfcera , 
provokes the Terms, cures 
the Greenficknefs, Dropfie, 
Hypochondriacal Melancho- 
ly, Pox with all its fym- 
ptoms, cleanfes and heals in- 
ward and outward Ulcers, 
and is fingular againft all 
forts of malign and peftilcn- 
tial Fevers, of what kind fo- 
ever, as Mealies, Small Pox, 
Spotted Fever, and the very 
Plague it felf, as afore- 
faid.' * 



§ 22 . Uglfincius Art.Chym. 
lib . 5. feft. 7. cap . 2. agrees 
in the manner of the Prepa- 
ration with Le More and 
others,, as alfo in the triple 
proportion of the Nitre to the 
Antimony , but faith, that tlx 
decanted clear Water being 
evaporated , the one half is an 
egregious Anodyn 5 and tlx 
evaporation being continued to 
a juft degree , it will in a cool 
Cellar J hoot into Cryfials, which 
he calls Nitrum Anodynum, 
hit Schroder, Lapis Prunellas 
Antimonialis. This, fays Jty/- 
fincitiSy is impregnated with 
many Atoms of the firft Ens 
of Metalsy cools the Blood , 
and as a Gargle, helps the 
Inflamation of the Fauces and 
the Quinfey, prevails againft 
the Pleurifie, expels Urine, 
gently loofens the Belly, and 
difculles ferous Humors by 
Sweat, and is given in fub- 
ftance adgr. vj. 

§ 2 3 .CharrasM^ equal yuan- 
titles in fine pouderywhich gra- 
dually he putsinto a red-hot Cru- 
cible ( in the midjl of the Fire- 
place of a Wind-fornace) fitted 
with a Cover, into which putting 
it by fpoonfuls ; after eacb jpcon- 
ful he covers the Crucible at 
the fame time y leaving the Pon- 
der to fulminate , and thus con- 
tinues tlx calcination till all 
the mafi is gone , adding after - 
r, b degrees , the two other 
parts 
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ftrts of the Nitre, ftirring it 
each time with a long Iron 
Spatula, and keeping a good 
fire for two or three hours , or 
till the Antimony and Nitre 
have loft their fluidity , and are 
reduced in the Crucible to a 
white and folid map, after 
which he pcrfeHs the Prepara- 
tion according to the Method of 
Le Morr, at § 1 1, aforegoing ; 
yet flops not there , hut puts it 
into a Crucible, and holds it 
over the fire for two or three 
hours , after which he burns off 
from tt g'cd S. V. and then keeps 
it cleft ft opt for ufe. 

§ 24. From what has been 
fa id, ic appears, that moft 
Authors agree to three parts 
of Nitre to one of Antimony , 
only fome would have all the 
Nitre mixt at once with the 
Antimony , others but two 
parrs at firft, others but one 
part, adding the other one or 
two parts luctieffively to the 
Mafs. Now ’tis true, the 
event of all thefe various Pro- 
portions differs not much, 
provided the triple quantity 
of Nitre be ufed ; yet Charras 
thinks it much better to mix 
but a third part at firft, which 
will make a fulmination vio- 
lent enough to raife the grofi 
Sulphur of the Antimony , tho* 
not able to diflipatethe vola- 
tile parts, and then to add 
afterwards by degrees the 



other two parrs of the Nitre, 
which tho* they caufe no 
more fulmination, yet will 
confume the reft of the vola- 
tile and impure parts of the 
Antimony , for that the lpiri- 
tuous and fixt parts of the 
Nitre have now the liberty 
to ufe all their time and force 
upon the Antimony yo change 
its emetic ^ and cathartic ^ 
qualities in ro diaphoretic 
and to fix the elfencial Pro- 
perties of this Mineral. 

§ 25 . Lcmery gives us 
another Prcpara tion,bv which 
he fives the volatile parts of 
the Antimony, which fublime 
from it, and it is thus : Take 
an unglafd earthen Pot (able 
to rrfift the Fire) with a hole 
in the middle of its height, 
and a ftopple to it,fet it in a 
fit and proper Fornace, and fit 
to it three earthen Pots more , 
all three open at bottom, and 
a glafi Head to the upper moft 
Pot , with a Vial or Receiver y 
luting all the Junclurcs well, 
let the Fire tranjpire through 
fome proper holes in the For- 
race, but be only ft fitrong as 
to warm the bottom of the 
lowcrmcft Pot, then give Fire 
by degrees , heating the faid 
Pot gradatim, till it is red- 
hot. 

§ 16. Then take your mix- 
ture made of tf free parts of Ni- 
tre, and one of Antimony, and 
Q>lft 
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caft it into the red-hot Pot, 
through the hole y br Jpoonfuls, 
flopping it again immediately 
till the detonation is over, after 
which caft in another JpoonfuU 
and thus continue till your 
whole quantity is Jpent , then 
encreafe the Fire to tJoc utmoft 
for half an hours time, after 
which let it go cut : When the 
Vejfels are cold, you will find a 
little Spirit of Nitre in the 
Receiver, white Flowers in the 
three upper Pots , and a white 
Mafl m the lowermoft, which 
you muft wajh,as afore directed 
at $ 1. or £ si. to make your 
Antimcnium Diaphorericum, 
which dry and hep for ufe j 
winch is full as good as any of 
the former. 

§ 27. In all thefe Opera- 
tions it appears, that tho’ An - 
timony is naturally blacky, it 
becomes altogether white , 
when it is well rarified ; for 
whatever is feen in this Ope- 
ration is a pure white (if the 
Nitre be pure) as well the 
volatile as the tixt ; which 
fhews, that Colours have on- 
ly an accidental, not an efien- 
tial Being. 

§ 2S. In this laft Prepara- 
tion the Sulphurous or vola- 
tile parts of the Antimony , 
which ftick to the fides of the 
Pots in Flowers , tho* unwaiht, 
will not be fo emetick as

§ 29. In the Receiver an 
Acid Spirit will be found] 
which is only Spirit of Nitre, 
and is of good ufe in the Co- 
lick, being given * gut.iv. ad 
viij. in Broth, or fome other 
tit Vehicle. 

§ 30. In this Operation 
you have of Antimony Dia - 
phoretickjlv . after it is well 
waftfd and dried ; of fixed 
Nitre lx. after it is cryftatb 
7ed y Spirit of Nitre ifi. and 
Flowers of Antimony waftfd 
and dried Stf. out of a mix- 
ture of five ounces of Anti- 
mony , and 1 5 ounces of Ni- 
tre ; but this cryftallifd Ni- 
tre will not be above half 
tixt, for being thrown upon 
Coals, it will flame. By this 
it appears there is loft in this 
Operation 5 iv. and better of 
the whole, which may come

the opening Crocus rf Mars is 
out of the common Road,

§ 9. This Medicine alio 
opens Obftruftions, by ver- 
tueof its Salt, which being 
a /lifted with theidlid parts of 
the Moral, penetrates farther 
than other Salts can ; but 
you ought a! vvaies to purge 
and 
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and moitten the Body you 
give it ro with Broths, before 
you preiume to give it, be- 
caufe (hould it find the Paf- 
fages of the final l Veflels fil- 
led and obftrudted with grofs 
Humors, it would rather ftop 
and caufe Inflammations, 
whence the Colick would be 
excited. 

§ i o. How Iron performs 
its Operation many have 
doubted, yet it feems clear, 
that it opens Obftrudfions as 
an Alcali, by abforbing the 
Acid, which caufcs the Coa- 
gulum : But if any one 

Ihould objedt, That Iron does 
only adl according to the 
Preparations which the dif- 
ferent Juices it meers with in 
the Stomach do make, for 
that thefe acid Juices not fai- 
ling to encounter with, and to 
diflblve it, there may refult 
from this difiblution a liber- 
ty to the parrs of the Body 
where this AdHon might be 
and fame other parts adjacent 
thereto , and confequently 
their Reftauration. 

§ ii. To which we fay, 
that though Mur: may adt in 
the Body, fometimes as an 
Alcaii, by abforbing and 
fweerening the acid Humor 
which it meets with, as it 
does abfbrb and fwceren the 
acid Liquors which are pou- 
red upon it : Yet we con- 



clude not from hence, that 
its aperitive faculcy does al- 
ways coniilt in this eifedt, 
for that the Water in which 
Iron has been put to boil is 
aperitive, and yet there is no 
Alcali in it, to fweeten the 
Acids of the Body when it is 
drunk. 

§ 1 2. That though Steel 
is aiwaies ufed in Chymical 
Preparations for Phyfick,and 
commonly preferred before 
it, yet it is neverthelefs certain 
that Iron is much more fit for 
that intent than Steel ,becaufe 
it is more foluble ; for if the 
Adtion of Iron proceeds from 
nothing but its Salt ( as fits 
certain) the Salt of Iron mu ft 
be much more eafily fepara- 
ted than that of $^/.,becaufe 
the Pores of the latter are 
more dole than the Pores of 
the former, and therefore this 
mud have quicker efFedb. 

§ 1 3. But the reafon which 
has induced People to be- 
lieve that Steel is better for 
PKyfical ufes than Iron , was 
its being thought to be depri- 
ved of many Impurities by 
calcination ; but that which 
they call the Impurity is the 
more open part of the Iron, 
and therefore the more to be 
chofen, and the mare eife- 
dhiat 

§ 14. And therefore as 
Iron by calcination being tur- 
ned 
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ned into Seeel, is freed from 
its S corses, and alfo deprived 
of its more volatile Salt , id it 
is made worfe for our Uies 
by that Change ; for the/w- 
puntiesj which is called t he 
Scories , is the better part of 
the Iron, that has been rarifi- 
ed by its Salt; and tho* fome 
call the Uplift of Iren its Drop, 
the whole Alctai may re- 
ceive the fame appellation, 
every Particle thereof being 
capableofthe fame change, 
if but laid in the open Air .

§ 5. If fuch be the Vertues 
of thegrols Fiefh what would 
it be if it was SpagyricaJIy 
prepared ? Since it is the 
Volatile Salt, Oily parts, and 
Spirit which performs thefe 
things, if they were freed and 
fetat liberty from their more 
grofs and terrene parts, which 
are the Chains which hold 
the aeftive power of the Con- 
crete in Bondage, what might 
not this fo excellent a Medi- 
cine perform ?

§ 8 . 1)1 The Caput Mor- 

tuurn of dried Vitriol , Sal- 
Armoniacl ; in fine Pouder t 
A. mix them well in an Iron 
Mortar : put all into an Ear- 
then Cucurbit , and fublime in 
an open fircy fo long as any 
thing will afeendy which will 
be done in a few hours y the 
yellowtfh red Flowers gather 
carefully , and keep them with- 
out edulcoration for tife. 

§ 9. Thefe Flowers flays 
Marggrave) con rain the Ano- 
dyn Sulphur of Venus ; which 
if edulcorated with fair Wa- 
ter, and repoled for fome % 
days will fall ro the bottom 
in a very red Pouder, which

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Pouder Helmont knew how 
to bring to the fweetnefs of 
Sugar , and appropriated 
it to the prolongation of 
Life. 

§ to. Or thus from the 
fame Marggrave. fyTfjered 
edulcorated Earth of Vitriol , 
Sal-Armoniacl{. A. tbfi. make 
each apart into fine Pouder , 
which mix well, and fublime 
as before : the Flowers feparate 
from the lye ad with fair water ; 
evaporate the water to drynefi , 
with a very gentle fire, andm 
the bottom will remain the 
flowers of a very red colour , 
compofed of the Sal-Armo- 
niackj and the Sulphur of Vi- 
triol. 

§11. This Sulphur (if you 
fo pleafe) you may feparate 
from the Sal-Armoniacl^ if 
you digefi the flowers with Al- 
cohal of Wine, which is after- 
wards to be decanted, and eva- 
porated, fo will the pure Sul- 
phur of Vitriol remain at bot- 
tom. 

§ 12. It ferves for many 
elaborate Arcanums of Chy- 
mifts, and is called Ens pri- 
mum Veneris (but then I pre- 
fume it ought to be made of 
the Caput Mort . of the Vi- 
triol of Venus) but is a chief 
Ingredient cf the Lapis But- 
leri apud Helmontium, cujus 
deferiptio hi Helmontij libro 
Butler dido, extar. 



§ 1 3. This Ens Veneris ; or ra- 
ther Vitnolum Martis, power- 
fully opens Obltrudlions, and 
cures not only the Rickets 
(for which it is an approved 
Remedy) Pleurifie, (fSc. bur 
it is found to be a lingular 
thing to cure Confumprions 
in old or young, and to rooc 
out the Kings-EviJ.tho* com- 
plicated with other Dileafesi 
and indeed to eradicate ma- 
ny other Chronick Di (cafes, 
not to be prevailed upon 
with other Remedies.

§ 1 'L. Thele red Flowers of 
Antimony are not to be uled

§13 . Le Mort makes them 
thus. Take a tubulated Be-

and with a Pair of Bellows 
blow fo that the humid Mat- 
ter may be forced into the 
Receiver : when the fumes 
ceafe put in more Antimony , 
and this continue Jo long, till 
you have a quantity fuff - 
cient. 

§ 14. Where note. That 
without the Bellows , the 
.Flowers would rile , but more

§ 18. But if any of the 
kinds of Flowers be ufed un- 
corrtded, it is much better 
to ufe their Infulionin Wine, 
than their Subftance becaufe 
of their Violence. One of 
the late Duke of Buckin- 
ghanw Servants was killed 
with a fugle Dofe of them, gi- 
ven by an Outlandifh P hyfic i an: 
hi was a young It/ftyMan, and 



ai flrong and likely to live as 
any Man in London, but the 
fatal Dofe being given he ne- 
ver ceafed Vomiting till he 
died , and the Vomiting was 
accompanied with dreadful 
Convulfions. The Dukf fine 
for me y but too late , I came fo 
as to fee the miferable Objett 
alivey but 9 twas fo wretched a 
fight as my Eyes never beheld 
before , and in a few hours af- 
ter he expired . As 1 remem- 
ber he was the Porter at the 
Gate at Wallingford Houfe.

ny Pots are thus placed one 
upon another. 

§ 24. Lc Feb are makes 
them wholly after the fame 
Method, with three or four 
Pots, but without a Glafs-

31. Dole d gr. iv. ad 
xvj. in fome proper Vehicle, 
againft all inveterate Dileafcs <• 
chiefly againft the ftrongeft 
and molt ftubborn Impreffi- 
ons of Melancholy, inter- 
mitting Fevers or Agues, and 
all kinds of Obftrudions : it 
works varioufly, according to 
the Matter it meets with in 
the Stomach; for fome-

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times provokes Vomiting.but 
not always ; it all'o purges 
by Stool and Urine, but its 
chief Operation is by infen- 
fible tranfpiration , for by 
irradiation, and emanation of 
its Vertue, it ftrengchcns all 
the Natural digeftions, and 
caules the internal Archaus 
to drive away or expel from 
the Cenrer ro the Circumfe- 
rence a II the obfiruding Par- 
tides, and whatfoever is de- 
ft rudive or hurtful to the 
Health, Lite, and Welfare 
ot the humane Frame.

Flowers of Antimony , which 
are chiefly the more Sulphu- 
rous parts of the Antimony 
ratified by fire.

§ 34. In taking thefe Flow- 
ers of Antimony, or any other 
Antimonial Emetic k , you 
ought often to drink Broth 
or Poflet-dnnk, both to fa- 
cilitate the Vomiting,. and 
dull the adiviry of the Me- 
dicine: butbecanfe it fomc- 
times happens that Antimo- 
nial Pouders flicking on the 
Membranes or Tunicles of 
the Stomach, or fome of its 
folds, does caule a continual 
Vomiting, notwirhfianding 
the continual ufe of Broths , 
you mult then add the Cream 
of Tartar, and dififolve it in 
the Broth fealding hot, and 
which is fo hot to be taken a 
quarter of a Pint at a time, 
every quarter of an Hour;

Benjamin is heat edy the Flow- 
ers will afeendy take off the 
Pyramid every two hours , and 
fix another in its place , put- 
ting the Flowers up juickjy in- 
to a GlaJJy which flop clofi : 
continue this Sublimation , till 
the Flowers begin to appear 
Oily , and then ceafe : put 
what remains into a little 
Glafi Retorty fitted with a 
Receiver and diftil off a thick 
fragrant Oil , in a Sand heat , 
till nothing more comes forth , 
there remaming in the Re- 
tort nothing but a Jpungy 
Earth .

or Ale, or Confervcof Roles. 
But his Commentator fays

only from the Common Salt , 
which is thus proved : Sub- 
lime the fame Mercury with 
the fame proportion pf Nitre 
and rubified Vitriol, without 
common Salt ; and the Mer- 
cury will afeend fted, acqui- 
ring nothing' of weight ,

§ C. So alfo if the fame 
Mercury be precipitated with 
A. F. made of Nitre and Vi- 
triol, it will be of a Jhining 
%ed 7 but require no farther 
weight . The rea/on is, that 
the Sulphur of the Nitre be- 
ing joyned with the Sulphur 
of the Vitriol, do adl joynt- 
ly upon the external Sulphur 
of the Mercury , whereby it 
can encreafe nothing at all, 
nor affume a Corrofive Ver- 
tue. 

§ 1 . From what has been 
fa id it appears, that rubified 
Vitriol is nor added to in- 
create the weight of the Mer- 
cury, as moil Chymitis think; 
for then it (hould nor be cal- 
cined to the higheft red, but 
to whitenefs only, fo that its 
Spirit is net needful to be 
added to the weight of the 
Mercury; but the faid" ru- 
bified Vitriol is added that 
the Sulphurous Nitre, might 
apprehend the Sulphur of the 
immature Metal lying hid in 
the rubified Vitriol, and fo 
by their joint forces diffolve 
the Mercury. 

§8. But the quantity is 
Quadruple to that of the 
Salrs,becaule they areot eafie 
fufion in the Fire,froin which 
by the rubified Vitriol, they 
are preferred. 



§ 9. Authors to perfedl the 
Sublimate, fay that it muft 
be twice or thrice repeated 
with new Pouders of Salt 
and Vitriol: But why, aqd 
to what purpofe is this re- 
peated Sublimation wirhnew 
Pouders ? ' Mercury being 
once faturared with the Acid 
Spirits , what needs ' any 
reiteration of the Labour ? 
for it abforbs and imbibes as 
much as it can bear, and as 
much as it wants from its firll 
Sublimation ; and though it 
be refublimcd afterwards an 
hundred rimes either by it 
/elf or wirh new Pouders, 
it will {till remain the fame 
fublitnated Mercury : fo that 
that Repetition feems only to 
be Labour in vain. 

§ io. And beca^fe the 
fame fublimcd Mercury puts 
not off, nordepofes the Acid 
Spirits it has once abforbed, 
lo as to need a refuming the 
fame again from new Ingre- 
dients, therefore it needs no 
Hcfublimation.nor if it (hould 
be refublimcd an hundred 
times with frefli Salt and 
Vitriol would it become c- 
ver the purer or more effica- 
ous. 

§ 11. Having thus (hew q 
y ou the true way of Making 
the Corrofive Sublimate , the 
remaining part of the Pro- 
cds, fot making the Subli- 
mate 
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mate red and yellow, is fo 
plain that it needs no Expli- 
cation : It is thus. Corro- 
five Sublimate $v. Nit re. Alum 
a little calcin'd, A liij. mix 
and make a Pajle with Vine- 
gar, and fublime , S. A.fo wiH 
you have red and yellow Flow- 
ers which feparate , See. ac- 
cording to the Prefir ip t. 

§ 12. Schroder teaches two 
waysof making this Subli- 
mate which you may fee at 
large in Our Pharmacopoeia , 
Lond. Lib. 3. Cap. 7. S. 52, 
§5 3. The latter of which he 
calls Metallic Laudanum ; 
and may be given either of 
them a gr m i Vt ad viij. They 
purge all vitious Humours 
chiefly, downwards, and ad- 
mirably cafe pains.

Bate. ] Dijfolve Mercury 
or Quicksilver in A. F. pre- 
cipitate with Salt- water, wajh 
or fweeten and dry.

but that Medicament which 
is fignified by the Ample 
name of Precipitate is chiefly 
Mercury or Quickjilver dilfol- 
ved in A. F. and fe pa rated 
again according to the fol- 
lowing Method. 

§ 2 ' Quickjilver revi- 
ved from Cinnabar \viij. A. 
F. %xtij. mix and dijfolve, 
then precipitate with Oil of 
Tartar per Deltq . or with 
Salt-brine , /. e. water in which 
common Salt is dtjfolved ; de- 
cant the clear Liquor , and e- 
dulcorate the Precipitate with 
many affufions of fair water, 
till it is freed from all its Acri- 
mony. Dole, d gr. vj. ad x. 
Bplfincius CbymLib. 5 .Sett. 6 . 
Cap. 1. It is given in Pills 
or Bolus : outwardly it is ufed 
againlt Freckles, Spors, and 
Defedations .of the Face, and 
is called therefore Mercurius 
Cofmettcus. 

§ 3. This is the lame way 
with that declared in our 
Pharm. Lond . Lib. 3. Cap. 7. 
Seft. 11. but the Proportions 
differ, for the Co/ledge pre- 
feribes to Quick-filver, P. ij. 
A. F. p. j. which is indeed 
too little of the A.F. by p. ij. 
for if the Quick-filver be f ij. 
the A. F. ought to be %iij. 
for that with a lefs quantity 
a com pleat and perfect Dif- 
folurion 
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folution will not lo well be 
made. 

§ 4. Zyrelfer limits no 
Pioportions but requires a 
lufficient quantity of the A.F. 
to be taken. Lemery u/es 
Spirit of Nitre infi ead of 
A. F.and toQtuckrfiher Iviij. 
raises of Spirit of Nitre lx. 
and precipitates with Salt-wa- 
ter filter at ed, made of water 
I Uv. common Salt lx. adding 
unto it Volatile Spirit of Sah 
Armoniack^ and theft 

wajloes the Precipitate [even 
times with Fountain- water , 
drying it in the Jhade. 

§ 5. If you would have 
the Precipitate very white , 
the £ S. ought ro be diflol- 
ved in a Vetfel whofe mourh 
is very large, that fo the red 
Vapours of the Sp. N. may 
vanilh the more ealily : and 
if the DifTolurion is noade 
without Fire, it will yet be 
the whiter. 

§ 6. Nor need you religi- 
ouliy retain the. exadt quan- 
tity of Spirit of Nitre here 
limited, you may either ulea 
little more oriels, according 
to the ftrength of the Spirit, 
or its being deregulated ; if 
perfedlly deflegmated , an 
equal quantity may do. 

§ 7. In the Precipitation , 
you muft not make the Wa- 
ter tooSaIt,becaufe thequan- 
tity of Salt would keep the 



Precipitate from falling. But 
it may leem ftrange that an 
Acid Salt (Tuch as Sea-SaltJ 
(hould be able to precipitate 
that which the Acidity of 
Spirit of Nitre had dillolved. 

§ 8. To which is anl'wer- 
ed, that the Acids do all 
perform the fame things, in 
pricking and piercing ; yet 
they all differ in the Figure 
and Sharpnels of their 
Points ; as their Fermentati- 
on is more or lels, (o their 
Points are more lubtil, fharp 
and light ; or more thick 
and dull, which not only the 
Fafte but the Sight a ho e- 
vinces : if you Cryftailize 
various Acids, you will have 
as many kinds of Cryltals , 
each different in figure >asthere 
were different Diflolutions. 

§ 9. And as the Cryftgls 
of Vinegar will be rtiarper 
than thole of Spirit of Nitre; 
Co rbofe of Spirit of Nitre 
will be (harper than thole of 
Spirit of Vitriol ; and thofe 
made by Spirit of Vitriol 
(harper than thofe made by 
Spirit of Alum ; and thole 
made by Spirit of Alum fharp- 
er than thole made by Spirit 
of Salt ; each kind of Cry- 
Ifal retaining the figure of 
its Conitituent parts. 

§ 10. This being known > 
it will not be difficult to ex- 
plicate the Phenomenon ; for 
that 
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that Sale or its Spirit contain- 
ing Points more grofs than 
thofe of Spirit of Nitre , and 
faNingon this diffolution^hey 
move, fhake, and calily 
break the Points of the Nitre , 
impregnated with the Quick- 
fHver, making them let go 
their bo!d,and lb the Merc/try 
falls down by its own weight. 

§ i r. But to facilitate this 
Precipitation he adds a little 
Volatile Spirit of Sal-Armo-

Jiderable quantity of Precipi- 
tate more to fall \ which plain- 
ly Jhews , that the Salt-water 
had not precipitated all : And 
if inltead of the Spirit of 
Sal-Armoniacl^ you life Oil of 
\ Tartar per Deliquium , you 
will have more Precipitate, 
but of an Orange tawny colour. 

§ 13. The Precipitation 
may be made as well with 
the * Spirit of Salt y as with 
the Salt in Subftance : but 



this Precipitation is not fo 
eafily made in Mercury , as in 
^incl^.ov Bifmuth, becaufe the 
Pores of the former are final- 
ler than thofe of the latter, 
and therefore retain more 
Itrongly the Acids with 
which they are joyned : Al- 
io Mercury (being of a Vola- 
tile Nature) does more eafi- 
ly fwim in rhcdiffolvent than 
Qncl^, See. the latter being 
bodies more fixt. 

§ 14. The Dofe of white 
Precipitate is lefs than that 
of Mercurius dulcis , becaufe 
it contains a greater quantity 
of Acid Spirits ; but if you 
fublime it alone in a Ma- 
trafs in a gradual Sand heat 
(as Cbarras fpeaksj you will 
have a Sublimate as fweet as 
the other ; for that the Fire 
having a&cd upon it>deftroys 
molt of its Acid points, fo 
that it may then be given in 
full as large a Dofe as the 
common Mercurius dulcis y in 
Veneral and other inveterate 
Difeafcs: it is given in a 
Bolus a gr . 10. ad 20. or 30, 
or mixt with lome Conferve, 
or other purgative Reme- 
dy - 

§ 15 . Cbarras makes his 
white Precipitate with £. S. 
Iviij. A. F. ( made of Nitre 
and Alum without Vitriol) 
%xij. which he mixes and dif- 
folves : and then precipitates 
with water 524. or J32. in 
which 
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which Bay-Salt Iviij. has been 
dijjolved and filtred ; putting 
upon the diffolved Mercury 
firft fair water tfeiy. and then 
the Salt-water ; by which 
means the Mercury coagulates 
into a very white Subfiance , 
precipitating , to the bottom : 
the Precipitate being fettled , 
decant the clear Liquor ; and 
edulcorate the Precipitate by 
many tv a filings with filtered wa- 
ter, which dry and keep for ufe. 

§ 1 6. From this clear de- 
canted Liquor you may with 
Volatile Spirit of Sal-Armr- 
niacl (. produce more Preci- 
pitate as afcrelaid which 
remains inienfibly in the Par 
tides of the Liquor ; or you 
may have an Orange tawny 
by doing it with a fixe Akalb 
as Oil ofjartarper Deliquium . 

§ 17. The reafon of this 
Precipitation has in part been 
explicated at § 8. 9. 10. and 
11. aforegoing; but'tofuch 
as that may prove no fatif- 
fadtion to, we fay that pof- 
fibly the i recipitation may 
be caufed by other means ; 
as, either from the Sympathy 
of Acids one with another, 
by which means another dif- 
fering Acid joyning with the 
former, the former to Jay 
faft hold of the latter, lets go 
irs hold of the Mercury , and 
fo lets it fall down to the 
bottom. 



§ 18. Or elfe from the 
Antipathy of their Natures 
(for there are Acids which 
will be deftroyed ohc by a- 
nother, as well as by Alcali’s) 
the latter Acid oppofing the 
former, and weakning of it 
fo much, as that it cannot be 
able to fufpend the Particles 
of the Matter dillolved , 
whereby mixing together 
they make a kind of new 
body. 

§ i 9- But 'tis certain that 
the quantity of water, not 
only weakens the A. F. or 
Spirit of Tvitre, bur aJfogives 
the Suits the liberty of Mo- 
tion and Adlion , making 
them able to penetrate other 
Bodies : for though the Cry- 
ftalsof each Salt are all of 
a different bignels and ftiape, 
yet they are cither thicker or 
(tenderer, blunter or (harp- 
er according to the quantity 
of Water in which they are 
diffolved and cryftalhVd ; 
for being diffolved in a lar- 
ger quantity of Water the 
Cfyftals are much flenderer, 
liner, and lharper, than if 
diffolved in a fmallquantity ; 
for the quantity of Water 
making a ‘more numerous 
divifion of their Particles, it 
diminifhes their quantity, and 
fharpens their Points, where- 
by it renders them more 
fit to enter one in ano- 
ther.

§ 5. And though Authors 
fay, that the greater quantity 
which the Mercury drinks up 
of the 0)1, the greater will 
be its fixation ; yet that is 
quantity fufficient enough, 
which will diSoIve and retain 
the Mercury ,* what is more 
does but encreale the labour 
and augment the price of the 
Medicament. 

§ 5 . The Water which is 
decanted off in the edulcora- 
rion is not to be rejected, be- 
caule it contains dillolvcd in 
it fome oftbe Mercury, thro* 
the mediation of the Spirit 
adhering : This by fome 
fix’d Salt (as of TattarJ is 
precipitated of an intenfe yel- 
low, or an Orange-tawny 
colour, nearly of the lame 
nature with the Turpcthum 
Mineral c, but more mild or 
gentle. 

§ 7. Beguinut ufes Oyl of 
Sulphur per Campanum , in- 
ftcad of Oyl of Vitriol, but his 
proportions and way of do- 
ing it are wholly the fame 
with the former. And this 
Turpetbum Miner ale, he faith, 
is the belt Precipitation which 
is prepared from ilmple Mer- 
cury s and in thi?,I think, he 
isin the right. 

§ 8 . 
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§ 8 . That Oyl of Sulphur 
is better for this Preparation 
than Oyl of Vitriol , you have 
the Suffrage of Crolhus , who 
not only prefcribcs Oyl of Sul- 
phur, but prefers it before all 
other corroiive Oyls, ard 
affirms, that it far more 
powerfully precipitates and 
coagulates it than OyI of Vi- 
triol, fo that it will endure 
a much ftrorrger Fire. His 
method of making it is 
thus :

§ 13. This Precipitate, as 
well as all others , may 
be revived into. Quicksilver 
again, by mixing with Lime, 
and dialling them, as in rhe 
Revivification of Cinnabar, 
for the Alcali of the Lime de- 
ft toys the Acids which dif- 
guil'e the Quicksilver. 

§ 14. Mercury , lays Crol- 
liusy is the Baltam of Nature, 
in which is an incarnative 
vertue, whereby it wonder- 
fully reftores and purities the 
microcofmick body in feded 
with the French Pox ; for 
when the whole mnfs of 
Blood is corrupted and Tain- 
ted with the Seminaries of 
many Difeafes, then thefe 
Metallicks, rarified like Fire, 
acquire Inch a penetrating 
force, that they pafs through 
the whole habit of the Body. 

§ 15. Schroder , ^ rrelfer , 
Marggrave,znd Macts follow 
Crolliw, in making it with 
Oyl of Sulphur ; but Charras 
makes it with either Oyl of 
Sulphur or Vitriol , and diftils 
as aforefaid, in which, he 
fays, the fit ft Water that 
comes away will be almoft 
infipid ; but towards the end 
the acid Spirits will alfo come 
over in parr, the Mercury re- 



taining a good part of the 
Spirits which di/folvcd it.

When it is refufei- 
rated or regenerated out of 
Silver, oranyorher perfect 
iMcral, fo as ro be exquihte- 
Iv deaafed from any foreign 
or • pjyfonous matter, and 
then according to Are preci- 
pitated to a rcdnels, it be- 
comes a Medicine nor ro be 
ddpifedj which provokes 



ir is precipitated or fublima - 
ted, which the very anointing 
with cvudcQuickst Iver proves; 
wherein the acid Sulphur of 
the Mercury, piercing the 
Skin, after the manner of 
other Acids, joyning with the 
inward occult Acid of the 
Body, abforbs the Alcaly of 
the Ventricles, and by ma- 
king the internal Acid of the 
Body more acid, and a moft 
ltrong Poylon, it extinguifhes 
the alcalious faculty, and then 
refolves, as Caufticks do, all 
the Aliments and Juices of 
the Body into a putrid Rccrc- 
1 menr. 

§ 1 3. So this occult veno- 
mous acidity of the Sulphur 
of Mercury does primarily 
hurt the Gums and T eeth, 
for ail Sulphur (witnefs the 
Oleum Sulphur 15 per Campa- 
num) has an occult Acid : 
And ns Mercury has an ex- 
ternal Sulphur, (containing in 
ic an occult venomous Acid J 
fo byvertue of that Sulphur 
it is precipitated per fe (as be- 
fore declared ) by the a Ifi- 
rtance of a gentle and con- 
flantlire. §14. 
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§ 1 4. For this rcafon it is I 
that Tacbenus would have 
Mercury regenerated out of 
Silver , or ocher perfett Me- 
tals, that it may be freed 
from its external and poy fo- 
nous Sulphur ; then , fays he, 
wanting that Sulphur , as it 
can never be precipitated 
per fe , though decoded a 
whole year in the abovena- 
med hat-bottom’d Vert'd, 
with a proper Fire, yet will 
it move Sweat, and fweetly 
perform its Operations. Rea- 
ion and Experience confir- 
ming as much. 

§ 1 5. And being thus di- 
vided in its effemial parts, 
(Wj£. freed from its poy fo- 
nous Sulphur) it may be re- 
con joy n’d with new and per- 
fed Sulphur , and then it trill 
become the fubjec} of all W in- 
der. And if it be fublimed 
with Sulphur to rubifie it, 
(as in the Preparation of 
Cinnabar) yet will it gain 
little or nothing in weight : 
which is an Obfervation 
worth theconfidering. 

§ 16. It remains only that 
we fhew you Charrads way 
of performing the Operation 
of the vulgar Precipitate 
per Jc, and fo conclude this 
Sedion. Get an Infernus, 
which k a Veffel of double 
Glajl, the neck whereof mu ft

§ 18. The Pouder ivalh 
with Cordial Waters, or di- 
geft for feme days in Alcohol

Spirit, and keep the Pouder 
for ufe. 

§ 19. It is diaphoretick, 
ard apt to provoke great 
Swears, but olten caules vo- 
miting withal bu: it is one 
of the belt Preparations of 
Mercury, for rhe rooting out 
Venereal Dili emper$, and 
curing Agues ,* and it is a 
Specifick for killing \Vorms 
ot all forts, being given agr. 
i). ad viij. in feme proper 
Confcrve or Sweating Ele- 
ctuary or Bolus.

This is cal- 
led Vigo's Precipitate,becaufe 
he was rhe Author of it ; and 
he made it by diflolving 
Quickfiftfer in A F. and then 
evaporating to dry nets, the 
Fire being encrea fed, till the 
bottom of the Vdfe! is made 
red-hot, whereby is made a 
mod red fparkling Pouder, 
which is the vulgar red Pre- 
cipitate. 



§2. And of this is made 
that Medicament which is 
called The Prince's Pouder , a 
thing much famed of late 
years in London, thus : I % Of 
the former red Precipitate Jj. 
grind it upon a Porphyry to a 
fubtil Pouder ; add to it 3 ij\ 
of Oleum Tartars per deliq. 
which digefl together 24 hours, 
flirting it notv and then ; up- 
on this put tartarifed S. V. to 
overtop it an inch, and defla- 
grate it, which repeat twenty 
times, and it is done. 

§ 3. This is the true Re- 
cipe, as it came from the 
Prince's own Hand, and was 
communicated to me by 
Sir Francis Bltmdel Baronet, 
of Kings County in Ireland , 
who purchas’d it of the faid 
Prince with a ConfiderabJe 
fum of Money. It is given 
in the Yolk of an Egg or 
Confcrve of Rofes, Mithri- 
dare, C?c. The Prince gave it 
ofs. ad 5j. which in my opi- 
nion is roo great a dole , it 
may be given agr. iij. ad x, 
xijy xv y or xx. according to 
the age, ftrength, and malig- 
nity of the Difeafe. 

§4. It is famous in curing 
the French Pox, and all the 
Symptoms attending ir, as 
alio the Scurvy , Dropfy, 
Gout, Sciatica , and moft 
Chronick Difeafes which af- 
fiiCt the exrream pans ; and 
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I have known it to be a 
Specifick againlt the Stone, 
Sand, Gravel, and all manner 
of Obftru&ions of the Reins 
and Bladder, doing that in 
thofe cafts which none of the 
vulgar Nephriticks and Diu- 
reticks could po/Tibly per- 
form. 

§ 5. From the proccfs of 
the Prince’s Ponder it appears, 
that it is nothing bu t Common 
red Precipitate correcled with 
Oyl of Tartar and Spirit of 
Wine, by which the greateft 
part of the Acid remaining 
in the vulgar Precipitate is 
abforbcd or deftroy ed,and fo 
thereby the Medicament 
made more mild and gen- 
tle . 

§ 6 . And of this Opinion 
was Tachenius in his C lav is, 
where he fays, If upon red 
Precipitate you four At call of 
Tartar , and leave it for an 
hour in a warm place , the 
whole pouder will become ob- 
fcurely yellow , or of an Orange- 
tawny colour , becaufi the A leal i 
hai in part abforbcd the Cau- 
fticl ^ Acid left by the Aqua 
fortis . 

§ 7. But the Venues of 
the firnple l\ed Precipitate 
without correction is ftrongly 
and without almoft any pain, 
to abfume and eat up the 
thicker Sordcs of Ulcers, cal- 
lous proud Flefh, Apoftcmes 



in the Fundament, and other 
like Excrelcencies j yea, it 
cures all fordid, putrid, mac- 
tery, callous Shingles, forne- 
times alone, and fomerimes 
in Emplaliers or Unguents, 
as neceiilty requires. 

§ 8. Pplfincius Cljym. lib. 5 . 
feCl. 6 . cap. 2. makes it after 
the vulgar manner, and fays, 
that it is very rarely given 
inwardly ; but if fo exhibi- 
ted, that it works powerfully

§ 9. Char) as makes this 
vulgar Red Precipitate thus: 
Good Qgickjilver, or refined, 
A. F. or Spirit of Nitre A. put 
them into a glafi Retort in a 
gentle fand-heat to diffolvc, 
then bury tie Rttert in Sand 
all over , fitting to it a Recei- 
ver 5 encreafe tie fire gradual- 
ly, and continue it till the 
A. F. or Sp. Nitri is ahnrfi all 
dra'rn off ; letting all cool, co-

He gives it inward- 
ly ro men of Itrong Conlti- 
tutions ad gr.vijy or viij. at 
moft at a time ; but its prin- 
cipal ufe is for outward ap- 
plications, as well in Poma- 
tums and other Remedies to 
cure the defedations of the 
Skin, as to be mixed with 
ether Oyntmcnts and Bal- 
lams ro confume proud FJdh 
and other fuperfiuitiesof ma- 
lign and venereal Ulcers; 
and it is rhe ufnal Remedy 
which Chyrurgions apply to 
Cankers and Warts upon the 
fecret parts. 

§ii. But here is ro be 
noted, that if you intend to 
give it inwardly, you muft 
not ufe A. F. in the prepara- 
tion thereof, but Spirit of 
Nitre, or an A. F. made 



only of Nitre and Alum. 

§ il. Maets and Marg - 
grave both make it after the 
lame manner, but without 
any cohobatiort of the a bit ra- 
dted Spirit, and at la ft cal- 
cine it a little, (for if rhe 
Fire fliould be continued too 
long , all the corrofive Spirits 
would be forced from the 
Mercury, whereby fomc part 
of it would be revived, and 
the other not revived, of a 
dirty, dull, red colour, with- 
out any fparkling brightnels 
or (hitting:) then edulcorate 
it by wa filing it in Rain- 
water, anti burning oft' from 
it S. V. live or fix times. 

§ 1 3* 1 his Precipitate 
(fays he) if it be corrctfted, 

( I luppofe he means with

§ 14. Marggrave faith, 
it has a Cathccretick force, 
and is ufed to take away 
Carnofities or flelhly Excrc- 
fcencies, which it does eafily, 
and x 
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a nd without pain ; for which 
r eafon it conduces to the heal- 
ing of Filtula’s, Pulluls, and 
other external Difeafes , if 
fprinkled upon any Emplafter 
and applied, or injected with 
a Syring in Plantane-water : 
but then the Water ought to 
be made fomewhat thick with 
Honey of Rofes or fome pro- 
per Syrup, that the Powder 
may nor immediately fink, or 
feparareit felf from the Ve- 
hicle. 

§ 15. And being correct- 
ed lie fays, it is uied by ma- 
ny as a Panacea for curing 
the French- Pox, given a gr.

§ 16. According to Lemcry 
it is thus. Quicksilver re- 
vived from Cinnabar %iv. Spi- 
rit of Nitre %ivf>. dijfolve in

rectified S. V. be burnt two or 
three times off from it. 

§ 18. Now it is to be ob- 
ferved, that fome think by 
two or three Cohoibations of 
the Sp. Nitre to increafe its 
Rednefs or its Virtues, but 
Experience fiiews the con- 
trary, and that thofe Coho J 
bations are of no ule. 

§ 19. The white Mafs re- 
maining after evaporation of 
the Sp. Nitre , is a mixture of 
the Mercury with much of tbfc 
Acid Spirit ; fo that of liv. of 
Q/iickjiher , you will have 
%vf. df rhat white Matter , 
which i s very Corfofive : but 
according as' iV is calcin’d to 
make it red, the points and 
edges of the Spirit ftrike off 
and vanilh in the Air ; for 
which rcafori the more you 
calcine it to increafe its red- 
nels, the lefs it weighs, and 
the lefs corrofive it is.

§21. If you continue your 
red Precipitate for lome 
hours over the Fire, it will 
iublime of a red colour;

thing near lo con olive as the 
common white corrolive Sub- 
limate. It cannot fublime 
before it is calcined red, be- 
caufe there is too much of 
the Add Spirit which fixes 
it ; but being freed from it 
in a great meafure by Calci- 
nation, it has power to arife 
or fublime with that which 
remains ; And by reafon the 
Acid has an aprnels to fix, it 
checks the Volatility of the 
Mercury, and makes it flop 
in the middle of the Glafs. 

§22. If upon common Red 
Precipitate >ou affule vola- 
tile Spirit of Sal-Armoniack 
it becomes of a grey colour:

§ 24. But the immediate 
change of the colour leems 
itrange, rhar lo red a Sub- 
(tance ihould in a moment of 
rime as it were become lb ex- 
ceeding white : this without 
doubt mutt be attributed to the 
new firuation of the Mercu- 
rial Particles, whereby their 
Superficies refled: the Light in 
right Lines, or a different 
Poiicion from the former to 
our Eyes, thereby to give 
room for this white Colour. 

§ 25. Again, Ihould ano- 
ther Acid Liquor, or any Al- 
cali be affukd rherecn, it 
would be again changed, and 
fome other colour would a- 
rife, or elfe it would revive 
intoQuiddilver; from which 
Experiments a kind of de- 
monftration is made, that Co- 
lour is no real and fiibftan- 
tial thing, but wholly de- 
pends on the Modification of 
the Parti Acs of the Mixt. 

§26. Laftly, if on common 
red Precipitate you aflufe 
Oilef Vitriol, it wiilbedif- 
folved for the Spirit of Vi- 
triol j’oyning with the Spirit

an A. F. is made, which dil- 
iblves perfedlly the Mercuri- 
al Particles without any E- 
bullicion or Effervefcence : 
the reafon is,becaufe the Tilcr- 
cury has already been rarified 
by the Acid Spirit of Nitre, 
fo that the Spirit of Vitriol 
enters the Pores of the AJer- 
cury x and by Conjunction of 
the Nitrious Spirit difibfves 
it without trouble. This So- 
Union is clear, like other dil- 
folutions of Mercury , with- 
out any rednefs; and there- 
of may be made the fame 
Preparations as may be made 
of £uickjilver diifolvcd in 
Aqua fort is or Spirit cf A li- 
tre.

laft time to melt it well, be- 
fore you'eaftthe Nitre into 
it, that the Scar may ap- 
pear. 

§ 16. From Antimony \spvj. 
and Iron Iviij. after the firlt 
purification you wilF have 
lx. of bfeguius , and ^xiij. of 
Seona: after the (ccond pu- 
rification lixf of I^guhts : 
after the thud purification 
$vhj. 5 ij: do Remain ; and 
afierthe fourth time you will 
have only Sfvij. 5 vj. ef this 
Martial F^gulus. 

§ 17. Now rhe Iron in its 
h'ft fufion with ihe Antimony, 
urns almoft all of it into 
‘W or Drof, becaufe it 
joyhs wiih^the more impure 
Sulphur, fo that the I\cguline 
or Metalline part being more 
weighty falls down to the 
bottom. 

§ 1 3 . The -Nitre is ufed 
only in order to open the

fonous ; as it is Volatile; and 
rhac which is lead Volatile 
is violently Emctick andCa- 
thartick ; buc this being 
once fixed it is only Diapho- 
retick and open ing. 

§ 2 6. For a Dcmonflrati- 
on that tiiis Diaphoreticlc Sul- 
phur is but a fixt Sulphur of 
Antimony, do but let the 
Scoria lie two or three days 
upon the ground, and there 
will rife of it felf, without 
any Artifice, a kind of yel- 
low Mofs> which is nothing 
but the true Sulphur of An- 
timony purified. 

§ 27. It is a powerful Dia- 
phoretickand Diuretick, fer- 
ving principally ro provoke 
Womens Monthly Terms , 
being given agr . 20. ad 30.

§ 2. It abates Inflamations 
(being cautioufly ufed for 
fear of a GangrcenJ and takes 
away Pains and Aches from 
a hot Caufe. 



§ 3. Whatever it may do 
for a Cough I have no Expe- 
rience of ; but this I know, 
that three or four Spoonfuls 
of it being given at a time 
in the Morning fading, it 
will kill Worms and expel 
them out of the Body.

§ 2. *Tis true that Senner- 
tus % Hartman , Qucrcetan , Be- 
guirMiy Schroder , and lome 
few more call Cryfial Mine- 
ral , fixed Nitre ; brcaufc 
much of the Volatility there- 
of is continued by the Fla- 
gration thereof with an 
eighth part of Sulphtir : but 
Glauber and his Followers 
have another thing. Schro- 
der pretends to fix it with 
Quicklime thus. Nitre 
in fonder t biij. Quicklime ttiv. 
cement them five or fix hours , 
then extraR the Sal-Nitre by 
pouring on hot l Fa ter, filter a- 
ting and ivjpijjating. 

§3. He alfo Effays the 
Fixation with S. V. thus 

Nitre, add Spirit ofPFlne , 
difiil it by degrees ; then in- 
creafe the fire to make it run ; 
do this five times , always afi 
fufing on it frefio Spirit. But 
neither of thefe are the thing 
which we intend. 

§ 4. Glauber’s Method 
(which is the truej is thus. 

Pure Nitre %vj. melt it in 
an Iron Pot in the open Fire j 
caft in continually by fmaH 
Parcels Charcole-duft, or beat - 
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en into J mall bits which will 
prefently take fin> and by the 
aft ion of its Fire and Sul- 
phury confume the Humidity 
which the Salt of the Earth 
had coagulated and united to 
it felf in its Cryfial lining :

Salt cut of the Pot y put it in- 
to a warm Mortar , and if 
you trill prefer ve any of it in 
form , put it as it is Lot and 
dry into a Bottle , keeping it 
clofe ft opt. with a fiopple dipt 
in melted Wax. 

§ 5. This is true fixed Ni- 
tre , much altered from its 
firft nature, for it is no more 
Volatile, and apt to be turn- 
ed into Cryftals, but contra- 
ry wife turns (being expofed 
to the Air) into a liquor 
which is fubtil and penetra- 
ting, having~an Urinous and 
Lixivia! tafte, like unto Salt 
of Tartar , but more biting 
and penetrating. 

§ 6. Glauber Was the In- 
venter of this Liquor, who 
has given us the defeription 
thereof under the Name of 
/llcaheft, which he fays will 
draw the Tinblurcs of all 
natural Bodies , whether 
Mi- 
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Mineral, Vegetable, or Ani- 
mal. 

§ 7 . Now to fpeak the 
real truth, this Liquor has 
fcmetbing which is very con- 
fid era b?e in it, being capable 
of extracting the Sulphurs cf 
. 'Metals , provided they had 
been' well opened before : 
thole *6f Minerals do eafi/y 
yield unto it, from w^nce it 
may be concluded that it 
takes into it in an infant, the 
Suffers and Volatile Saks 
of Animals and V> ge tables. 

§ 8'. Thus you fee by this 
Vegetable Sulphur of Coals

p. j. rectified Oil or Spirit of 
Vitriol p.ij. (which is four 
times as much as is prelcribed 
by our Author] mix and di - 
fill by Retort with degrees of 
fire , fir ft gentle, tlsen with a 
ftronger fire , till the Retort 
grows red-hot , and no more 
Spirit will afeend ; fo will a 
Snow white Pouder remain at 
bottom. To this he advijes to 
put at much more frejh Spirit 
or Oil of Vitriol , enough for 
its perfett dijfolution , then to 
filter , and evaporate away the 
Humidity to one half after 
which he fets it in a cold place 
to J hoot into Cryftals , which 
be drys and keeps for ufe.

perience has convinced us of, 
is more agreeable wirh Rea-

more agreeable with the Sto- 
mach, than that made with

§ 4. When the Evaporati- 
on is made, in Salt of both 
Pearl and Coral, the 
flegmy or watery pares only 
go forth, the Acids Itay be- 
hind, being joyned to the 
Particles of the Coral or 
Pearl, and fo mike a kind of 
Salr.

proceed ; it is good againtf a 
Con fu.11 pt ion, and rhe wi- 
tfirt'dneli of Age, renewing, 
increafing and confirming the 
radical Humidity, by which 
it preferves from extream de- 
bility in Age. 

§ 8. It is admirable againft 
the Stone, and preferves from 
rhe Gout, if daily taken for 
fome time : it preferves from 
the Palfie, taken in Wine ;

§ 2. Its chief ufe is in Ob- 
ftruCtions of ihc Reins, Ure- 
ters and Bladder, and to ex- 
pel Sand, Gravel, or any 
Tartarous matter filling thole 
parts : it is good alio to open 
ObftruClions of the other 
Vijcera , and is profitable, a- 
gainft Cachexies, Dropfies, 
Yellow Jaundice , Scurvy , 
Gout, and Rheumatick Di- 
ftempers. 



§3. Outwardly ufed , being 
dilfolved in Water, and any 
part pained with the Gout, 
being walked with it, and

§ 2. But if I may delivef 
my Opinion, the Matter of 
both Shells (being firft purely 
cleanfed) may do, and the

§ 4. The gentler the Cal- 
cimtory heat is, the greater

you may give a gr. iv. ad 
xxx .in proper Liquor. 

§7. This fweet Balfamick 
Salt of Saturn, is no lefs ex- 



cellent for external Difeafe$, 
for it obtunds or kills all cor 
rofive, harfti and biting Salts 
or Humors which caule pain 
in Wounds* Ulcers and Fi- 
ftula's, whereby the Grief and 
Inriamation of the part is 
excited , and from which 
flow all other Accidents. 

§ 8. It relolves and molli- 
fies all hard and feirrhous 
Tumors, and fome fay it 
cures Cancers and cancerous 
Ulcers, deftroying the malign 
Acrimony which feeds them:

Syrup 
of Upfes folutive § j. mix for 
aDofe: It purges Rheuma- 
tifms admirably, and pofti- 
bly beyond moft other things 
in the World. 

§ 3. It is good againftTer- 
tians and Quartans , as a llo 
againft the moft inveterate 
Hheumatifms (being ufed as 



Jalt directed) and in particu- 
lar againlt the Gout in any 
part of the Body : It opens 
Obftru&ions of the Reins 
and Womb, cleani'cs thole 
parts from their Feculencies, 
and is very effectual to re- 
move a Iteriie Difpolition in 
Women-kind, and cure the 
Creen-ficknels in Virgins. 
Kill Worms in Children, and 
reftore them, if over-run with 
the Rickets. 

$4. It is a Remedy a/lo 
agaiuft the Cachexy, and o- 
pens Obftrudlions in the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Sromach, Pan- 
creas, and Mefentery ; but 
the ufe of it muft be con- 
tinued for lome time, as is 
ufual in other Remedies ex- 
tracted from Mars ; and the 
Dofe muft likewife be in- 
creafed by little and little, as 
you find the Stomach can 
bear it; audit may be ufed 
where ever there is occalion 
for any aperitive Preparati- 
ons of Mars.

Sec the Preparation in Se&. 
Xl r IlI. of Sal Margaritarum 
aforegoing. 
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XXXVII. Sal Philofophorum , 

The Philolopher Salt, or 

Salt of the Wife. 

Bate.] 5^ Common Salt 
decapitated^ Sal Gem. A.sjfi. 
Galangal , Mace, Cubebs,A ffl. 
mix and make a ponder S, A. 
It facilitates the Conco&ion 
of the Stomach, and con- 
fumes Crudities. Dofe, a 
gr . iv. ad xij . in the Morn- 
ing falling. 

Salmon .] § i. The way 

of decripitating of common 
Salt we have explicated at 
large in Seel. aforegoing: 
the reft of the Procefs or 
Com pot ition is fb plain that 
it needs no farther Elucidati- 
on. 

§ 2. Being given in aGlafs 
of fair Water in a Morning 
falling, a df. ad sfi. or Bij. 
or more, according to the 
Age of the Perlon, it kills 
Worms in them, and expels 
them : if it be given in a 
very large Dofe, it will be 
apt to.caufe Vomiting, bur 
then it cleanles the Stomach 
admirably 4 oiherwife given 
in a mean or moderate Dofe, 
it only corroborates ir, and 
caufes Appetite. 

§ 3 By u.'ingit for fometime 
it is found to open Obftrudti- 
ens, ftrengthen the Vifcera 
ancj provoke the Terms in 
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Women : but this it more 
effectually does, if it be gi- 
ven with martial Aperitives, 
and other proper Emmena- 
gogicks. 

XXXVIII. Sal Polychrcftum , 

Salt of many Vertues. 

Bate.] It is made of Nitre 
and Sulphur exactly mixt in 
an equal proportion , by detona- 
tion , folution in Water, fil- 
tration, and coagulation, S. A. 
It purges lerous Humors by 
Stool, and fometimes by U- 
rine: Dole, 3j. adsiij. dif- 
folved in a quart of fair Wa- 
ter, that it may be made 
like a Mineral Spring-wa- 
ter. 

Salmon.] § i. Fine or 
purified Nitre , Sulpbipr Ana . 
tty. reduce them together into 
Ponder ; then take a good 
ftrong Earthen Pot with 
a flat bottom, and which is 
able to refift the fire ; fet it tn 
a Wind Fornace with Coals 
round about it, which kindle 
gradatim to prefperve the Pot ; 
when the Pot is red-hot, put 
m about lij. of the Mixture , 
andftir it : the Matter will 
flame, and the Volatile parts 
of the Nitre will exhale with 
part of the Sulphur : when the 
Flame ceafes , put in %ij. mere, 
flirring the fame continually . 
Thu work repeat till all your 
Mix - 
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Mixture is {pent, then calcine 
it, Jhrring it fix hours more, 
during which , the Matter muft 
he always red- hot without melt- 
ing, which would retain the 
Empyreuma of the Sulphur, 
and the Salt would be greyijh j 
hut with thefe cautions , your 
Salt will he of a I{nfe colour, 
without Smell, and of a bitte- 
n/h Jafie. 

§ 2. Thus clone, it may 
be ufed without any more 
preparation ; but if you de- 
iire it yet purer, diffolveit in 
a good quantity of warm Wa- 
ter, filter it, and evaporate 
gently, till it has a Pellicula 
upon it, then fet it in a Cellar 
to fhoct into Cryfiafs , at the 
bottom and fidts of the Vejfel , 
irbofe Figure will be cubical , 
much li\e that of common 
Salt . 

§ 3. It is ufed cbiefiy a- 
gaintt Obftru&ions of the 
Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, and 
Mcfentery, difiblves the vif- 
cous Matter which afflicts 
them, and purges gently 
downwards, being given a 
Sty. ad 3 vj. you may difloIvC 
it over night in Spring-water 
and give it the next morn- 
ing. 

§ 4. But if the Sick are 
affeefted in their Nerves, or 
have an exceeding wcaknels 
of the Stomach, they ought 
wholly to abiiain from all 
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forts of the Preparations o f 
Nitre , as Sal Prunelice, or 
Cry flat Mineral, and this Sal 
Polychrefium, which are not 
to be put into other Compe- 
titions but only to fharpen 
them, temper their teat, and 
make them more penetra- 
ting, in which cafes, their 
Doles muft be much lefs : 
for Example lake, to Sena %ij. 
or iij. you may put of C:y- 
ftal Mineral sfi or Bij. and 
of this Sal Polychrefium 3j. 
or Biv. 

§ 5. It is called Polychre- 
flum , from the Greel^ Word 
ttdaiA / gvfos ad rnulta utilis, as 
being profitable againft ma- 
ny Difeafes ; hecaufe it not 
only cures many Diftcmpers, 
but alfo operates to the lame 
Intentions many ways, for 
that it purges by Stool and 
Urine too, and in fomemca- 
lure opens the Pores, caufing 
after thofe Operations a gen- 
tle Sweat. 

§ 6 . Being diffolved in any 
Menfiruum, it makes it the 
more powerful to cxtra& the 
Vertucs of any Cathartick, 
and to draw forth its Purga- 
tive force, as in the Example 
of Sena aforegoing. But 
whereas fomc give it to 3 if * 
as aforefaid, to purge ftrong- 
Iy. I muft confefe I never do 
it to fo large a Dofe, by rea- 
fon of the trouble it gives 
the 
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the Stomach in parting thro* 
it; yet that ill Property is 
much abated if not taken a- 
way by mixing a good quan- 
tity of double retined Sugar 
with ir, or giving it in a Ve- 
hicle well iweetened with 
Sugar. 

§ 7. It ought not to be u- 
fed by any means till it is/ 
made very white by Solution, 
Filtration and Cryftallizati- 
on ; for if any grofs portion 
of Sulphur remains in it, it 
is apt to caufe, naufeoufnefs 
of the Stomach, Vertigo’s, 
and ftupefa&ion of the 
Nerves. 

§ 8. From l xvf of fine 
Nitre , and as much good Sul- 
phur, you will have at laft 
but of pure Sal Po!y- 

chrcjlum : whereas, if you 
ufe the common Nitre, in- 
ftead of the purified, you will 
have \v , of Sait as white as 
rbe other ; which difference 
of weight proceeds from the 
common or unpurified Nitres 
having more fixt Salt, than 
the fine or purified Salt-Pe- 
ter. 

§ 9. Charras makes it ex- 
actly after the former man- 
ner, hut in a large Cruet hie 
fet upon a Trevet in a Wind 
Fornace , then at Ujl continues 
the fire for two or three hours , 
and letting it cool , he difi 
folves in titter, filters , eva- 



porates and cryfl allies as afore- 
[aid. 

§10. The Diflipation of 
the Acid and Spirituous parts 
of the Nitre , during its cal- 
cination with the Sulphur, is 
the realon that the Cryrtals 
iofe the Form, which thofe 
of Nitre had before : nor 
could you have it in Cry- 
fials, had not the fixt Sale 
retained fome part of the A- 
cid ot the Sulphur y during its 
Calcination with it. 

§ 11. Now bccaufe this 
Salt contains only the fixt 
part of the Nitre , joyn’d with 
fome part of the Acid of the 
Sulphur , it a&s not, but like 
Salt of Tartar , or fome other 
fixt Salt. 

§ 1 z. And tho* it is fome- 
times given a 5ij. adsv. or 
vj. in a Quart or three Pints 
of Water, or in fome Pcifan, 
to be drank at feveral 
draughts, as you drink Mine- 
ral waters, for the cutting and 
Ioofening of grofs Humors, 
afterwards to be expelled by 
the ordinary ways, yet in 
my Opinion, it is much bet- 
ter to be ufed with proper 
Catharricks as is before hint- 
ed. 

§ 13. If to tty. of Sal Poly- 
chrcfiumy you add Sal Armo- 
niackAiv. incorporating them, 
and cryfiallizing them toge- 
ther, you will have a Com - 
pofitum 
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pofitum much more deferving 
the Name of Polychreftum 
than that of which we have 
all along been fpeaking : for 
as the fimple Sal Polychreji . 
Works with much Acrimony, 
and nor with any delectation 
to the Bowels ; fo the latter 
being by the reciprocal Mix- 
tion dulcified, operates in e- 
very refped with much more 
gentlenefe; and more eafily 
penetrates the parts of the 
Body, which require its help 
and afliftance, efpecially the 
Arteries, Veins and Urinary 
Vefiels, leaving no Imprefli- 
ons of iharpneis in any place 
behind it. 

§14. Lemery makes the 
fimple Sal Polychreflum in all 
refpeds as does Charras at 
§ 9. aforegoing, but calcines 
it afterwards for four or five 
hours ; then pouring it forth 
into a Copper Veflel, he af- 
terwards pouders it, ditfblves, 
filterates, and cryftallizes as 
afore direded. 

§ 1 5. If the Salt be not 
yet fo white as it ihonld 
be , it is becaufe it re- 1 
tains jfbme Particles of the 
Sulphur in it : therefore it 
ought to.be calcin’d in a Cru- 
cible in a ftrong fire, Itirring 
it continually wirh a Spatula 
three or four hours until it 
becomes purely whirc, then 
repeating the diffoluiion in 



Water, filtration and evapo- 
ration, as aforefaid trll it be- 
comes exceeding pure. 

§ 16. Marggrave makes it 
alfo after the fame manner 
as at § 1. and 9. and fays ic 
is a moil admirable deobflru - 
Rive, prevailing againft in- 
termitting Fevers or Agues 
if given in the ordinary 
drink of the Sick ; but he 
prdcribes but 5/ at a time 
in Drink, or pure Water. 

XXXIX. Sal feu S accharum 

Saturni ; Salt or Sugar of 

Saturn. 

Salmon.] § 1 . Lemery makes 
it thus. Ceruje lt> iij. or iv. 
ponder it finely and put it in- 
to a large. Earthen or Glafs 
Vejjel: ajfufe thereon Spirit of ' 
Vinegar , fo much as to overtop 
it four Inches : digefl in a 
gentle Sand heat for three days % 
[halting the Matter often : let 
it fettle , and decant the clear 
Tinclurcy upon the remainder 
ajfufe ns tv Spirit of Vinegar A 1+ 
ge fling and proceeding as before , 
thus continuing the affufion of 
neiv Spirit , till you have dif- 
folved about the one half of 
the Cerufc . Mix all thefe 

TinHures together in an Ear- 
then or Glafs Veffel : evaporate 
with a gentle Sand-heat about 
two^hirds of the Moiflure, or 
till a Pellicle comes over it, 
#nd 
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and then fit it in a cool Cellar 
to cry flail fie : decant the Li- 
quor from the Cryflals or Salty 
evaporate again to a Pellicle, 
and fit it to cryfialli^e again , 
thus continuing till you have 
obtained all your S alt, which 
1 dry in the Sun or other wifi, 
and kgcp it in a Glafi for 
ufi. 

§ 2. The QolUdge makes it 
with Minium or ed-Lcad , 
as you may lee in ouv Pharm. 
Lond. Lib. 3. Cap. 6. S eft. 3. 
others as Qvelfer and Marg- 
grave make it with the grey 
V/fo Calx of Lead after the 
lame manner. Beguinus makes 
it of Minium; io alfo Crolli- 
us, anJ floffinciuSy which two 
latter make it alfo of Cerufi: 
but Qt'elfer in his Mantijfa 
Hermetic a paginli me a 45S. 
faith, that it is not made only 
of the Calx of Lead, but alfo 
from Plates and granulated 
Lead \ as well as from Cerufi, 
Litharge , and Minium: not- 
withftanding (faith he) it is 
made more pure from one 
than from another, and b> 
the help of Spirit of Vinegar , 
or fome other add Liquor 
drawn forth, according to 
the Method before directed. 
But Thibaut and Maets make 
it of Litharge only : Le Fc- 
lure makes it of a Mixture 
of equal parts of Minium 
and Litharge : Schroder put 



of the Calx of Lead, or Red- 
Lead : Le Mort and Chan as 
(as Lemery ) out of the Ce- 
rufi. 

§ 3. Thus you may fee, 
Quot homines tot capita , and 
every Man thinks his own 
way beft ; but he that has 
tryed all of them can belt 
tell : for my part I fliould ra- 
ther chufe Cerufi or Wl'ite- 
Lead , than my of the other, 
for the Preparation thereof ; 
for it appears to me to be 
more open, and ealier to di(- 
folve than the reft, by rea- 
Idn of the Vinegar with 
which it is already impreg- 
nated : and this icons to me 
to be rcalonable, becaufe I 
can with more cafe make a 
greater quantity of Sal or 
Saccbarum out of that, than 
I can out of any of the o- 
ther ; yea with a very little 
labour more than ordinary, 
the whole body of the Lead 
will turn to a S accharum , 
whereas the other Prepara- 
tions of Lead, yield it Cow- 
ly, and with much difficulty, 
nor can be totally diffolved 
without a vaft labour. 

§ 4. If you would have 
the Sal or Saccharum very 
white,, you mult diflolve it 
again in equal quantities of 
Spirit of Vinegar, and com- 
mon Water, then filter and 
cryftallize again, as before ; 

which

which purification you may 
repeat three or four times, as 
you fee need requires it. 

§ 5. This S ait is called 
Saccharum or Sugar, by rea- 
ibn of its fweetnefe, which 
proceeds from the fulphurous 
Particles of the Lead, joyn- 
ed with the Salt of the Vine- 
gar, whence refults that de- 
lightful tafte, which fo ad- 
mirably atf'e&s the Nerves 
of the Tongue in tailing 
it. 

§ 6. This is not to be fup- 
poled to be a true Salt of 
Lead, but only a dilTolution 
of its Subltance by Acids, 
which foclof. ly unite with it, 
as to give it the form of a 
Salt : for if by diftillatidn, 
you abllraiil the Humidity 
ot the diflblution, you will 
find nothing but an infipid 
Fiegm to come off, deprived 
of all its Acidity, which f hews 
that the acid Salt is adually 
joyned with the Particles of 
the Lead. 

§ 7. The Ebullition in the 
making of it from Cerufe a- 
rifes from the violent Pene- 
tration of the Acids, which 
with violence feparate the 
Plumbo ife Particles , but if 
they be afTufed on any other 
Preparation of Lead, the E- 
bullirion is very much Wrong- 
er; been ufe when the Acid 
meets with a Body not fo o- 



pen as Cerufe is, it muft ufe 
a greater power to enter in- 
to it, and fo conicquently 
raife a greater Effervelcen- 
cy. 

§ 8. But in all thefe Ebul- 
litions or Effervefcencies (as 
well as in many others) the 
lealt degree of heat is not 
perceived, but rather (as feme 
think) the Cold is much iu- 
creafed. 

§ 9. Vinegar impregnated 
with this Salt, being ground 
with Oil of Roles, or lome 
other Oil, in a Mortar, makes 
an Ointment called Nutri - 
turn, or Butter of Saturn , 
which is good for Burnings, 
Scaldings, Tettars , Ring- 
worms, and other Deflati- 
ons of the Skin. 

§ to. ThisSd/j of Saturn 
powerfully abforbs Acids, and 
therefore it is laid to be 
goo.l for Diarrhea’s, Dyfen- 
tcries , and Lienteriaes, as 
alio Fluxes of the Hxmor- 
rhoides and Menfes, which 
are all caulcd by lharp and 
corrolive Salts falling into 
the Veffels, or upon thole 
parts. 

§ 1 r.And indeedit is good 
lor any Difeafe proceeding 
from ffcarp Humors, becaufe 
it blunts or dulls their Points, 
and affwages them, taking 
away their keennefc 
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§ 1 2. Taken inwardly it 
is laid to be very good fur 
the Quin fey and Pleurifie, 
and the aforenamed Dileaies 
at § io. above, becaufe they 
moiily proceed from a Saline, 
or acid Serolity, which fall- 
ing too abundantly upon any 
of thofe parts, railes a fer- 
mentation which dilures the 
Fibres of the Mufcles, caufing 
Incarnation of theThroar,6?c. 
as is feen in a Quin fey, ( 3 c . 
or a corrolion of theTunicles 
and Membranes of the Vef- 
fels. Dofe, <* gr. ij. ad iv. 
or vj. in Wine or Water ; 
and in Planuin-warer for 
Gargles. 

Mixt with Water, 
it makes that Preparation cal- 
led Lac Virginis, or Virgins 
MilJ?, and is ufed in that 
manner, or mixt with Poma- 
tums againlt Inflamations, 
Burnings, Scaldings, Tettars, 
Ring- worms, Herpes, and 
other Dileafes of the Skin. 

§ 14. If Sal Satnrni be 
mixt with Sal Tartars ami 
put into a Crucible over a 
melting Fire, the Acid of the 
Spirit of Vinegar will quit 
the Lead, and unite with the 
Salt of Tartar , whereby the 
Salt is reduced to what it 
was before, to wit, Cerufe or 
Calx. 

§ 1 5. Some who are afraid 
of the Coldnefs of this Salt, 



and the Acrimony of thcSpb 
rit of Vinegar, impregnate 
it with the Heat and Sulphur 
of S V. well reclined, fa 
much as to overtop it four 
Inches, digel! mg it three or 
four days, then ab!t ranting 
the S. V. drying the Salt and 
keeping it for ule. 

§ 16. Taken inwardly, ic 
not only takes away Incarna- 
tions and Hears of Fevers, but 
abates Lulls and Venereal 
DeGres ; it diflblves a Kb hard 
and feirrhous Tumors, ab- 
fcrbs the Acidities of Cance- 
rous Humors, and diilipares 
Conru/ions, flops Fluxes of 
all forts, and is prevalent 
againft the Gonorrhvra in 
Men, and the Whites in Wo- 
men. 

§ 17. It may be alfo ufed 
in an Injedh'on for a Gonor- 
rhoea, (3 c. as alfo for Ulcers 
of the Bladder, Womb, and 
their Palfages ; and is ex- 
celent in Gargarifms for 
mod Dileafes of the Mouth, 
and Throat, i 3 c . which ara 
cauled by fixe or volatile 
Salts ; thefe are mortified, 
by the Acid of the Vinegar, 
alTiited by the cold Quality 
of the Lead. 

§ 1 S. And this is fo much the 
more rcafonable to befeve, 
becauie we find by Experi- 
ence that Sal Prunella: , Spirits 
of Salt , Sulphur and Vi trio!, 
and

and all forrs of Acids, even 
fimple Vinegar ic felf, are 
very good for thefe kind of 
Dileales, which are irritated 
by the ufe of all other Salts 
ol what kind foever, whe- 
ther fixt or volatile. 

§ 1 9. Made into a Colly 
rium with lome proper Wa- 
ter or common Spirit of 
Wine, it (tops Fluxes of Hu- 
mors into the Eyes, cools In- 
fatuations in them, and dif- 
lolves Pearls, and confumes 
the Pin and Web, or Films, 
at the beginning ; a Scruple 
or two, being diilolved in 
live Ounces of common S. V. 
or Brandy, or in as much Ce- 
landine-water , augmenting 
the quantity of the Salt as 
you fee occafion. 

§20. Crollius fays, that 
Saccbarmn S'aturni makes ail 
fublimatc , and corrofive 
Mercuries fweet, and unhurt- 
ful ; therefore in corro/ive 
Ulcers, which a rife from ve- 
nene and malign Salts it is 
an excellent Medicament. 
And as in Vegetables commoh 
Sugar tempers and corrects 
their Acrimony and Bitter- 
nefs; fb this S/gjr of Saturn 
mitigatesand amends Mine- 
rals, and Mercurial Arfenicks, 
both in the greater and lefler 
World. 

§ 2t. It is fays he, good 
againft Putrcfadion , lore 



Mouths, malign, corroding 
and cancerous Ulcers , Tet- 
tars, Ring- worms, red Pim- 
ples in the Face, inflamed 
Tumors, and fuch other like 
Saturnian Evils : It clean les 
old Ulcers, Apoftems, and 
running Sores, and is a lingu- 
lar Arcanum againft an Ery- 
lipelas, and fuch like, bydif- 
(olving it in Plantane or 
NightlhadeWater, and walk- 
ing therewith, Linn cn Cloths 
dipt in the fame being alfo laid 
thereon. 

§22. Mixt with Oil of 
Camomil and applied, it-dif- 
cuflfes Tumors: mixt with 
Oil of Turpenrine it cures 
all Ulcers , Wounds, and 
contracted Members, being 
conftantly for fome time a- 
nointed therewith. 

§ 23. Ic prevails againft 
Cancers and Fiftula’s, all 
forts of Ulcers in Womens 
Breads, and all Aches and 
Pains in the Members, being 
outwardly applied ; and takes 
away all Incarnations to a 
Miracle. It may be mixed 
with Emplaifters, Ointments, 
Ballams and Oils, or bedif- 
folved per fe in appropriated* 
Waters and applied. 

§24. It gives cafe in the 
Cholick, fome Grains of it 
being given in White- wine, 
and in al I internal Incarnati- 
ons and Heats, ic is of extra- 
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ordinary ule. It prevails a- 1 
gainlt Quartan Agues, as al- 
io againit difaffedtions of the 
Spleen, and Pains of the Hy- 
pochonders : Spirit of Wine 
may be affufed thereon, which 
will extract its Vercue; this 
effentificated Spirit may be 
given inltead of the Salt or 
Saccbarum againft all the Di- 
feafes aforementioned. 

XL. Sal Spongi<£ Volatile, Vo- 
latile Salt of Sponges. 

Bate.] It is made bydiflil- 
l at ion in a Retort, and retti- 
fying the Salt S. A. From the 
Ca put Morruum, with warm 
Water, a dtjfolution is made 
of the fixt Salt, and it u 
drawn forth. It is good to 
break the Stone in the Reins 
and Bladder. Ic is power- 
ful alfotodifcufs Struma's or 
Swellings ot the King's Evil. 
Dofe, gr. 5. ad il. 

Salmon.] § 1. How this 
Volatile Salt of Sponges is 
particularly to be made, we 
have (hewed at Urge, where 
we have taughc the Diftilla- 
tion of the Spirit, in Cap . 2. 
Seth. XXXIII. § 1. aforego- 
ing- . 

§ 2. In the Dittillarion 
Thereof, part of the Volatile 
Sale will arife and ftick to 
the top and neck of the Re- 
tort, and pare of it will mix 



and be diilolved in the Spirit; 
you may re&ifie each apart 
if you lb pleafe, or diflolve 
all the Salr, in the Spirit and 
reCti tie them together from 
the Oleaginous Particles, as 
we have in many places 
taught in our Sepldfium, lately 
emitted into the World. 

§ 3. This Volatile Salt and 
Spirit of Sponges is laid to be 
one of the greateiLSpecificks 
in Nature for the Cure of 
the Kings Evil being daily 
given Morning and Nighr, 
a Bfi. ad gr*. xvj. in any pro- 
per Vehicle, Univerlals being 
alio premiled. 

§ 4. That rhe Volatile Salt 
isc truly thus effectual, may 
be deduced from the vulgar 
uftj df the iimple Pouder of 
Sponges, (being juit io much 
calcined or (corched, as to be 
reduced to fuch a Form or 
ConliitenceJ which Experi- 
ence has confirmed to be an 
ablolute cure for all kinds of 
Strumas or Scropbulas what- 
foever, being given to a Dram 
or more. Morning and Even- 
ing, with due purging : but 
this, by reafon of the great 
quantity , many, efpecially 
Children cannot be brought 
to take, for which reafon, we 
raihcr commend the ufe of 
the Volatile Salt aforefaid, 
I as being Ids naufeous by rca- 
I ion of its quantity, and more 
X x effectual 
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effectual by reafori of its 
quality.

It may atfo be prepa- 
red by Ehxiviation from the 
Caput Mortumn remaining 
after the diftillation of the 
Spirit of Tartar, being yet 
longer calcin'd, even to white - 
nefi. Or%it is made from crude 
Tartar and Nitre , Ana. made 
into a Ponder and calcin'd in 
a Crucible, S. A . It is one of 
the belt Remedies againft 
Ulcers, Serpigines, Scalfd- 
Heads, Scabs, G?c. being in- 
ternally given, as well as ex- 
ternally applied. 

The laft way 
of making this Salt with e- 
qual parts of Nitre , We have 
lufficiently explicated in our 
PharnuLond. Lib . 3. Cap. 1 1 * 
Sefl . 99. fb that no more need 
be ipoke of it here : but this 
we have to fay in relation 
X x 3 to 
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tQ this Preparation, that it 
is not fo genuine and good as 
is that which is made of Tar- 
tar alone ; for refine arid pu- 
rine the Nitre as well as it is 
poflible, there will be a fix:

Tartar you will have four 
Ounces of Flegm , eight 
Ounces of Spirit, three ounces 
of Oil, and thirty two ounces 
of Caput Mortuunty out of 
which you will by the for- 
mer Method have twelve 
Ounces of Sate, and no more ;

§ 7. Bur fliould you defire 
only the Silt, without the o- 
rber Subftances, you need on-

§ 8. Out of every four 
Ounces of Crude red Tar- 
tar, once Ounce of pure Salt 
may be got, and from the 
fame quantity of white Tar- 
tar, fomewhar more : but it 
is no ways better than the 
former. 

§ 9. The Ancients will 
have Salt of Tartar to be 
fixt, being prepared accord- 
ing to the common way, 
wirh a violent Fire : but 
doubtlefs this Salt of it felf 
is not fo, but naturally very 
volatile, and would continue 
fo, did not the Volatile Acid 
Salt f which makes one part 
of its Compoficionj fix it, by

§10. But notwichftanding 
rfais alteration, it is not lo 
unalterable in its Pro|>erty, 
but that you may reliore to 
the greatelf part of this Salt, 
its firft volatility, if you free 
it from its Chains, by fepara- 
ting, or augmenting the Acid, 
fo that it miy milter it ; or 
if you prevent its Union 
with it. . 

§ 1 r. Yet their Conjuncti- 
on is not without a lingular

being dryed would weigh 
a compJeat Ounce. 

§ 19. But I think it not 
the belt way for to expofe 
this, or any other Vegetable 
alcalious Salt to fuch vehe- 
ment and frequent Calcina- 
tions ; for it cannot be done 
without a notable Diminuti- 
on of iome of their belt pans, 
and among the reft, of the 
fpirituous Sulphur i as is ob- 
fervable in the diilipation of 
the Scent and Savour of the 
Planr , which happens al- 
ways to Salts thus calcin’d, 
which otherwife were they 
not fo expofed to the violence 
of the Fire, would preferve 
a good part of them. 

§ 20. Hence it appears 
that there is great reafon, to 
preferve the elfential Saks of 
Vegetables, which may be 
drawn from Plants with a 
moderate and gentle Fire, be- 
fore tbofe that undergo fuch 
violent Calcinations. 

§21. Alcalious Salts are 
aperitive, diflolving Yiicous, 



mucilaginous and tartarous 
Humors, which caufe Obftru- 
dtionsin almolt all parts of the 
Body : And Salt of Tartar as 
the chief of them, does it 
with advantage : It corrects 
Sena, and keeps it from gri- 
ping, ratifying and altering 
its vifcous Subitance, and 
caufing it to work quicker: 
it diffolves and expels vilcous 
Flegm lodging in the Stomach 
and Bowels, which becaufe 
of its Acidity caufes Gri- 
pings, Cholicks, and the like. 

§ 22. This Salt is the chief 
Exemplar of all Vegetable 
fixe Salts, none being more u- 
fed in either the one or the 
ocher Pharmacy, not only u- 
fed in opening and purging 
Medicines to mortifie the A- 
cids, which excite Fermenta- 
tions in our Bodies; but alfo 
in extractions, diffolutions 
and precipitations of feverat 
Subftances, cfpecially of Mi- 
nerals- 

§ 23. Outwardly alfo, it 
is of lingular ufe in lotions 
againlt the Gout, and to 
take away Scars and Bie- 
milhcs in the Face, and as a 
Specifick in all Difeaies of 
the Skin proceeding from A- 
cids. 

§ 24. The Oil of Tartar 
per Deliquium is made of the 
Salt as at § 5. aforegoing : 
but if you would make it 
quickly, 
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quickly, you may diflolvc it 
In Rain-water q. f filrred, 
which may be uled in all the 
Cafes of the Oil. 

§25. If Salt of Tartar be 
diflolved in diltilled Waters 
from frefli green Plants, fim- 
mediateJy after they are di- 
Itilled) they will turn green ; 
and the greener the Plant 
was from which the Water 
was d Milled , the greener 
will it make the Water. 

§ 26. The Rcafon is, be- 
cause the Ale ah of the Salt 
docs ftir up and make appear 
the latent or hidden little

In the making of this j 
Tincture iome things are ob 
fervable ; As firft, That the 
Crucible be placed upon a 
Culot or Ty le, left the Wind 
which comes thro* the Afh- 
hole, or clfe where fhould 
cool the bottom, and hin- 
der theFufion. 

§ 30. That altbo* fome 
Authors lav, it is fuiHcient to 
calcine the Salt of Tartar two 
hours in a violent Fire, or till 
it becomes blewifli, yet that 
will yield little or no Tin- 
dure, or but a very faint 
one ; whereas it ftiould be 
red like Wine; and that it 
will be, if ir be kept before* 
band a good while meltecwn 
the Crucible.

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§ 33. That the Salt of 
Tartar being thus melted 
and poudred, if you add to 
ever Pound of it, ft./). of Bone- 
Alhes in pouder, that there- 
by the Particles of the Salt 
may be feparared one from 
another, you will have a 
much deeper Tindure, and 
a much greater quantity, for 
frefli S. V. may be continually* 
aifufed upon the Salt, at Jealt 
ten or a dozen times or 
more, whereas twice is as 
much as it will bear the o- 
ther way. 

§ 34. Some think that this 
Tiodure proceeds from a Sul- 
phur contained in the Salt, 
bur that is a miftake, for ic 
is only an exaltation of fome 
Particles o£ the Salt in the 
S. V. and this is evident, not 
only by the diminution of the 
weight of the Salt, ( which I 
have feveral rimes proved) 
but likewife by diftillation, 
for no Tindure will rife, but 
only a colour lefs S.V. leaving 
the fmall quantity of Sale 
(which the Spirit had fuckt 
up into it fdfj at bottom, 
of its ufual whitnefs: from 
what has been (aid, it ap- 
pears, that the whole body 
or quantity of Salt ofTartar y 
will by degrees be converted 
to Tindure.

§ 2,. It is my Opinion 



{ from an Experiment which 
I accidentally made ) that 
Salt of Tartar is naturally 
Volatile, and fothat no great 
Study or Labor needbeufed 
to change its Nature ; and 
Volatile it will be, if you 
hinder the Acid of the Tartar 
from fixing it, or otberwife 
lepa rare them when united 
and fixed together. 

§ 3. The Ancients and 
many of the Moderns in 
fearching after this volatile 
Salt, generally met with ill 
fuccels, or wholly mift their 
end, becaufe they underftood 
not the aptnefs which vola* 
tile and fixt Salts have to 
joyn with Acids j nor the 
indiflolubiJity of their union 
when joyned together, and 
therefore they determined that 
fbecaufe they underftood not 
the wayj there was no fuch 
thing in nature. 

§ 4. And tho’the Acid and 
Volatile SaltSjiiaturaliy found 
in Tartar, are not to be fe- 
parated but with much diffi- 
culty, and are always inclin’d 
to unite themfelves as ftricfl- 
ly together as is poflible, e- 
fpecially in Calcination which 
(di#ipates the Watery parrs, 
which fenfibly kept rhem di- 
vided, andj manifeftly doles 
up the Earthy parts, ferving 
as a means to their Union, 

■ leaving a fufnciency of the 
Acid 
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Acid to maintain that Union 
fnorwithftanding the large 
diminution of the Acid in 
that Operation;) yet this 
feeming invincible Difficulty, 
this Gordian-knot, thisalmoit 
indilfoluble Unity, Nature it 
felf has lead us by the hand 
rci furmount and overcome. 

§ 5. For fince it is the A- 
cid which fixes ihe Volatile 
parr, and keeps it in its 
Chains, if you would brake 
its Bands, and deliver the 
Prifoner, youmuft furmount 
that Acid, by the addition of 
fome new Acid, which may 
unite ic felf with that fixt 
Salt. 

§ 6. For the Salt of Tar- 
tar having loit in Calcination 
much of the Acid parts 
which (topr it, and there be- 
ing only fo much lefc to pre- 
ferve the quality of the iixt : 
the mo ft fixed part of this 
Salt, being hungry, and as it 
were, half ftarV’d for want 
of Acid enough, it comes to 
pafs, that fwiftly uniting it 
felf to this new Acid, whofe 
Particles are ready to fill all 
the Vacancies which the vio- 
lence and a&ion of the Fire 
had made empty, by this U- 
nion it relinquifhes the Vola-* 
tile parts, and they refume 
their natural Liberty and 
Volatility, which is evident 
by its Smell, and all ihc o- 



[her^figns, e^enrial to Vola- 
tile Salt$. 

§ 7. And this is clear in 
the Volatile Salts of Ani- 
mals, which have been fixed 
by Acids, where we have re- 
courie to fixed Salts , which 
are only able to force the A- 
cid Salts to abandon the Vo- 
latile , to unite themfelves 
to them, whereby, the Vo- 
latile being difengaged it ap- 
pears with all the Qualities 
and Difpofitions proper to 
it. 

§ 8. Lemery makes this vo- 
latile Salt of Tarrar of Lees 
of Wine, becaufe, fays he, 
they are incomparably more 
fermented than the Tartar, 
which is found in the fides of 
VcfTels, and therefore it is no 
wonder if its Salt is more vo- 
latile. 

§ 9. But this Salt of Lees , 
feems to be all Acid, not- 
withftanding that feme af- 
firm that they abound in an 
Alcalious volatile Salt and a 
fulphurous Spirit, contain- 
ing but a very little Acid. 

§ ib. To which we an- 
fwer, That if fo, itmuft fol- 
low, that the more the Lees 
ferment, the more they muft 
lofe of rheir Acidity, becaule 
the Alcaly would abforb or 
deftroy it ; the contrary of 
which wc every day fee, for 
they by fo much, grow tho 
more 
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more fowre ; as the Vine- 
gar-makers can experimen- 
xally tell you, who ule Lees 
to make them ferment with 
that Wine, which they would 
JpeediJy turnco Vinegar: and 
this Tartar does all dilloive 
in the Wine, and turns into 
Vinegar, for very little or no 
Lees , or ocher Tartar is to 
be found in thofe Veflels in 
which the Vinegar is made, 
tho‘ there was lome naturally 
before, or other Tartar had 
been added to it. 

§11. Out of what has 
been laid, it plainly appears, 
that the Volatile Salt in The 
Lees , is a Volatile Acid, and 
is the fame, that makes the 
Acid Spirit of Vinegar, (be- 
ing more volatile than many 
other Acids ) to volatilize 
with its Flegm in the diitil- 
la r ion. 

§ 12. But the Silt of 
Tartar drawn by Retort 
(after Lemer/s Method) does 
rife more ealily, than ^tbe 
Spirit of Vinegar , which 
comes to pafs from its being 
volatiliz’d by the violent heat 
of the Fire. 

§ 13. Againft what has 
been fin'd, fome may objedt, 
that Lees are fometimes add- 
ed to Wines grown ropy, to 
make them good again, with- 
out lowering them in the 
ka'^j or making them grow 



hard : which is true, becaule 
the firit Fermentation was 
imperfedt, as appears by the 
ropinels of the Liquor s for 
had it been fufficiently fer- 
mented, it would never have 
grown ropy: this ropy nek 
or gummynels, contains ma- 
nifeltly a great quantity of 
Oil (which by Retort may be 
drawn from it:) The Salt of 
the Lees then xonjoyning with 
thofe Oily Particles of the 
I Liquor, does rarifie and ex- 
alt them into that Subftance 
of which Spirit of Wine is 
made ; and fo long as the Sa- 
tin Particles of the Lees , Hull 
find Osiy Panicles to adt up- 
on, the Wine will not grow 
lb wre, but refine, and grow 
better : but being added, af- 
ter a perfedt Fermentation, 
wherein rhofe Oily Particles 
are all dillblved, it changes 
the Liquor into a fowernefs, 
and makes it become Vine- 
gar, asar § 10. aforegoing is 
proved.

frcrii the mor£ grofs arid ter- 
rene, which will always car- 
ry a Stypricicy in their nature, 
and be a Bjefhora to the more.
